Campaigns 
focus on 
dark side of 
speed use

W ith 30 percent of the city’s new 
HIV infections among gay and 
bisexual men linked to recre¬ 
ational crystal use, a sea change in 
how health officials respond to the 
epidemic is under way. Two new cam¬ 
paigns that have hit the streets are 
marshaling more attention and re¬ 
sources to change how gay man view 
using speed and educate them about 
the dangers associated with the drug. 

Last week the health department’s 
HIV prevention section rolled out its 
new “Crystal Mess” campaign with a 
billboard in the Castro and advertise-

V ice President Dick Cheney and 
his wife Lynne went on the attack 
after Democratic presidential 
nominee Senator John Kerry in¬ 
voked the name of the vice president’s 
out lesbian daughter Mary in last 
week’s final presidential debate. 

For the most part, LGBT commu¬ 
nity leaders have been critical of how 
the Cheneys have handled the after- 
math of the incident. 

“Simply put, there is nothing wrong 
with being a lesbian,” said Matt Fore¬ 
man, executive director of the Nation¬ 
al Gay and Lesbian Task Force. 

It was the final debate in Tempe, Ari¬ 
zona October 13 that gay and lesbian is¬ 
sues finally got their moment in the 
spotlight. The way that Kerry handled 
the issue, however, has given a surpris¬ 
ingly long life to the matter. Some have 
even given it the ultimate Beltway sta¬ 


tus with its own word, dubbing it “Mary- 
gate.” 

It started when moderator Bob 
Schieffer asked within the context of 
marriage “Do you believe homosexual¬ 
ity is a choice?” 

“I don’t know. I just don’t know,” 
answered President Bush. He went on 
to urge Americans “to treat people with 
tolerance and respect and dignity ... in 
a free society people, consenting adults, 
can live the way they want to live. And 
that’s to be honored.” 

Bush also said, “I think it’s very im¬ 
portant that we protect marriage as an 
institution between a man and a 
woman.” His support of a constitution¬ 
al amendment to do so is based on a 
fear that “activist judges” are redefining 
the term, not American citizens. He 
noted that Kerry voted against the De¬ 
fense of Marriage Act in 1996. 

Kerry began, “We’re all God’s chil¬ 
dren, Bob, and I think if you were to

D istrict 9 supervisor candidate Renee 
Saucedo has delivered a letter apologiz¬ 
ing and taking responsibility for a sup¬ 
porter’s homophobic slurs directed at 
fellow candidate Miguel Bustos on October 9 
as news of a similar 2002 incident has sur¬ 
faced. 

“While the majority did not hear any in¬ 
appropriate comments, one volunteer did 
hear one of the teenagers make a homopho¬ 
bic slur,” Saucedo’s letter states. “I am cur¬ 
rently in the 
process of trying 
to identify who 
this young person 
is in order to dis¬ 
cuss with him or 
her the gravity of 
this behavior. ... 
While the volun¬ 
teer’s comment 
cannot, of course, 
be attributed to 
me, I take full re¬ 
sponsibility for the 
incident. ... It has 
been particularly 
important to me 
to make the con¬ 
nections between 
the oppressions of 
the LGBT commu¬ 
nity and people of 
color. The current 
incident affirms 
that, unfortunate¬ 
ly, there is still 
much work to be 
done.” 

Bustos charged 
that on October 9,

a motorized cable car carrying Saucedo and 
her supporters paused in front of his 24th 
Street campaign headquarters. Bustos said he 
and others in his office heard a supporter yell 
antigay comments, including “fuck Bustos,” 
and “fuckin’ faggot, fuck you faggot.” Bustos 
is an openly gay Latino candidate for the seat 
and is in a tight race with Saucedo and in¬ 
cumbent Supervisor Tom Ammiano. 

Saucedo’s campaign manager, Karl 
Kramer, delivered a copy of the candidate’s 
letter of apology that was given to Bustos to 
the Bay Area Reporter on Friday, October 15. 

Bustos said he does not accept Saucedo’s 
apology, calling it disingenuous. 

“I think if she was really sorry she would 
have apologized when it happened, instead of 
once it hit the press,” Bustos told the B.A.R. 

“I don’t think it’s a new development,” 


Bustos said. “I think they knew it and they 
heard it and it has happened before.” 

“It doesn’t surprise me at all,” said Sergio 
Canjura, who served as the Latino commu¬ 
nity liaison to former Mayor Willie Brown, of 
the October 9 incident. 

Canjura was reportedly the victim of a 
similar incident during a rally at City Hall in 
2002. 

“That’s what they originally claimed - ‘It 
was the other people. We’re not responsible. 
We can’t control what people say,”’ Canjura 
told the B.A.R. 

One more witness also weighed in on the 
October 9 incident. 

“They were calling out, ‘fuckin’ faggot,’ 
and in Spanish, ‘joto,’ said Daly City resident 
and Bustos family friend Pat Gamino, who

Same-sex domestic 
violence cases on rise

1 GBT domestic violence inci¬ 
dents nationwide increased 
feU 13 percent between 2002 
and 2003, a coalition of antivio¬ 
lence agencies reported as a gay 
medical group launched an edu¬ 
cation campaign about the issue. 

In a report issued Friday, Octo¬ 
ber 15 by the National Coalition 
of Anti-Violence Programs, the 12 
participating agencies document¬ 
ed 6,523 incidents of LGBT do¬ 
mestic violence, including six 
deaths, in cities across the coun¬ 
try. 

In San Francisco^ommunity 
United Against Violence and the 
Queer Asian Women’s Shelter 
documented 388 LGBT domestic 
violence cases. Transgender-iden¬ 
tified survivors comprised 35 
cases while the majority of inci¬ 
dents were between lesbian and 
gay couples. 

Shawna Virago, CUAV’s senior 
domestic violence prevention ad¬ 
vocate, said that once she ap¬ 
proves a domestic violence sur¬ 
vivor for service she make a safety 
plan involving possible emergency 
housing, a restraining order, help 
in seeking family support, help 
filling out forms, and providing 
emotional support in court hear¬ 
ings. 

“Safety planning means com¬ 
ing up with the best possible way a 
survivor can remain safe,” said Vi¬ 
rago. “We have to get creative and 
always do our best to provide 
emergency housing. Certain hotel 
allies to domestic violence preven¬ 
tion donate rooms.” 

“That’s why hotel vouchers are 


essential,” said San Francisco- 
based journalist Patrick JLetellier, 
author of the book, Men Who Beat 
the Men Who Love Them , and a 
survivor of domestic violence. 
“One of the difficulties that most 
survivors or victims face is you 
have to have somewhere to go. I 
was expected to run from some¬ 
thing, with nowhere to run to, no 
shelter, really. It’s difficult for the 
victim of domestic violence who’s 
queer to find a safe place to go.” 

“It’s so easy to say ‘leave the 
partner,’ said Virago. “They may 
be emotionally attached to the 
person hurting them,” or want the 
abusive person to get help, and 
unwilling to act for their own safe¬ 
ty. It may take many violent 
episodes before the victim takes 
the brave step of leaving. 

“I think what happens is that 
people who are being abused 
don’t attribute the violence to our 
partners,” said Letellier, who 
counseled domestic violence sur¬ 
vivors for 12 years. “We attribute 
it to some outside source - stress 
over her job, lack of money, HIV, 
his drinking - anything to pin the 
violence on. 

“To say the truth - that it’s the 
partner - means you have to make 
these radical changes in your life, 
at a time when you’re being as¬ 
saulted. It can seem like this mon¬ 
umental and impossible task. And 
it happens at a time when every¬ 
one expects you to leave.” 

Letellier said that psychologi¬ 
cal factors of being overwhelmed, 
exhausted, and frightened cou¬ 
pled with the harsh reality of a 
lack of refuge, makes leaving dif¬ 
ficult. 

Letellier stayed with his abuser 


for four years, “and after I got 
away from him, he stalked me for 
another three years,” he said, call¬ 
ing the abuse physical, psycholog¬ 
ical, economic, and sexual. 

Partly because there are few 
transgender domestic violence 
service providers, transgender 
people often are fearful of coming 
forward and dealing with a possi¬ 
bly transphobic provider, accord¬ 
ing to Virago. 

“Transgender people are at the 
beginning of feeling empowered 
enough to receive services,” she 
said. 

The report said LGBT victims 
are often afraid to come forward. 
“ [They] may be more hesitant to 
come forward because they feel 
that being the victim of domestic 
violence will somehow harm their 
community’s struggle for ad¬ 
vancement,” said the in-depth re¬ 
port. “It is already a tiresome re¬ 
sponse to this report by some cul¬ 
tural warriors and political pun¬ 
dits to cite it as reason to restrict 
the civil rights and liberties of 
LGBT people.” 

“I think the right wing is hav¬ 
ing a field day with same-sex do¬ 
mestic violence and they have for 
years,” said Letellier. “I would en¬ 
courage people not to let what 
people think deter them from 
seeking help.” 

“We are under attack by the re¬ 
ligious right,” said Virago, a mar¬ 
riage and family counselor intern. 
“If someone is hesitant to come 
forward because it will have a po¬ 
litical backlash, that’s why we 
must not allow the far right to 
force queer domestic violence 
back in the closet.” 

GLMA effort 

The NCAVP report coincides 
with the new LGBT Relationship 
Violence Project launched by the 
Gay and Lesbian Medical Associa¬ 
tion through a $50,000 grant from 
the Blue Shield of California 
Foundation. The project will teach 
medical providers how to identify 
and respond effectively to LGBT 
relationship violence. 

“All of us have been through so 
much to even have a relationship, 
that everyone wants to put on a 
happy face,” said GLMA President 
Dr. Kenneth Haller, a St. Louis pe¬ 
diatrician. “When anyone is a vic¬ 
tim of domestic violence, they feel 
shame, particularly in the gay les¬ 
bian community - ‘it’s bad 
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Fogle fondly remembered

teve Fogle would have loved 
the memorial the Russian 
River community threw for 
him Monday afternoon, October 
18. 

As a crowd of about 150 peo¬ 
ple piled into the dining room at 
Fife’s Resort they were greeted by 
the Sisters of Perpetual Indul¬ 
gence, dressed in “formal” black 
habits draped with wimples and 
scapulas imprinted with rainbow 
colored fish. 

Tables were set with hors d’ 
oeuvres and bottles of wine do¬ 
nated by local wineries, and the 
landing at the top of the stairs 
held a white canoe loaded with 
ferns, bird of paradise plants, cy¬ 
clamen and roses. A giant teddy 
bear with rainbow feathered angel 
wings hung from the rafters. 

^ Fogle, 42, who had served as 
executive director of the Russian 
River Chamber of Commerce 
since June 2003, took his own life 
in a Ukiah motel room October 6, 
a day after Sonoma County Sher¬ 
iff’s deputies seized the chamber’s 
computers for an embezzlement 
investigation. 

He is survived by his partner of 
21 years, Mike Klugow. 

But Monday, Fogle’s friends 
and associates, still reeling from 
his sudden death, spoke mainly 
about the contributions he had 
made to the community, and how 
much they had loved and admired 
him. 

During his brief time at the 
chamber, Fogle organized several 
marketing efforts, including the

VIP card that gives locals a 10 per¬ 
cent discount; Eco-Ring, a plan to 
promote ecotourism in the re¬ 
gion; and the successful Russian 
River Food and Winefest, held at 
Fife’s September 26. 

But what most endeared him 
to local residents was his advocacy 
for the protection of the Russian 
River itself. Along with others, he 
founded the No Low Flow Com¬ 


mittee, which is working to halt a 
plan by the Sonoma County 
Water Agency to lower the flow in 
the Russian River during the sum¬ 
mer season. 

Chamber President Verna 
Preaseau, a co-owner of The 
Woods Resort in Guerneville, 
promised the committees Fogle 
had set up to deal with the various

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Castro Theatre explores 
programming changes

n an apparent effort to boost 
profits, the owners of the Cas¬ 
tro Theatre have indicated 
they are looking at ways to in¬ 
crease revenue, including possible 
changes to the types of films the 
theatre shows, the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter has learned. 

The historic’cathedral-like the¬ 
atre, a registered landmark since 
1977, plays host to numerous film 
festivals, special events with aging 
movie stars, and the Gay Men’s 
Chorus’ annual Christmas con¬ 
certs. It also shows revivals of 
older films, such as Dr. 
Strangelove , The Leopard , and La 
Dolce Vita. 

It has been able to show new 
documentary works, such as Tar¬ 
nation, which has been running 
this past week. It also played host 
to the theatrical premieres of The 
Corporation and The Revolution 
Will Not Be Televised. 

But such first-run films are a 
rarity. Due to Landmark Theatre’s 
lock on showing most new movies 
with gay content, about the only 
time to see LGBT films in the 
heart of San Francisco’s gay dis¬ 
trict is during events like Frame¬ 
line, the city’s international les¬ 
bian and gay film festival. 

The Nasser family currently 
owns the single-screen theatre. 
For 14 years Blumenfeld Theatres 
ran the Castro, but in July 2001

a letter sent earlier this month via 
e-mail, which has circulated 
among LGBT residents and fans 
of the theater, staff disclosed that 
changes are in the works and 
asked the public to send letters in 
support of the Castro’s programs 
and staff. 

“Whether I have mentioned to 
you or not, the Castro Theatre is 
in serious trouble. The owner of 
the business, in his desire for sure 
profit, has made drastic staffing 
cuts and is on the verge of chang¬ 
ing things for the worse by mon¬ 
keying with programming,” states 
the e-mail, which is signed by em¬ 
ployee Christian Bruno. “If the 
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when its lease expired, the Nassers 
resumed managing the theatre 
that their family originally built in 
1922. In the three years since, the 
Nassers have upgraded the film- 
house’s seating, audio equipment, 
and stage as well as made repairs 
to the interior space. 

With the improvements to the 
theatre mostly completed, the 
family is now turning its attention 
to programming and is looking at 
making some changes. Already, a 
new children’s classic film festival 
has been added, which runs at 
noon on Sundays. 

Talk of other possible changes, 
such as dropping revivals of older 
films from the schedule, prompt¬ 
ed staff at the theater to appeal for 
support from the community. In

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Marijuana measures on East Bay ballots

f oters in Berkeley and Oak- 
' land will have a chance to 
I decide on two separate 
marijuana-related initiatives on 
the ballot for the November 2 
election. 

Berkeley’s Patients Access to 
Medical Cannabis Act (Measure 
R) would change the current pos¬ 
session limit from a 10-plant max¬ 
imum to the amount deemed nec¬ 
essary by patients and their doc¬ 
tors. Medical marijuana advocates 
pushed the measure after the 
Berkeley City Council failed in 
July to pass a proposal by City 
Council member Kriss Worthing¬ 
ton that would have increased the 
plant limit to 72, the same as in 
Oakland. 

The initiative would also direct 
the city to begin distributing 
cannabis if federal Drug Enforce¬ 
ment Administration raids shut 
down the city’s four existing dis¬ 
pensaries. 

Finally, addressing an issue that 
was left vague in the statewide 


Compassionate Use Act of 1996 
(Proposition 215), the initiative 
would recognize that some patients 
are unable to grow cannabis on 
their own, and thus would allow 
qualified patients and their prima¬ 
ry caregivers to form collectives or 
cooperatives for the purpose of 
cultivating or obtaining marijuana 
for their personal medical use. 

Oakland measure 

The Oakland Cannabis Initia¬ 
tive (Measure Z) would direct the 
city to regulate, license, and tax 
cannabis sales to adults, and make 
private, adult marijuana use - 
medical or recreational - the city’s 
lowest law enforcement priority. 
The proposed regulations would 
mandate health and safety stan¬ 
dards, license on-site consump¬ 
tion at medical cannabis dispen¬ 
saries, limit public advertising, 
and ban the sale of marijuana 
near schools. Finally, the measure 
would put the city on record as 
supporting changes in state and 
federal laws to end cannabis pro¬ 
hibition. 

Initiative supporters say that 


shifting law enforcement priori¬ 
ties will save money and taxing 
marijuana will generate substan¬ 
tial revenue for the city. 

“The war on cannabis is cost¬ 
ing all of us dearly,” said Rebecca 
Kaplan, a backer of the measure 
who sits on the AC Transit board. 
“Our cities are faced with drastic 
cuts in services like education and 
healthcare due to inadequate gov¬ 
ernment revenue, while Califor¬ 
nia’s largest cash crop remains un¬ 
taxed.” 

Results of a David Binder Re¬ 
search poll, released in September, 
showed strong support for the 
Oakland measure. In a survey of 
400 likely voters, 65 percent indi¬ 
cated that they were leaning to¬ 
ward supporting Measure Z. 

Other states 

Several other cities and states 
also have marijuana-related ques¬ 
tions on their ballots this coming 
election. Voters in Ann Arbor, 
Michigan, will decide on a mea¬ 
sure that would establish an affir¬ 
mative defense for medical mari¬ 
juana patients; in nearby Detroit, 


a medical cannabis measure re¬ 
cently cruised to a 56 percent to 41 
percent victory in an August 3 
election. And in Columbia, Mis¬ 
souri, voters will decide on an ini¬ 
tiative to exempt medical mari¬ 
juana patients from arrest and 
prosecution. 

But in Minneapolis, the city 
council blocked attempts to place 
a medical cannabis charter 
amendment on the ballot, and in 
Tallahassee, Florida, an initiative 
that would have made cannabis 
the lowest law enforcement prior¬ 
ity was thrown off the ballot by a 
federal judge. 

In addition, statewide medical 
marijuana initiatives are on the 
ballot in Alaska, Montana, and 
Oregon. The Montana measure 
would set up a registry and pro¬ 
vide cards for qualified patients. 
The Oregon initiative would 
amend the state’s existing medical 
marijuana law to set up a system 
of state-regulated nonprofit 
cannabis dispensaries that must 
provide free marijuana to indigent 
patients. It would also allow nurse 
practitioners and naturopathic 


doctors to qualify patients, and 
would increase the possession 
limit from three to 10 plants - the 
same number Berkeley cannabis 
advocates claim is too low. 

In Nevada, an initiative to de¬ 
criminalize and regulate marijua¬ 
na was kept off the ballot after a 
battle over the validity of petition 
signatures that reached the 9th 
Circuit Court of Appeals, and a 
medical marijuana measure failed 
to obtain enough signatures in 
Arkansas. 

The Marijuana Policy Project, 
a nationwide advocacy organiza¬ 
tion based in Washington, D.C., is 
assisting and helping to fund sev¬ 
eral marijuana law reform efforts, 
including the campaigns in Mon¬ 
tana, Oregon, Ann Arbor, and 
Oakland. 

“I believe the voters will be 
much more flexible and pragmat¬ 
ic about marijuana laws than the 
federal government,” said MPP 
communications director Bruce 
Mirken. “We know prohibition 
doesn’t work. I think we’ll see that 
the public is several steps ahead of 
the politicians.” ▼

enough I’m beaten up by my part¬ 
ner. If I come out about it the rad¬ 
ical right will use it against us’ - so 
they stay in the closet about the 
issue.” 

GLMA’s 22nd annual confer¬ 
ence, October 21-23, in Palm 
Springs will present a two-day 
round-table discussion by 20 Cal¬ 
ifornia domestic violence preven¬ 
tion experts and providers includ¬ 
ing Letellier, and Susan Holt, the 
Los Angeles Gay and Lesbian Cen¬ 
ter’s stop partner abuse program 
manager. About 300 physicians are 
expected to attend the conference. 

“Domestic violence is a hugely 
ignored health issue in the LGBT 
communities, affecting one in 
three LGBT relationships,” said 
Holt in a statement. 

The Blue Shield Foundation’s 
Marianne Balin called same-sex 
domestic violence, a “widely ne¬ 
glected, serious health issue.” 

“Doctors don’t get much train¬ 
ing in domestic violence [preven¬ 
tion] , so people don’t know what to 
look for,” said Haller, calling it an 
“often-hidden but brutal reality.” 

“There are not specific bruises. 
They don’t say‘my partner is beat¬ 
ing me up.’ They come in with 
other complaints - unable to sleep, 
anxiety, depression, ‘I broke my 
arm, I fell down the stairs,’ any ex¬ 
cuse instead of ‘my partner did 
this,”’ said Haller. “Also, as physi¬ 
cians we really want to believe our 
patients. It takes detective work, 
being attuned to the way people 
talk, does it fit the story they’re 
telling you?” 

Haller believes part of the in¬ 
crease in LGBT domestic violence 
figures represents more awareness. 
Virago said just a small number of 
people report incidents. 

“I believe we’re still seeing just a 
fraction of all domestic violence 
that impacts the queer communi¬ 
ty,” said Virago. “When I’m out at a 
club I always think to myself, do¬ 
mestic violence is in this room.” 

“Domestic violence stories, 
having written many of them, can 
be so grim,” said Letellier. “This is 
the first time ever I can say, ‘But 
wait, our community is doing 
something big to address this.’” V

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Kerry’s IV 

emocratic presidential candidate 
' John Kerry did nothing wrong when 

9 he invoked Vice President Dick Ch¬ 
eney’s out lesbian daughter Mary during a 
discussion of gay issues during the final 
presidential debate last week. And Dick Ch¬ 
eney and his wife Lynne have overreacted 
wildly, shedding crocodile tears in their 
feigned outrage in the aftermath of the de¬ 
bate. Their cynical sanctimoniousness was 
offensive. 

During the debate, moderator Bob Schi- 
effer asked Kerry and President Bush were 
asked whether they believe homosexuality 
is a choice. Kerry responded: “We’re all 
God’s children, Bob, and I think if you were 
to talk to Dick Cheney’s daughter, who is a 
lesbian, she would tell you that she’s being 
who she was. She’s being who she was born 
as. I think if you talk to anybody, it’s not a 
choice.” 

There you have it - Kerry said the L- 
word, and we’re not talking about “liberal,” 
And while his delivery may have been awk¬ 
ward, he attempted to put a human face on 
the question. His mention of Mary Cheney 
underscored the hypocrisy of the Bush ad¬ 
ministration’s opposition to same-sex mar¬ 
riage and their desire to enshrine that dis¬ 
crimination into the U.S. Constitution. 
Kerry’s comment took gays out of the ab¬ 
stract; in reality we are a part of every fam¬ 
ily, even the vice president’s. 

But for Lynne Cheney to tell a post-de¬ 
bate rally that Kerry pulled a “cheap and 
tawdry political trick” - despite having once 
written a potboiler filled with steamy les¬ 
bian sex - reeks of phony victimization and 
is a desperate attempt to distract attention 
from President Bush’s weak debate perfor¬ 
mance. The vice president and his wife have, 
over the years, used their openly gay daugh¬ 
ter in an effort to appear warmer and fuzzi¬ 
er to moderate and socially liberal voters. In 
fact, just before the Republican Party’s plat¬ 
form committee approved virulently anti¬ 
gay language in August, there was daddy 
Dick on the stump at a town hall meeting in 
Iowa referring publicly to his daughter’s sex¬ 
uality. “Lynne and I have a gay daughter, so 
it’s an issue our family is very familiar with,” 
Cheney said in response to a question about 
gay marriage. He went on to utter his “free¬ 
dom means freedom for everyone” com¬ 
ment and said “people should be able to 
enter into any kind of relationship they 
want to.” 

Several facts have been overlooked in the 
days of discourse over Kerry’s remark. 

First: Mary Cheney, 35, is an adult who 
has an active role in the Bush-Cheney 2004 
campaign. She’s a senior staff member, run¬ 
ning the show for her dad. She’s involved in 
the day-to-day operations, getting paid in 
the six figures for her work, and we’re fairly 
confident that when the vice president made 
his comments in August, Mary had a lot to 
do with it. While she may not like being 


mentioned by the Democratic presidential 
candidate, the fact is that gays are one of the 
hot-button issues the Republicans are ex¬ 
ploiting this year in an effort to get their 
conservative base to the polls. Constitution¬ 
al amendments banning same-sex marriage 
are on the ballots in many states, same-sex 
marriage is legal in Massachusetts, and 
LGBTs continue to face discrimination and 
violence. 

Second: Mary Cheney is out. Lynne Ch¬ 
eney may want to keep her daughter 
tucked away in the closet, but the 
fact is that Mary and her partner 
have been seen together at the , 

GOP convention (though they 
did not go on stage with other 
family members at the end of the 
vice president and president’s speeches) 
and the couple did appear on stage fol¬ 
lowing the vice presidential de¬ 
bate earlier this month in 
Cleveland. Prior to joining her 
father’s re-election campaign, 

Mary was part of the Republican Unity 
Coalition, an effort by some gay GOPers to 
present a more moderate face to the party. 
Lastly, Mary worked on LGBT outreach ef¬ 
forts for the Coors Brewing Company be¬ 
fore her father was selected to be the presi¬ 
dent’s running mate in the 2000 election. 
Mary Cheney and her family have been 
using her sexuality as a political tool long 
before Kerry’s remarks, and for Dick and 
Lynne to insinuate otherwise is just wrong. 

Third: where was the outrage and right¬ 
eous indignation from the Cheney family 
when Illinois Senate candidate Alan Keyes 
called gays and lesbians - including Mary 
Cheney - “selfish hedonists” during the GOP 
convention? That blatantly homophobic 


comment surely called for a rebuttal, and 
was definitely “tawdry,” to borrow Lynne Ch¬ 
eney’s new favorite word. But no, not a peep 
was heard from the Cheney family. 

Fourth: this was the second time in the 
debates that Mary Cheney’s name came up. 
Democratic vice presidential candidate Sen¬ 
ator John Edwards made comments similar 
to Kerry’s during his debate with Dick Ch¬ 
eney, for which the vice president thanked 
Edwards for his kind remarks. Lynne didn’t 
fly off the handle. The media didn’t blow the 
incident out of proportion. 

And where is the political left in all 
of this? Why do they also cringe and 
duck gay issues? Katrina vanden Heuv- 
el, editor of The Nation , appeared on 
Chris Matthews’s Hardball show last 
Thursday, and couldn’t even bring her¬ 
self to use the word “lesbian.” “But 
for John Kerry, it seemed too 
frontal to me. I would rather he 
had used another L-word, not 
the word he used. Perhaps he 
[Kerry] could have talked about labor and 
how labor has contributed to increasing peo¬ 
ple’s well-being,” she told Matthews during a 
segment on the Mary Cheney flap. What 
does that have to do with the issue at hand? 
It was Matthews who had to interject, “Okay. 
He used the word ‘lesbian.’ There’s nothing 
wrong with that word.” 

The bottom line in all of this is that 
Kerry did gays a favor by saying what he did. 
Being gay is not shameful. The homophobes 
want the country to believe otherwise so 
that they can continue advancing their 
agenda and treat us as second-class citizens. 
Kerry was being honest and sincere, and 
that’s a lot more than can be said of the cur¬ 
rent administration. ▼

n November 2, much of the country 
will cast votes on the meaning and 
value of LGBT families. In San Fran¬ 
cisco our community can take a concrete 
step for all San Francisco families by electing 
Heather Hiles to the San Francisco school 
board.

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Reopen the bathhouses 

Our top health official, Dr. Mitch Katz, continues 
to make a political decision and not a scientific one 
by keeping the bathhouses closed [“Time to open the 
baths, argue some,” October 14]. Like President Bush, 
since he can’t prove something scientifically and fac¬ 
tually (HIV transmission is greater at bathhouses) he 
made a political decision and refuses to reconsider it 
when it continues to be proven that there’s no corre¬ 
lation between bathhouses and increased HIV trans¬ 
mission. What happened is that people who had sex, 
including unsafe sex, simply went to the park or 
stayed home, in other words, some unmonitored 
place to have sex. 

How “political” to believe that closing the bath¬ 
houses would decrease HIV transmission. Nothing 
like a political decision being made when you cannot 
and will not make a scientific decision. 

Over the last 20 years HIV transmission increased 
greatly in San Francisco. But it wasn’t the bathhouses 
that caused it.

Again, SF health officials aren’t interested in gay 
men’s complete sexual health but in political and pub¬ 
lic relations gimmicks that are not based on science. If 
anything, their demonizing of gay sex is at least part¬ 
ly to blame for gay men seeking sex in less healthy 
venues.

• Ensure that non-biological parents and 
guardians have decision-making power in their chil¬ 
dren’s health.

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want to hear his or her child called sinful, immoral, 
disgusting, perverted, or worse? Gay and lesbian 
Americans have been characterized as “selfish hedo¬ 
nists” who choose to flout conventional morals and 
values and thus follow the degenerate path of sin, not 
the virtuous path of heterosexuality, marriage, and 
apple pie.

The Supreme Court is at stake 

The upcoming election will determine whether 
our nation moves forward on the issues of the hu¬ 
manity, dignity, and equality for gay Americans, or if 
we begin a tragic process of going backwards. The fu¬ 
ture of the Supreme Court hangs in the balance, and 
with it, the direction our nation will take on many is¬ 
sues, including gay rights. 

Over the next four years, it is quite likely that Jus¬ 
tices John Paul Stevens and Sandra Day O’Connor, as 
well as Chief Justice William Rehnquist, will retire. 
The next president, either George W. Bush or John 
Kerry, will be nominating any replacements needed 
for the court. On the issue of justice for gay Ameri¬ 
cans, a Kerry or Bush presidency will make all the dif¬ 
ference, not for the next four years, but for the next 
40. A president’s term lasts for only four years, but a 
Supreme Court justice is appointed for life. 

On so many issues, I believe George Bush has 
made the wrong choices. But as a gay man, I am fully 
aware that the choice I make as to who I want to run 
our nation over the next four years will have a pro¬ 
found influence on the lives of all GLBT people. If the 
Republicans maintain control of Congress and the 
presidency, the next four years could end the progress 
we have made regarding Supreme Court recognition 
of equal protection and due process for gay Ameri¬ 
cans. 

To GLBT people who either sit out the election, or 
vote for Ralph Nader or George W. Bush, you cannot 
say, “I didn’t know,” or “nobody told me.” I am telling 
you now: if Bush gets a second term, it is likely that 
many of the gains we have fought so hard for since the 
dark days of Stonewall will be reversed, and our strug¬ 
gle for equality will be postponed for generations. 


Right now, the Supreme Court is narrowly divid¬ 
ed on crucial issues concerning gay rights. Just one or 
two new right-wing justices like Antonin Scalia and 
Clarence Thomas - the justices who President Bush 
has called his models for Supreme Court appoint¬ 
ments - would reverse the progress made on gay 
rights over the last decade, and could make further 
progress through the courts virtually impossible. 

One more justice like Scalia and Thomas on the 
court would likely reverse the landmark ruling in the 
Texas sodomy case, allowing states to once again treat 
gay men and lesbians as criminals. Two more Scalia- 
Thomas votes would also reverse a Supreme Court 
decision overturning an antigay constitutional 
amendment in Colorado, and would allow states to 
abolish local laws against discrimination based on 
sexual orientation. And of course, any hope for gain¬ 
ing federal rights for gay couples, even those with a 
Massachusetts marriage license or a Vermont civil 
union, would disappear. 

Furthermore, most Supreme Court observers 
agree that President Bush, given the opportunity, 
would replace a retiring Chief Justice Rehnquist with 
Scalia. During oral arguments in Lawrence v. Texas, 
Justice Scalia actually suggested that with gay kinder¬ 
garten teachers, “children might be induced to be¬ 
come homosexuals.” In his dissent in this case that 
struck down the Texas sodomy law, Scalia accused the 
majority on the court of “largely signing on to the so- 
called homosexual agenda.” 

The appointments George Bush has made to the 
lower courts have already had devastating effects on 
our issues. Bush’s appointment of William Pryor, who 
in past comments compared homosexuality to 
necrophilia, provided a key vote in July against three 
homosexual couples challenging Florida’s law ban¬ 
ning adoption by gays and lesbians. Had Pryor not 
been placed on the 11th Circuit Court, the vote would 
have gone 6-5 in favor of the couples’ request to have 
their case reconsidered. 

I cannot stress more the importance of this elec¬ 
tion to GLBT Democrats, Republicans, independents, 
Libertarians, Greens, Naderites, and all other factions 
of our community. Unless we wake up to the news on 
Wednesday, November 3 that John Kerry will become 
our 44th president, we could very well be facing a 
Scalia-led Supreme Court that views the humanity 
and civil rights of gay people as unworthy of any con¬ 
sideration by the nation’s highest judicial voice. 

This election is about far more than who will con¬ 
trol the White House for the next four years. It is 
about decisions the Supreme Court will issue that will 
affect us for generations to come. The good news is 
that in a close election, which this promises to be, 
GLBT voters, our families, and allies have the power to 
give Senator Kerry his margin for victory. But this will 
only happen if we get the word out, and vote on or 
before November 2, as if our civil rights and liberties 
depend on it. They do.

hose LGBT citizens living in 
San Francisco’s District 1 
have an opportunity on No¬ 
vember 2 to elect a longtime 
friend of our community to be 
their supervisorial representative 
at City Hall. Former Superior 
Court Judge Lillian Sing has a 
very long record of championing 
causes that directly affect our 
community, and LGBT and 
straight voters alike in the Rich¬ 
mond District would do tftem- 
selves a huge favor in voting for 
her on Election Day. 

Sing recently told the Bay Area 
Reporter that she is “particularly 
proud of her longtime support of 
the LGBT community” and added 
that she is running for supervisor 
“because I truly do love this city 
and I’m so proud of how the city 
has embraced diversity and how 
our citizens have provided a 
refuge from prejudice.” Sing 
said that “San Francisco 
is a virtual sanctuary in 
which being unique 
makes you a leader, not 
an outcast; in return, 
we’ve been rewarded 
with a culture that is 
rich, diverse, and vi¬ 
brant.” Sing 
added that “di¬ 
versity is in¬ 
deed our great¬ 
est asset and I want to continue to 
help protect jit” 

I have personally known Sing 
for many years - long before she 
became a respected member of 
the bench - and of all the super¬ 
visorial candidates running in the 
city this year, there is none more 
qualified and committed than she. 
Sing actually worked alongside the 
late Harvey Milk to defeat the big¬ 
oted, antigay Briggs initiative in 
1978 and she said that experience 
“taught me that building diverse 
coalitions is the only moral and 
practical way to build our society.” 

Sing and Milk became very 
close allies and friends in that 
campaign, and in fact, she was one 
of only five people asked to speak 
to the 40,000 that marched to City 
Hall during the candlelight march 
the evening that Milk and then- 
Mayor George Moscone were as¬ 
sassinated. Sing still recalls that 
dreadful day. “That moment in 
our city is a constant reminder of 
the risks of breaking down barri¬ 
ers and the courage that it takes to 
do so.” 

Sing has supported many, 
many LGBT candidates for public 
office, including lesbian judges 
Gail Dekreon and Donna 
Hitchens; in fact, Sing was the 
only non-gay judge to support a 
gay challenger to a then-sitting 
judge. Sing has been an immigra¬ 
tion attorney, a social worker, and 
a public defender as well as a dis¬ 
tinguished judge during her long 
career; she has also served on both 
the Human Rights Commission 
and the Civil Service Commis¬ 
sion, having been appointed by 
then-Mayor Moscone. 

Sing also pointed out that one 
of her opponents in the race for 
supervisor recently stated that she 
believes homosexuality is a “sin,” 
while another of her opponents 
asserted that Mayor Gavin New¬ 
som “set a bad example to the rest 
of the world” by sanctioning 
same-sex marriage earlier this 
year.

“I personally abhor and am of¬ 
fended by those sentiments and I 
believe that no one has the right to 
be intolerant of any other group,” 
Sing said, adding that “it is unfor¬ 
tunate that such views prevail 
among some segments of 
our society even here 
in San Francisco, and it 
is disgusting that 
some would engage 
the cynical exploita¬ 
tion of that senti¬ 
ment for personal po¬ 
litical gain.” 

Through¬ 
out her career, 
Sing has 

worked to 
move all parts of our society to¬ 
ward a greater level of inclusive¬ 
ness and those who know her can 
assure you that she will continue 
to fight to protect our rights from 
those who would threaten them 
when she goes to the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors. Indeed, Sing said, 
“Wayne, we’ve known each other 
for many years - I have worked 
throughout my life to help those 
who have been ridiculed for being 
different and I will continue as a 
supervisor to work to ensure that 
ours is a society that values every 
individual.”

Sing in District 1, Michela 
Alioto-Pier in District 2, Aaron 
Peskin in District 3, Robert Haa- 
land in District 5, Sean Elsbernd 
in District 7, Tom Ammiano in 
District 9, and a dual endorse¬ 
ment of Anita Grier and Jose 
Medina in District 11. Assembly- 
man Mark Leno (D-San Francis¬ 
co) supports these supe candi¬ 
dates: Michela Alioto-Pier in Dis¬ 
trict 2, Aaron Peskin in District 3, 
Robert Haaland in district 5, and 
Tom Ammiano in District 9. 

Speaking of Assemblyman 
Mark Leno, he has been traveling 
around the state campaigning and 
raising funds for Democratic leg¬ 
islative candidates in so-called 
marginal districts; the guy is a tire¬ 
less campaigner. Last Saturday 
night Leno was the keynote speak¬ 
er and was awarded the Lesbian 8c 
Gay Lawyers Association of Los 
Angeles’ Leadership Award at its 
25th annual dinner that was 


crowded with attorneys, friends, 
and big names of all political per¬ 
suasions. 

There is one particular race 
that I must point out; one that all 
voters in the 21st Assembly Dis¬ 
trict should be aware of (the dis¬ 
trict runs from Redwood City 
down into Los Gatos and South 
San Jose). If you live in the 21st 
District (or know someone who 
does) don’t let your vote be 
bought by the shameless Republi¬ 
can multimillionaire candidate 
Steve Poizner, who has poured 
millions of dollars into the race. If 
you live in AD 21, vote for the 
more qualified candidate, Democ¬ 
rat Ira Ruskin. It’s time we put a 
stop to millionaires buying politi¬ 
cal seats to satisfy their political 
egos. 

California Republicans (and a 
few Democrats) are pouring it on 
Secretary of State Kevin Shelley, 
with Republicans in particular 
openly asking for his resignation. 
One Democrat, state Senator 
Debra Bowen (Marina del Rey), 
last week announced that she will 
run for Shelley’s job in the 2006 
primary, regardless of what hap¬ 
pens to Shelley, and there will 
surely be others. 

Meanwhile, Shelley’s problems 
continue, particularly with the al¬ 
liance of state and county elec¬ 
tions officials. “I’ve never seen the 
relationship as bad as it is now,” 
Brad Clark, Alameda County’s 
longtime registrar of voters, told 
the Contra Costa Times last week, 
adding, “I just think it's because 
most registrars don’t trust Shelley 
and never will.” 

The Mary Cheney factor: 
Damn, did John Kerry hit a 
nerve or something when he casu¬ 
ally referred to Dick Cheney’s les¬ 
bian daughter Mary during the 
debate last week? It certainly ap¬ 
pears that the vice president and 
his wife Lynne (who’s even more 
right-wing than her husband) are 
overreacting a bit, aren’t they? 
Frankly, it was Cheney himself 
who was first to discuss his daugh¬ 
ter’s sexual orientation in relation 
to the gay marriage issue at a town 
hall in August. A number of gay 
rights activists (both Democrat 
and Republican) now say that 
they feel the Republicans are actu¬ 
ally betraying their personal dis¬ 
comfort with the issue, pointing 
out that Mary Cheney had been 
out for years in her political and 
business endeavors. Overreaction? 
To be sure, it’s really the Bush-Ch- 
eney camp that is trying to turn 
this into a political issue. “It’s as if 
John Kerry had said Mary Cheney 
was an ax murderer or some¬ 
thing,” said Cheryl Jacques, 
president of the Human Rights 
Campaign, adding, “the response 
belies the fact that the extreme 
right thinks it is a bad thing that 
Mary Cheney is gay.” 

Some San Diego political ob¬ 
servers say that City Council 
member Donna Frye, a Democ¬ 
rat, has a good chance of pulling 
off a last minute write-in upset in 
that city’s nonpartisan November 
2 mayoral race where she is run¬ 
ning against two Republicans - 
incumbent Mayor Dick Murphy 
and San Diego County Supervisor 
Ron Roberts. Frye was originally 
given little chance, but her cam¬ 
paign is quickly picking up big 
time support, including that of 
the San Diego-Imperial Counties 
Labor Council, and the politically

A s the presidential campaign 
enters its final stage, more 
and more lawn signs are 
popping up in my neighborhood, 
which is in a swing county in a 
swing state. So far, the Kerry-Ed- 
wards signs outnumber the Bush- 
Cheney ones about 7 to 1 - not 
surprising in this liberal congres¬ 
sional district. 

If only the election were as 
clear-cut as the signs on my street! 
The truth is, it’s going to be a 
down-to-the-wire nail-biter; and 
because of that, it would be wise 
for us to think beyond November 
2 (maybe beyond December, given 
likely voting irregularities). What 
is in store for the gay com¬ 
munity if George W. Bush 
wins? What will happen if 
John Kerry beats him? In ei¬ 
ther outcome, there will be a 
lot of work ahead - albeit of 
distinct varieties - for our 
movement. 

Outcome No, 

Four more 
years 

If Bush _ 

wins, will his 

gay bashing continue? True, he 
will no longer need gay marriage 
as a punching bag to distract vot¬ 
ers from the war in Iraq or the 
continuing weak economy. For 
that matter, he will no longer need 
the religious right, which made 
antigay policies a condition of its 
support. The best the gay com¬ 
munity could hope for in this sce¬ 
nario is that we simply fall off 
Bush’s radar screen, entering a pe¬ 
riod of neglect much like the first 
years of his administration, in 
which we kept doggedly working 
under the White House radar and 
pulled off major victories in 
Lawrence v. Texas and Goodrich v. 
Department of Public Health. 

In the worst-case scenario 
(which I think is more likely), the 
antigay right would be further 
emboldened by a Bush win, and 
he would pay them back for their 
loyalty with more antigay judicial 
appointments. Since federal 
judges sit for life, that could turn 
back the clock on our rights for a 
generation. And because right- 
wing state and local officials 
would also claim a mandate, the

gay community 
would spend the 
next four years fend¬ 
ing off attacks at all 
levels of govern¬ 
ment, constantly on 
red alert for attempts 
to roll back the few 
rights we’ve man¬ 
aged to secure - even 
ones as benign as 
domestic partner¬ 
ship. 

We’ve seen the tip 
of this iceberg al¬ 
ready, and it’s clear 
that there would 
have to be a huge de¬ 
fensive effort against it. Many 
more of us would have to engage 
actively in contacting our repre¬ 
sentatives about votes on leg¬ 
islation and judicial ap¬ 
pointments, and to con¬ 
vince our straight family 
members and friends to do 
the same. (You can register 
for gay-specific updates at 
www.hrc.org; for broader 
liberal updates, visit 
www.pfaw.org.) Many 
more of us 
would have to 
work for 
moderate or 
progressive candidates or run for 
office ourselves. 

Outcome No. 2: ‘Don’t let 
the door hit you on the 
way out’ 

Senator John Kerry’s campaign 
has touted his 100 percent rating 
from the Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign and has held him forward as 
“a powerful voice in the ongoing 
fight for civil rights.” Although 
Kerry has a laudable progay 
record in the Senate On everything 
from the Employment Non-Dis¬ 
crimination Act to gays in the mil¬ 
itary to HIV/AIDS funding, the 
fact is he’s spent the better part of 
this campaign dodging us and our 
issues, granting two brief, last- 
minute interviews to the gay press. 
He has also taken every opportu¬ 
nity (including in those inter¬ 
views) to stress that he and John 
Edwards oppose gay marriage and 
favor separate-but-equal civil 
unions - a position that annoys 
and disappoints many of us. 

Still, in the interest of replacing 
a dishonest, corrupt administra¬ 
tion, the gay movement has (right¬ 



fully, I think) cut Kerry a lot of 
slack. And it’s likely that President 
Kerry would be generous in his ap¬ 
pointments of openly gay officials 
to his administration, reinstating a 
tone of inclusion and fairness. That 
would be no small achievement, 
given that the mood in Washing¬ 
ton under Bush has been one of in¬ 
creasingly unchecked hostility to¬ 
ward us. A lot of us might be satis¬ 
fied with a change in tone under 
Kerry - but, then, that would sim¬ 
ply be returning to where we left 
off at the start of 2001. 

If Kerry is elected, one danger 
is that most of us would breathe a 
sigh of relief and sit back, waiting 
for change. But, in fact, the lesbian 
and gay community as a whole 
would still have an enormous job 
ahead of it - that of holding the 
new president to his assertion of 
being a civil rights leader. After all, 
he’s made no big promises to us, 
as Clinton did with gays in the 
military, and it will be up to us to 
push him for change. 

For with a shift in tone in 
Washington come opportunities - 
if not for marriage rights, then 
possibly for the passage of ENDA, 
a bill Kerry cosponsored, or even 
for an end to “Don’t Ask, Don’t 
Tell,” a policy he strongly opposed. 
A good slogan for us under 
Kerry’s White House would be, 
“Don’t expect too much, but don’t 
accept too little.” ▼

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active Sierra Club. Incidentally, 
though the San Diego race is offi¬ 
cially nonpartisan, a majority of 
voters in the city are now Democ¬ 
rats and the party has gotten very 
involved in Fry’s campaign. 

Speaking of nonpartisan races, 
Marin County voters have a 
chance to vote for an excellent 
candidate for Superior Court 
judge on November 2 - Faye 
D’Opal is a Democrat, lesbian, 
public interest attorney, and a 
longtime community activist. 

In Washington, D.C., City 
Council member David Catania, 
one of the country’s most promi¬ 
nent openly gay elected Republi¬ 
cans, has left his party over Presi¬ 
dent Bush’s endorsement of the 
antigay constitutional amend¬ 
ment banning same-sex marriage 
and changed his registration to in¬ 
dependent. Those close to the 
popular council member say he’s 
now supporting John Kerry. 

Think GOP U.S. Senate nomi¬ 
nee Bill Jones sees the writing on 


the wall? With Senator Barbara 
Boxer (D-California) leading 
Jones by double-digit numbers 
with less than two weeks until the 
election, Jones, after having 
pledged to kick in another $2 mil¬ 
lion of his personal money to his 
fledging campaign, has instead ef¬ 
fectively withdrawn his own fi¬ 
nancial support from the cam¬ 
paign, according to federal finan¬ 
cial reports filed last week. Rather 
than making an additional loan as 
he had promised, Jones has repaid 
himself nearly 4350,000 in the 
three-month reporting period 
that ended September 30; the re¬ 
payment of the loans made earlier 
this year left Jones’s campaign 
with just under $840,000 in cash 
for the remainder of the cam¬ 
paign, barely enough to cover a 
few days of statewide television 
ads. Overall, Boxer has raised $16 
million to Jones’s $6.2 million, 
and the senator has spent about 
$7 million on radio and television 
alone. Jones has not aired any ads 
since declaring his candidacy last 
December. 

Ask popular San Francisco 
District Attorney Kamala Harris 


what she wants for her upcoming 
birthday and the savvy D.A. 
replies, “A new president, that’s all 
I want.” 

And now (directly from their 
own mouths), the presidential 
candidates on gay marriage. 
George W. Bush: “I believe in the 
sanctity of marriage. I think it’s 
very important that we protect 
marriage as an institution, be¬ 
tween a man and a woman.” Sen¬ 
ator John Kerry: “I believe mar¬ 
riage is between a man and a 
woman. But, I also believe that be¬ 
cause we are the United States of 
America, we’re a country with a 
great, unbelievable Constitution, 
with rights that we afford people, 
that you can’t discriminate in the 
workplace. You can’t discriminate 
in the rights that you afford peo¬ 
ple.”

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ment with a Danish hatmaker, 
Hay began an enduring relation¬ 
ship with John Burnside, an in¬ 
ventor who ran a kaleidoscope 
factory. Soon after helping orga¬ 
nize a Los Angeles chapter of the 
Gay Liberation Front, the couple 
moved to New Mexico in 1970. 
Learning about the Native Amer¬ 
ican berdache, or “two spirit” peo¬ 
ple, solidified Hay’s view that ho¬ 
mosexuals were a “third gender” 
with special gifts. “We differ most 
from heterosexuals in how we 
perceive the world,” Hay once 
said. “That ability to offer insights 
and solutions is our contribution 
to humanity, and why our people 
keep reappearing over the millen¬ 
nia.” Hay’s notions of a unique gay 
consciousness and queer spiritu¬ 
ality led him and others to found 
the Radical Faeries in 1979. 

Hay’s role in the gay move¬ 
ment was not widely recognized 
until the publication of Jonathan 
Ned Katz’s 1976 book, Gay Amer¬ 
ican History. While Hay was laud¬ 
ed as a pioneer in his later years, 
he continued to generate contro-

Castro Theatre goes, an important 
cultural institution will forever 
perish. We all know the state of 
movie exhibition, so this is no ex¬ 
aggeration. The less venues there 
are to show unique, interesting, 
non-mainstream films, the less 
opportunity filmmakers will have 
to make those kinds of films.” 

Bruno could not be reached for 
comment. 

Ted Nasser did not return calls 
seeking comment from the B.A.R., 
and the theater’s manager de¬ 
clined an interview request, saying 
Nasser had yet to disclose what his 
plans are for the Castro. 

After being contacted by the 
B.A.R. , District 8 Supervisor Bevan 
Dufty spoke to Nasser by phone last 
week and plans to meet with the 
theater owner next month. 

“He said that revenues are 
down at the theater significantly. 
He wants to bring in more festi¬ 
vals and first-run shows,” Dufty 
said. “I said to him I would ex¬ 
plore opportunities for him to 
have programming that will draw 
stronger audiences.

Tavo Amador, a film critic for 
the B.A.R. and longtime patron of 
the theater, said it would be a 
shame for the Castro to no longer 
show revivals of film classics. 

“I think that the current reper¬ 
tory system is terrific. It is very, 
very broad and caters to a huge 
variety of tastes,” said Amador. 
“Often you get to see pictures at 
the Castro you do not see any¬ 
where else. I think we have plenty 
of venues in which we can see 
first-run movies but we have very 


versy with his uncompromising 
ideas and combative personality. 
He opposed what he saw as the in¬ 
creasing assimilationism of the 
gay movement, and spoke out 
against same-sex marriage. He 
was often not inclusive of lesbians 

- whom he saw as a distinct group 
from gay men - and hostile to bi¬ 
sexuals, but, according to Eric 
Slade (who produced the 2002 bi¬ 
ographical documentary Hope 
Along the Wind), “He once told 
me, ‘Everyone, even heterosexual 
people, all have the potential to 
have that faerie spirit.’” 

In 1999, Hay and Burnside 
moved from West Hollywood to 
San Francisco’s Castro neighbor¬ 
hood, where Hay - suffering from 
lung cancer and increasingly frail 

- was attended by a dedicated cir¬ 
cle of Radical Faerie caregivers. 
Hay died at the age of 90 on Octo¬ 
ber 24,2002. T

few venues other than the Castro 
to see revivals and classics and 
films people might not see except 
perhaps on television.” 

The movies draw people from 
throughout the Bay Area, noted 
Amador, who also chastised the 
San Francisco Chronicle for not re¬ 
viewing the Castro’s films. 

“Part of the problem is the 
Chronicle doesn’t give them much 
coverage on the older films,” he 
said. “They recently showed The 
Leopard. It was given a real review 
in the New York Times when the 
film was revived in New York. They 
covered it like a first-run movie.” 

Herb Cohn, president of the 
Merchants of Upper Market and 
Castro, said he is concerned what 
impacts any changes at the theater 
may have on the surrounding 
businesses. 

“I think the Castro Theatre is a 
tremendous drawing card for our 
neighborhood and I would hate to 
see that damaged in any way,” said 
Cohn. “I also know people have to 
make business decisions and I am 
not privy to all the information 
they have. I want the Castro to do 
what’s best for the Castro. I want 
it to stay a thriving concern. 

“If mixing in first-run films is 
what they need to do to survive, I 
would hope they would be able to 
do a mix of first-run films and some 
of the programming they already 
have been doing,” added Cohn. 

Marc Huestis, the producer of 
the theater’s popular events with 
movie stars such as Jane Russell 
and Ann Margret, said the theater’s 
programming, in addition to its 
“gorgeousness,” is what makes it 
known throughout the world. 

“I hope it can resolve itself. The 
Castro is a huge cultural institu¬ 
tion that satisfies diverse popula¬ 
tions and shows everything from 
film festivals to special events to 
art programming to the wild and 
wacky,” he said. ▼ 


Who was Harry Hay?

October 24, 2002 (2 years ago 
this week): "Father of the Gay 
Movement" Harry Hay dies in 
San Francisco. 

enry “Harry” Hay is regard- 
, ed by many as the father of 

the gay rights movement. 
One of the first to assert that ho¬ 
mosexuals were an oppressed mi¬ 
nority, Hay started the earliest 
long-standing U.S. homophile 
group, the Mattachine Society, and 
later founded the Radical Faeries. 

Hay was born on April 7,1912, 
in Worthing, England. His father 
worked as a mining engineer in 
South Africa and Chile, but 
moved the family to Los Angeles 
when Harry was a young boy. 
Having always regarded himself as 
different, Hay got his first expo¬ 
sure to homosexuality as an ado¬ 
lescent through reading Edward 
Carpenter’s The Intermediate Sex 
(1906). As a teenager, Hay began 
having same-sex relationships, in¬ 
cluding one with a sailor. He stud¬ 


ied drama and music at Stanford 
University, but left to pursue an 
acting career. 

In the early 1930s, Hay became 
lovers with Will Geer (best known 
as “Grandpa” on the television se¬ 
ries The Waltons). The two men 
traveled north to participate in the 
San Francisco General Strike 
in 1934. During one rally, 
National Guard troops 
fired, on the crowd and 
killed two workers. The 
experience radicalized Hay 
and led him to join the Com¬ 
munist Party. He later be¬ 
came a teacher of 
music and Marxist 
theory at the Califor¬ 
nia Labor School. But 
the Communist Party did not ac¬ 
cept his homosexuality. Under the 
influence of the party - and a psy¬ 
chiatrist who encouraged him to 
seek out a “boyish girl” - Hay 
married fellow radical Anita 
Platsky, and the couple adopted 
two daughters. 

Although he remained mar¬ 
ried for 13 years, Hay continued to 
be attracted to men and increas¬ 


ingly established ties with gay cir¬ 
cles. In 1948, while working on the 
presidential campaign of Progres¬ 
sive Party candidate Henry Wal¬ 
lace, Hay got the idea to start a gay 
organization. He wrote a mani¬ 
festo declaring that homosexuals 
were an “androgynous minority” 
that made unique contribu¬ 
tions to society. At the time, 
most prospective members 
found Hay’s ideas too risky. 
Two years later, however, 
Hay met Rudi Gernreich 
(later famous for design¬ 
ing a topless women’s 
bathing suit), who 
became his lover and 
the first to sign on to 
his plan to create 
“Bachelors Anonymous.” 

Hay and Gernreich canvassed 
cruising beaches seeking signa¬ 
tures on a petition opposing the 
Korean War and broaching the 
idea of a gay organization. “If a 
guy’s eyes would shine a little bit 
more than usual, we would ask 
him to have coffee with us,” Hay 
later recalled. “Then we would 
show him a call to an under¬ 
ground society.” On November 11, 
1950, Hay, Gernreich, Bob Hull 
(one of Hay’s students), and two 
of Hull’s friends, Dale Jennings 
and Chuck Rowlands, gathered at 
Hay’s Silver Lake home and set 
about forming the group Hay had 
envisioned. The following April, 
the men formally established the 
Mattachine Society, named after a 
French Renaissance guild of un¬ 
married men who performed 
masked rituals. 

In 1952, the Mattachine Soci¬ 
ety successfully fought lewd con¬ 
duct charges against Joinings as a 
Result of police entrapment, and 
the victory led to an influx of new 
members with more conservative 
political views. By this time, Hay 
and the other founders had left 
the Communist Party, but the new 
members felt their leftist ties re¬ 
mained a liability. At a conference 
the following year, the founders all 
resigned and turned the organiza¬ 
tion over to new leadership. 

After leaving Mattachine, Hay 
continued his work with progres¬ 
sive causes. In October 1963, fol¬ 
lowing a difficult 10-year involve-

Together, We're Opening Doors—and Minds—Around the World 
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Variety of views in District 11 race

istrict 11 supervisor candi¬ 
dates bring diverse, insight¬ 
ful solutions to the area’s 
quality of life issues, based on per¬ 
sonal experience. Whether youth 
investment, neighborhood beau¬ 
tification, small business develop¬ 
ment, or tackling the city budget, 
the hopefuls express passion for 
the future of their neighborhood. 

The district includes Excelsior, 
Oceanview, Outer Mission, and 
Ingleside. Eight candidates are in 
the race, including incumbent Su¬ 
pervisor Gerardo Sandoval. 

“I was the one sitting at 3 a.m. 
making the final call,” Sandoval 
said, concerning his move earlier 
this year to restore $2.6 million to 
several AIDS service organizations 
following the federal govern¬ 
ment’s cuts to San Francisco’s al¬ 
location of Ryan White AIDS 
funds this year. 

“My job should reflect the pri¬ 
orities of the board. There was a 
big push to preserve health ser¬ 
vices of all kinds,” he said of his 
task of cutting $12 million from 
the $325 million city budget. “We 
did it because we want to make a 
policy statement that poor immi¬ 
grants are a high priority.” 


AIDS advocates have praised 
Sandoval’s efforts. 

“He took the lead in that, 
which was instrumental for us,” 
Positive Resource Center Execu¬ 
tive Director Brett Andrews told 
the Bay Area Reporter. PRC had 
$140,000 restored to its budget 
and to serve 4,000 clients per year. 
The agency provides services for 
vocational rehabilitation and ben¬ 
efits counseling for people living 
with HIV. “I would have lost two 
full-time people, causing a reduc¬ 
tion in services. Sandoval felt 
compelled to help HIV-positive 
people with a desire to return to 
work. He championed that cause.” 

Sandoval puzzled some in the 
community, however, when he re¬ 
luctantly voted to adopt the health 
benefits package for transgender 
city employees in 2001. Sandoval, 
who turned out to be the deciding 
vote, for a while disappeared from 
the board chambers until other 
supervisors dispatched the 
sergeant-at-arms to find him, as 
the Bay Area Reporter reported at 
the time. 

This week, Sandoval said he 
has been “unfairly maligned” on 
the issue. 

“I was not trying to avoid the 
issue,” he said. “The proponents of 
the measure decided the way to

put pressure on everyone was to 
put it to a quick vote. I simply was 
not in the building. Instead of get¬ 
ting credit for being the ninth 
vote, I get years of being unfairly 
criticized.” 

As Mayor Art Agnos’s budget 
analyst during the recession in the 
late 1980s he saw “very severe 
budget years,” Sandoval said. “In 
1990 we purposefully chose to de¬ 
fund Muni. Faced with buying a 
bus or providing funds to the hos¬ 
pital, we chose health care.” 

Sophisticated, professionally 
staffed nonprofits in the city are 
very good at applying for city 
grants, said Sandoval. “At the top 
of their game, they know about 
the deadline and keep their ears to 
the ground,” he said. “The poorest 
nonprofits are understaffed with 
one or two computers.” 

Closer to home, Sandoval 
points with pride to the seismical- 
ly retrofitted Excelsior Library 
done through a voter-approved li¬ 
brary bond. 

“It will have more computers, 
big comfortable furniture, natural 
light - just a more attractive, fun 
place for kids after school,” said 
Sandoval. 

The Crocker-Amazon Play¬ 
ground’s upgrading was unique in 
that Sandoval garnered commu¬ 
nity and corporate volunteers in¬ 
stead of city funds to accomplish 
it, along with Kaboom, a nonprof¬ 
it specializing in energizing com¬ 
munities rather than waiting for 
government. 

Private companies, including 
Home Depot and the San Francis¬ 
co Giants, donated money, labor, 
materials, and playground equip¬ 
ment. The McKesson Corporation 
donated $15,000, he said. 

“I represent a part of San Fran¬ 
cisco that was traditionally ig¬ 
nored and neglected,” said San¬ 
doval. “In the last four years I’ve 
brought in resources for poor 
people, seniors, and kids as. I 
promised I would.” 

Beautify the district 

Neighborhood beautification 
is candidate Rebecca Silverberg’s 
biggest platform issue. 

She wants to further restore the 
Sunnyside Conservatory, a city- 
owned landmark built in 1900. 

She discussed with Sunset Bea¬ 
con publisher Paul Kozak the pos¬ 
sibility of investing in Geneva, 
Monterey, and Mission Street 
neighborhood newspapers to cre¬ 
ate a more welcoming environ¬ 
ment. 

Silverberg also suggests setting 
parking meters for two hours in¬ 
stead of the current one for peo¬ 
ple to “go to the bank, get their 
hair done,” and is appealing for 
funds for a complete parking re¬ 
view. 

“There’s way too many yellow 
zones that sit there empty all day 
long,” she said.

Regarding pedestrian safety, 
Silverberg believes better code en¬ 
forcement rather than the super¬ 
visors enacting more laws is the 
answer to speeders and red light 
runners. 

“Who’s going to enforce them 
without more funding?” asked Sil¬ 
verberg, a 25-year district resident 
and full-time neighborhood ad¬ 
vocate. 

As supervisor she would also 
clean up Junipero Serra Boulevard 
and 19th Avenue, arguing that 
weed-choked backyards should 
not mar “our Southern gateway.” 

Silverberg was critical of San¬ 
doval. 

“He has no vision beyond the 
immediate fix,” she said of the in¬ 
cumbent supervisor, calling him 
reactionary. “Problems need long¬ 
term solutions.” 

Role models 

Candidate Rolando Bonilla 
names several LGBT role models, 
people he said led him into public 
service: Health Director Dr. Mitch 
Katz; the former director, Dr. San¬ 
dra Hernandez; and Barbara Gar¬ 
cia. 

“They continue to play an 
enormous role in my professional 
development,” said Bonilla, who is 
one of only five straight guys on 
the Shockwaves gay flag football 
team. 

As chair of the Juvenile Proba¬ 
tion Commission’s finance com¬ 
mittee, Bonilla expanded commu¬ 
nity programs while overseeing a 
$30 million budget. 

The department funds many 
programs such as Santa Cruz 
County’s La Honda Log Cabin 
Ranch rehabilitation camp that 
emphasize giving young people 
entrepreneurial skills while help¬ 
ing achieving GED credentials, 
and teaching them to find tools 
that lead to economic prosperity, 
according to Bonilla. 

“They develop a business plan 
and many of them went on to 
achieve success in small business¬ 
es such as landscaping and furni¬ 
ture restoration,” he said. Bonilla 
believes that investing in kids on 
the border of trouble saves them 
from entering the juvenile justice 
system. 

He obtained funds to keep the 
Excelsior Youth Center open. 

“It’s wrong for women looking 
for prenatal care to take the bus to 
San Francisco General Hospital 
when a clinic could meet that 
need,” he said. 

He helped the Balboa Teen 
Clinic stay open for family plan¬ 
ning services, and funded a pro¬ 
gram allowing gang members free 
tattoo removal at SFGH in ex¬ 
change for community service. 

“There are ways to provide 
basic quality of life services by ad¬ 
dressing accountability and prior¬ 
itizing, just like balancing a check¬ 
book,” said Bonilla.

Wants job again 

Jose Medina has a long history 
of working for civil rights of the 
LGBT community and all resi¬ 
dents! A former San Francisco su¬ 
pervisor, Medina wants to serve 
on the board again. 

He worked with gay and youth 
groups at the Tenderloin’s St. 
Boniface Church in the 1960s, tak¬ 
ing groups of Catholics to gay bars 
so that they would “realize gay 
people are normal, average 
human beings like anybody else,” 
he said. 

The city’s archdiocese fired a 
researcher for delivering a contro¬ 
versial report on how churches 
minister to gay people, thus end¬ 
ing Medina’s relationship with the 
archdiocese’s social justice com¬ 
mission. 

As founder and director of In¬ 
stitute Laboral de la Raza, a pub¬ 
lic interest law firm, Medina rep¬ 
resented people discriminated 
against for their HIV status or fac¬ 
ing prejudice based on sexual ori¬ 
entation. A picture of out lesbian 
Victoria Mercado hangs in the of¬ 
fice. 

“Someone asked me one time, 
why I interact with gay people. I 
said that I suffered from racial dis¬ 
crimination in Texas. As I became 
active in the civil rights, peace, and 
social justice movements, I looked 
around and saw gay men and 
women in those movements.” 

During his 1997-99 term on 
the Board of Supervisors Medina 
hired the first transgender super¬ 
visor’s aide, Robert Haaland. Haa- 
land is now himself a candidate in 
District 5. 

He supported the establish¬ 
ment of the Women’s Building 
and considers Health Commis¬ 
sioner Roma Guy a close friend. 

He stands up for LGBT issues 
with the Hispanic media. 

“When Spanish-language 
media approached me I would be 
supportive in getting information 
out,” he said. 

As City College of San Francis¬ 
co student body president from 
1973-75, Medina asked for and re¬ 
ceived control of bookstore and 
student fees and created book, 
lunch, and bus ticket programs for 
economically needy students, 
funded the child care department, 
and divided the remaining money 
equally between the men’s and 
women’s physical education de¬ 
partments. Upon graduating, he 
helped elect as his successor 
CCSF’s first openly gay student 
body president, Roberto Vargas. 

More recently, after a stint run¬ 
ning Caltrans under former Gov¬ 
ernor Gray Davis, Medina served 
as vice chair of the state’s Waste 
Management Board. There, he 
identified and expanded the mar¬ 
ket for recycled material. He used 
his relationship with tribal gov-

Changes in body fat have been seen in some patients taking anti-HIV medicines.

trouble sleeping, numbness, and tingling or burning of hands or feet.

REYATAZ® (RAY-ah-taz) 

(generic name = atazanavir sulfate) Capsules 

ALERT: Find out about medicines that should NOT be taken with REYATAZ. Read the section “What impor¬ 
tant information should I know about faking REYATAZ with other medicines?” 

Read the Patient Information that comes with REYATAZ before you start using it and each time you get a refill. 
There may be new information. This leaflet provides a summary about REYATAZ and does not include everything 
there is to know about your medicine. This information does not fake the place of talking with your healthcare 
provider about your medical condition or treatment 

What is REYATAZ? 

REYATAZ is a prescription medicine used with other anti-HV medicines to treat people who are infected with the 
human immunodeficiency virus (HIV). HIV is the virus that causes acquired immune deficiency syndrome (AIDS). 
REYATAZ is a type of anti-HIV medicine called a protease inhibitor. HIV infection destroys CD4+ (T) cells, which 
are important to the immune system. The immune system helps fight infection. After a large number of T cells 
are destroyed, AIDS develops. REYATAZ helps to block HIV protease, an enzyme that is needed for the HIV virus 
to multiply. REYATAZ may lower the amount of HIV in your blood, help you body keep its supply of CD4+ (T) cells, 
and reduce the risk of death and illness associated with HIV 

Does REYATAZ cure HIV or AIDS? 

REYATAZ does not cure HIV infection or AIDS. At present there is no cue for HIV infection. Fteople faking 
REYATAZ may still get opportunistic infections or other conditions that happen with HIV infection. Opportunistic 
infections are infections that develop because the immune system is weak. Some of these conditions are 
pneumonia, herpes virus infections, and Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) infections. It is very important 
that you see your healthcare provider regularly while taking REYATAZ. 

REYATAZ does not lower your chance of passing HIV to other people through sexual contact, sharing 
needles, or being exposed to your blood. For your health and the health of others, it is important to always 
practice safer sex by using a latex or polyurethane condom or other barrier to lower the chance of sexual 
contact with semen, vaginal secretions, or blood. Never use or share dirty needles. 

Who should not take REYATAZ? 

Do not take REYATAZ if you: 

• are taking certain medicines. (See “What important information should I know about taking REYATAZ with 
other medicines?”) Serious life-threatening side effects or death may happen. Before you fake REYATAZ, tell 
your healthcare provider about all medicines you are faking or planning to fake. These include other pre¬ 
scription and non prescription medicines, vitamins, and herbal supplements. 

« are allergic to REYATAZ or to any of its ingredients. The active ingredient is afazanavir sulfate. See the end 
of this leaflet for a complete list of ingredients in REYATAZ. Tell your heallhcare provider if you think you have 
had an allergic reaction to any of these ingredients. 

What should I tel my healthcare provider before I take REYATAZ? 

Tell your healthcare provider: 

• If you are pregnant or planning to become pregnant. It is not known if REYATAZ can harm your unborn 
baby. Pregnant women have experienced serious side effects when taking REYATAZ with other HIV medicines 
called nucleoside analogues. Ybu and your heallhcare provider will need to decide if REYATAZ is right for you. 
If you use REYATAZ while you are pregnant, talk to your heallhcare provider about the Antiretroviral Pregnancy 
Re g^ try. 

• If you are breast-feeding. You should not breast-feed if you are HIV-positive because of the chance of pass¬ 
ing HIV to you baby. Also, it is not known if REYATAZ can pass into your breast milk and if it can harm your 
baby. If you are a woman who has or will have a baby, talk with your heallhcare provider about the best way 
to feed your baby. 

• If you have liver problems or are infected with the hepatitis B or C virus. See “What are the possible side 
effects of REYATAZ?” 

• If you have diabetes. See “What are the possible side effects of REYATAZ?” 

• If you have hemophilia. See “What are the possible side effects of REYATAZ?” 

• About all the medicines you take, including prescription and nonprescription medicines, vitamins, and 
herbal supplements. Keep a list of you medicines with you to show you healthcare provider. For more infor¬ 
mation, see “What important information should I know about faking REYATAZ with other medicines?” and 
“Who should not fake REYATAZ?" Some medicines can cause serious side effects if taken with REYATAZ. 

How should I take REYATAZ? 

• Take REYATAZ once every day exactly as instructed by your healthcare provider. You healthcare 
provider will prescribe the amount of REYATAZ that is right for you 

- For adults who have never taken anti-HIV medicines before, the usual dose is 400 mg (two 200-mg 
capsules) once daily taken with food. 

- For adults who have fakenanti-HIV medicines in the past the usual dose is 300 mg (two 150-mg capsules) 
plus 100 mg of N0RVIR® (ritonavir) once daily taken with food. 

You dose will depend on your liver function and on the other anti-HIV medicines that you are taking. 
REYATAZ is always used with other anti-HIV medicines. If you are taking REYATAZ with SUSTIVA® (efavirenz) or 
with VIREAD®(tenofovir disoproxil fumarate), you should also be faking N0RVIR® (ritonavir). 

• Always take REYATAZ with food (a meal or snack) to help it work better. Swallow the capsules whole. 
Do not open the capsules. Take REYATAZ at the same time each day. 

• ff you are taking antacids or VIDEX® (didanosine) Chewable/Dispersible Buffered Tablets, fake REYATAZ 
2 hous before or 1 hou after these medicines. 

• Do not change your dose or stop taking REYATAZ without first talking with your healthcare provider. 

It is important to stay under a healthcare provider’s care while taking REYATAZ. 

• When your supply of REYATAZ starts to run low, get more from your healthcare provider or pharmacy. It is 
important not to run out of REYATAZ. The amount of HIV in your blood may increase if the medicine is stopped 
for even a short time. 

• If you miss a dose of REYATAZ, fake it as soon as possible and then fake you next scheduled dose at its 
regular time. If, however, it is within 6 hous of your next dose, do not take the missed dose. Wait and fake 
the next dose at the regular time. Do not double the next dose. It is important that you do not miss any doses 
of REYATAZ or your other anti-HIV medicines 

• If you take more than the prescribed dose of REYATAZ, call you healthcare provider or poison control 
center right away. 

Can children take REYATAZ? 

REYATAZ has not been fully studied in children under 16 years of age. REYATAZ should not be used in babies 
under the age of 3 months. 

What are the possible side effects of REYATAZ? 

The following list of side effects is not complete. Report any new or continuing symptoms to your healthcare 
provider. If you have questions about side effects, ask you healthcare provider. Yxir heallhcare provider may be able 
to help you manage these side effects. 

The following side effects have been reported with REYATAZ: 

• rash (redness and itching) sometimes occus in patients faking REYATAZ, most often in the first few weeks 
after the medicine is started. Flashes usually go away within 2 weeks with no change in treatment Tell your 
healthcare provider if rash occus. 

• yellowing of the skin or eyes. These effects may be due to increases in bilirubin levels in the blood 
(bdirifcin is made by the liver). Call you healthcare provider if you skin or the white part of you eyes tun 
yellow. Allhough these effects may not be damaging to you liver, skin, or eyes, it is important to tell your 
healthcare provider promptly if they occur. 

• a change in the way your heart beats (heart rhythm change). Call your healthcare provider right away if 
you get dizzy or lightheaded. These could be symptoms of a heart problem. 

• diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) sometimes happen in patients taking protease inhibitor 
medicines like REYATAZ. Some patients had diabetes before taking protease inhibitors while others did not 
Some patients may need changes in their diabetes medicine. 

• if you have liver disease including hepatitis B or C, your liver disease may get worse when you take anti- 
HIV medicines like REYATAZ. 


• some patients with hemophilia have increased bleeding problems with protease inhibitors like REYATAZ. 

• changes in body fat These changes may include an increased amount of fat in the upper back and neck 
(“buffalo hump”), breast and around the trunk. Loss of fat from the legs, arms, and face may also happen. 
The cause and tong-term health effects of these conditions are not known at this time. 

Other common side effects of REYATAZ taken with other anti-HIV medicines include nausea; headache; stomach 
pain; vomiting ciarrhea; depression; fever; dizziness; trouble sleeping; numbness, tingling, or tuning of hands 
or feet; and muscle pain. 

What important information should I know about taking REYATAZ with other medicines*? 

Do not take REYATAZ if you take the following medicines (not all brands may be listed; tell your health¬ 
care provider about all the medicines you take). REYATAZ may cause serious, life-threatening side 
effects or death when used with these medicines. 

• Ergot medicines: dihydroergofamine, ergonovine, ergotamine, and methylergonovine such as CAFERG0T®, 
MIGRANAL®, D.H.E. 45®, ergotrate maleate, METHERGINE®, and others (used for migraine headaches). 

• HALCI0N® (triazolam, used for insomnia). 

• VERSED® (midazolam, used for sedation). 

• 0RAP” (pimozide, used forTourette’s disorder). 

• PR0PULSID® (cisapride, used for certain stomach problems). 

Do not take the following medicines with REYATAZ because of possible serious side effects: 

• CAMPT0SAR® (irinotecan, used for cancer). 

• CFBX1VAN® (incSnavir, used for HIV infection). Both REYATAZ and CRIXIVAN sometimes cause increased levels of 
bilirubin in the blood. 

• Cholesterol-lowering medicines MEVAC0R® (lovastatin) or Z0C0R® (simvastatin). 

Do not take the following medicines with REYATAZ because they may lower the amount of REYATAZ in your 
Wood. This may lead to an increased HIV viral load. Resistance to REYATAZ or cross-resistance to other HIV medicines 
may develop: 

• Rifampin (also known as RIMACTANE®, RIFADIN®, RIFATER®, or RIFAMATE®, used for tuberculosis). 

• St John’s wort (Hypericum perforatum), an herbal product sold as a dietary supplement or products contain¬ 
ing St. John’s wort 

• “Proton-pump inhibitors” used for indigestion, heartburn, or ulcers such as AcipHex® (rabeprazole), NEXIUM® 
(esomeprazole), PREVACID® (lansoprazole), PRILOSEC® (omeprazole), or PR0T0NIX® (pantoprazole). 

Do not take the following medicines if you are taking REYATAZ and N0RV1R® together 

• VFEND® (voriconazole). 

The following medicines may require your healthcare provider to monitor your therapy more closely: 

• CIALIS® (fadalafil), LEVITRA® (vardenafil), or VIAGRA® (sildenafil). REYATAZ may increase the chances of serious 
side effects that can happen with CIALIS, LEVITRA, or VIAGRA Do not use CIALIS, LEVITRA or VIAGRA while 
you are faking REYATAZ unless your healthcare provider tells you it is okay. 

• LIPfTOR® (atorvastatin). There is an increased chance of serious side effects if you take REYATAZ with this 
cholesterol-lowering medicine. 

• Medicines for abnormal heart rhythm: C0RDAR0NE® (amkxbrone), lidocaine, quinidine (also known as 
CARDI0QUIN®, QUINIDEX®, and others). 

• VASCOFt® (bedridl, used for chest pain). 

• COUMADIN® (warfarin). 

• Tricyclic antidepressants such as ELAVIL® (amitriptyline), NORPRAMIN® (desipramine), SINEQUAN® (doxepin), 
SURM0NT1L® (trimipramine), TOFRANIL® (imipramine), or VIVACT1L® (protriptyline). 

• Medicines to prevent organ transplant rejection: SANDIMMUNE® or NE0RAL® (cyclosporine), RAPAMUNE® 
(sirolimus), or PR0GRAF® (tacrolimus). 

The following medicines may require a change in the do9e or dose schedule of either REYATAZ or the other 
medicine: 

• F0RT0VASE®, IfMRASE® (saquinavir). 

• N0RVIR® (ritonavir). 

• SUSTIVA® (efavirenz). 

• VIDEX® (didanosine) or antacids. 

• VIREAD® (tenofovir disoproxil fumarate). 

• MYC0BUTIN® (rifabutin). 

• Calcium channel blockers such as CARDIZEM® or T1AZAC® (diltiazem), C0VERA-HS? or IS0PTIN SR® 
(verapamil) and others. 

• BIAXIN® (clarithromycin). 

• Medicines for indigestion, heartburn, or ulcers such as AX1D® (nizatidine), PEPCID AC® (famotidine), TAGAMET® 
(cimetidine), or ZANTAC® (ranitidine). 

Women who use birth control pills or “the patch” should choose a different kind of contraception. REYATAZ may 
affect the safety and effectiveness of birth contiol pifls a tie path. Talk to your healthcare provider about choosing an 
effective contraceptive. 

Remember 

1. Know all the medicines you take. 

2. Tefl your healthcare provider about aH the medicines you take. 

3. Do not start a new medicine without talking to your healthcare provider. 

How should I store REYATAZ? 

• Store REYATAZ (afazanavir sulfate) Capsules at room temperature, 59° to 86° F (15° to 30° C). Do not store 
this medicine in a damp place such as a bathroom medicine cabinet or near the kitchen sink. 

• Keep your medicine in a tightly closed container. 

• Throw away REYATAZ when it is outdated or no longer needed by flushing it down the toilet or pouring it down 
Ihe sink. 

General information about REYATAZ 

This medicine was prescribed for your particular condition Do not use REYATAZ for another condition. Do not 
give REYATAZ to other people, even if they have the same symptoms you have. It may harm them. Keep 
REYATAZ and all medicines out of the reach of children and pets 

This summary does not include everything there is to know about REYATAZ. Medicines are sometimes 
prescribed fa conditions that are not mentioned in patient information leaflets. Remember, no written summary 
can replace careful discussion with your healthcare provider. If you would like more information, talk with your 
healthcare provider or you can call 1-800-426-7644.

C ommunity leaders held a news conference Monday, October 18 at the Castro-Mission Health Center to 
call attention to local ballot measures that are part of a comprehensive budget plan to protect basic 
city services for the neediest San Franciscans. Supervisor Tom Ammiano spoke of the need for voters 
to approve Propositions J, K, and 0 as Supervisor Bevan Dufty, third from right, Steve Fields of the 
Progress Foundation, and District 5 supervisor candidate Robert Haaland look on.

Antigay groups 
to join marriage case

ay rights groups and the 
city’s lawyers failed in their 
attempt to keep two antigay 
rights groups from being plaintiffs 
in San Francisco’s same-sex mar¬ 
riage case against the state. 

San Francisco Superior Court 
Judge Richard A. Kramer granted 
leave Friday, October 15 to both 
the Proposition 22 Legal Defense 
and Education Fund and Cam¬ 
paign for California Families, 
headed by Randy Thomasson, to 
amend their original complaints 
in two of the coordinated cases 
dealing with California’s discrim¬ 
inatory marriage laws. 

After the state Supreme Court 
ruled August 12 that city officials 
had no right to marry same-sex 
couples in February and March 
and invalidated the more than 
4,000 marriage licenses handed 


out, the city sued the state, arguing 
California law requires that gays 
and lesbians be given the right to 
marry. Over a dozen same-sex 
couples in San Francisco and Los 
Angeles also filed suits, and the 
cases were consolidated and as¬ 
signed to be heard by Kramer. 

Due to Kramer’s ruling, the 
two conservative groups can now 
join the state as active participants 
in seeking a declaration from the 
court that state marriage laws that 
discriminate against gay and les¬ 
bian couples are constitutional. 
Attorney General Bill Lockyer has 
already filed a brief with the court 
stating that due to tradition, the 
state has a right to deny marriage 
to same-sex couples. 

Thomasson and the Proposi¬ 
tion 22 group have maintained 
that since Lockyer is supportive of 
gay rights - he has argued that the 
same benefits of marriage can be 
given to gay and lesbian couples 


through domestic partnerships - 
that they do not have faith that he 
will wholeheartedly defend the 
state’s position. 

In light of the judge’s ruling, 
City Attorney Dennis Herrera said 
Friday that he is currently evalu¬ 
ating his office’s legal options. As 
oppress time, he had not made a 
determination as to whether he 
will appeal the ruling.

Estonia names local gay man as consul

'■&'* he Baltic state of Estonia has 
conferred honorary consul 
status to openly gay San 
Franciscan John Newmeyer, an 
epidemiologist at the Haight Ash¬ 
bury Free Clinic. Newmeyer, who 
campaigned for three years to be 
granted the title, received official 
notification in May and is now 
ready to open an honorary con¬ 
sulate in his Pacific Heights home. 

“I have always cared about it. 
Where I grew up in Southern Cal¬ 
ifornia there were a lot of Baltic 
refugees,” said Newmeyer, who is 
also a member of the HIV Plan¬ 
ning and Prevention Council. 
“They made us aware they felt like 
captives. The nation was then part 
of the USSR.” 

Today, Estonia, in Europe’s 
Scandinavian region, is free from 
Russian control and a member of 
the European Union. Newmeyer 
visited the country for the first 
time in 2001, and made return 
visits over the last three years. 

“I am Swedish on my mother’s 
side so it was like rescuing our im-

prisoned brother - the feeling that 
I had,” said Newmeyer, who will 
serve in the position for at least 
five years. “I think of it as an East¬ 
ern European version of Holland. 
There are a lot of islands and it is 
a low lying country, a seafaring 
country.” 

Estonia legalized homosexuality 
in 1992 and several gay groups have 
been set up. The country’s capital, 


Tallinn, has hosted a large and pop¬ 
ular gay club since 1998. The British 
publication Gay Times gave the 
country three and a half “pink stars” 
out of a possible five saying it 
“would recommend Tallinn as an 
interesting and different city break 
for gay and lesbian visitors.” 

Newmeyer said his being gay 
was never an issue as he sought his 
new role. 

“They’re very tolerant, very 
good on those issues,” he said. 

Estonia’s Consul General 
Peeter Restsinski is flying out from 
New York to be on hand for the 
new consulate’s opening ceremo¬ 
ny this Friday evening. As hon¬ 
orary consul, Newmeyer said his 
main purpose would be to facili¬ 
tate business connections and in¬ 
vestments between the U.S. and 
Estonia. 

“Estonia, like Finland, is very 
much inclined toward high-tech, 
biotech, and computers. It has a 
highly educated population,” he 
said. “It has low wage rates so the 
cost of doing business is low, yet 
you are working with a very edu¬ 
cated population that speaks Eng¬ 
lish.” ▼

merits taking over the Castro 
Muni station. The ads use blunt 
images of men of various racial 
backgrounds strung out from 
using crystal. 

Taglines for two ads read, “Ad¬ 
diction is no party” and “Crystal 
plays more tricks than you can.” 
Other ads depict the negative im¬ 
pacts speed users encounter, from 
becoming impotent while being 
horny to engaging in unsafe sex 
and contracting a sexually trans¬ 
mitted disease to falling so far into 
addiction they lose their jobs, 
family, and friends. 

The images are startling, pur¬ 
posefully in-your-face and meant 
to provoke gay men to begin talk¬ 
ing openly about crystal and its ef¬ 
fects. A new Web site, crys- 
talmess.net, has also been 
launched with the aim of provid¬ 
ing resources to those crystal users 
looking for help. 

“What we know in various sur¬ 
veys is 12 percent of folks report 
using crystal. We think crystal has 
become used by a lot of guys but 
there is not a lot of conversation 
about it. We want people to talk 
about it, and if they need help, to 
know where to go to get it,” said 
Steven Tierney, director of HIV 
prevention with the San Francis¬ 
co Department of Public Health. 

The Stop AIDS Project has also 


launched its own crystal cam¬ 
paign called “Are You Up to 
Speed?” which also uses jarring 
imagery to gain the attention of 
gay men. On flyers agency volun¬ 
teers and staff handed out at 
dance clubs over the weekend, a 
white powder spells out HIV + on 
a round mirror, with a pipe and a 
torch lighter emblazoned with the 
agency’s logo sitting nearby. 

The opposite side of the flyer is 
headlined “Speed puts us at risk 
for giving or getting HIV” and 
based on surveys Stop AIDS has 
done, declares “speed use is epi¬ 
demic among gay and bisexual 
men in San Francisco.” According 
to the agency, at least one out of 


five gay or bi men have used speed 
in the last six months, with more 
than half of the men at late night 
venues having used speed. 

Based on data from the city’s 
STD clinics, it also states that one 
in three men who recently tested 
positive have used speed in the last 
six months. The agency then asks 
men to “do the math: if 1 in 5 gay 
and bi men use speed and as many 
as 3 in 10 men who test HIV-pos¬ 
itive have used speed recently ... 
the odds are pretty high.” 

Stop AIDS spokesman Jason 
Riggs said “the chances are very 
high that when people are using 
crystal they do put themselves at 
extreme risk for contracting HIV 
or transmitting HIV.” 

Stark contrast 

Both of the new campaigns are 
in stark contrast to prior cam¬ 
paigns and efforts launched in San 
Francisco regarding speed use. 
One of the first, the Chrissy cam¬ 
paign, used a cartoon figure of a 
strung out woman as its imagery, 
and Tweaker.org, a harm reduc¬ 
tion Web site run by the Stonewall 
Project, has a devil as its mascot. 
Those campaigns took an ap¬ 
proach that was more educational 
in tone and tried to educate men 
about the effects of crystal use, 
whereas the new campaigns aim 
to change how gay men view 
using crystal. 

“Crystal has been branded as a 
party drug. We want to brand it as 
a drug highly associated with HIV 
transmission,” said Riggs. 

Tierney said he sees the city’s 
campaign as raising that same 
issue. 

“I think adult members of our 
community can make their own 
decisions about drug use but I 
think it is important for people to 
discuss is this a party drug or a 
drug that is really having a devas¬ 
tating effect on people’s lives,” he 
said. “I think that crystal is a very 
damaging drug that people seem 
to get in trouble with really quick¬ 
ly and relapse really quickly when 
they try to get off it.” 

Michael Siever, Ph.D., 
Stonewall’s director, sees both 
identities associated with crystal 
as being true. While he sees room 
for many messages about speed, 
he also wonders if these latest ads 
will reach and resonate with guys 
using the drug. 

“If it succeeds in getting peo¬ 
ple’s attention that is a good thing. 
Though my concern is I wonder 
how many of those people who 
use crystal will see it. How do we 
get to the people who aren’t nec¬ 
essarily going to be open to those 
messages,” he said. “Time will tell 
if okay, it caused a splash, but will 
it result in people rethinking their 
use. I don’t know.” 

Templin Brink Design, run by 
Joel Templin and Gaby Brink, cre¬ 
ated the city’s campaign pro bono, 
and Tierney said his section is 
spending $70,000 to place the ads 
and run the Web site. Riggs said 
Stop AIDS has yet to determine 


how much its campaign will cost. 

The new campaigns are meant 
to complement the work of 
Tweaker.org and other agencies 
that provide substance abuse ser¬ 
vices to men using speed. Stop 
AIDS sees its campaign as geared 
toward those men who have never 
used speed and those recreational 
users who may be close to becom¬ 
ing addicts. 

“We chose that group specifi¬ 
cally because there are other orga¬ 
nizations already doing harm re¬ 
duction among active and heavy 
users,” said Riggs. “Our target is 
on recreational users. People more 
often than not move out of recre¬ 
ational use into heavy use and we 
are trying to get to them before 
they cross the line.” 

Both campaigns stem from 
focus groups conducted over the 
summer with local gay men who 
indicated they were not interested 
in seeing a “crystal equals death” 
type campaign, but ones based 
more on facts and clearly showed 
what impact speed has on its users. 
They are also the outcomes of 
hearings on crystal use by gay men 
that District 8 Supervisor Bevan 
Dufty held in the spring of 2003. 

Dufty, who is openly gay and 
has seen friends and acquain¬ 
tances succumb to speed’s addic¬ 
tive powers, said he welcomes the 
dual efforts. 

“I think that you can’t do 
enough. There are a lot of differ¬ 
ent ways to educate and intervene 
with people who are affected by 
speed,” he said. “The more ap¬ 
proaches the better it is for our 
community.” 

He also said he agrees with the 
approaches both campaigns are 
taking with their messages. 

“I think to send a message 
crystal equals death turns people 
off because everyone knows 
someone using speed,” said Dufty. 
“I do think telling stories of peo¬ 
ple is compelling and giving guid¬ 
ance as to how people can get help 
is essential.” 

In the last year and a half since 
the first crystal forum was held, 
health officials, nightclub owners, 
and community members all have 
noted a change with the speed epi¬ 
demic: people using the drug are 
increasingly skipping the dance 
clubs and staying at home, where 
they can use the Internet to meet 
and pick up sexual partners. 

“Yes, we are hearing that peo¬ 
ple are so messed up on crystal 
that they are not going out,” said 
Tierney. “They are staying at 
home or wandering the streets 
around Collingwood Park at 
night. A lot of stuff is going on, 
just not in the clubs.” 

While users may no longer be 
as visible a part of gay nightlife, 
the problem has not gone away. 

“I still am hearing a lot about 
people still getting caught up in 
crystal. I am still being surprised 
that people I know and who I 
come in contact with are caught 
up in it,” said Dufty. “It has not 
gone away. People are more open 


about talking about it. I don’t 
think it is a secret anymore but I 
still think we are losing people 
daily.” 

Paul Miller, Stop AIDS’ work¬ 
shops and forum development co¬ 
ordinator, said in talking to guys 
about their speed use many said 
the Internet plays a large role in 
their life. 

“We heard from focus groups 
they were wasting all this time on¬ 
line, and even then, they were not 
always connecting. They were dis¬ 
engaging from whatever was their 
community,” said Miller. “How do 
you reach these guys at home and 
online? How useful are those ban¬ 
ner ads on sex sites if they just fly 
by them? It doesn’t mean you 
shouldn’t use them but men have 
suggested more online kind of fo¬ 
rums, especially encouraging 
clean play parties.” 

Just the beginning 

The new ads and flyers are just 
the beginning of a series of efforts 
that will be introduced over the 
.coming months. Stop AIDS has 
been meeting with gay men, gath¬ 
ering input so it can develop its 
own social marketing campaign. In 
November, the agency plans to hold 
a public forum for men to share 
their experiences with crystal. 

“We are reaching out to people 
already engaged in this issue, peo¬ 
ple who have lost friends or 
boyfriends because of their own 
use of crystal or their boyfriend’s 
use,” said Riggs. “I have friends 
who are no longer with their 
boyfriends because they couldn’t 
deal with ‘Tina’ being their third 
boyfriend. We are also talking to 
people coming out of rehab or 
who are in rehab.” 

In early January, Stop AIDS 
hopes to expand its efforts and 
begin outreach efforts in those 
places where people are doing 
crystal and providing support and 
referrals. 

“We will also be working with 
and identifying those parts of our 
community who are at risk for 
starting recreational use or slipping 
into heavy use,” said Riggs. “We 
also are building profiles of people 
at risk. Maybe they really like to go 
out dancing and that is how they 
get into the drug. We also hear a lot 
of people suffering from isolation 
or people coming out of long rela¬ 
tionships use this as their way of 
getting back into the community 
through crystal use.” 

In addition, the health depart¬ 
ment will launch on November 1 
the next stage of its campaign, 
which it is calling PROP, or Posi¬ 
tive Reinforcement Opportunity 
Program. It is a collaboration with 
New Leaf, Stonewall, Crystal Meth 
Anonymous, Magnet, and San 
Francisco General Hospital’s 
Ward 84. 

The program aims to help 
speed addicts stay in recovery and 
not relapse. People seeking help 
will be screened for crystal use 
with a urine test, counseled, and 
asked to check in three times a 
week. They will also be given re¬ 
ferrals for additional services and 
incentives the longer they stay 
clean. 

“I am a person who is in recov¬ 
ery myself and go to a lot of meet¬ 
ings. A lot of gay men in the com¬ 
munity are really struggling with 
crystal and relapse,” said Tierney. 
“We don’t have scientific evidence 
of relapse being any worse with 
speed than other drugs, but from 
my experience watching guys 
come and go from their recovery, 
crystal is a lot harder to stay off.” t

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Sandals resorts quietly 
reverses antigay policy

B owing to intense pressure 
from community groups 
and government officials in 
the United Kingdom, the vacation 
resort chain Sandals recently re¬ 
versed its longstanding policy bar¬ 
ring same-sex couples from its 
properties. 

But LGBT travel experts aren’t 
recommending you call your trav¬ 
el agent just yet. 

“Sandals is the only travel des¬ 
tination to receive a ‘rock bottom’ 
rating for 11 years running,” said 
Ed Salvato, editor of the newslet¬ 
ter Out & About , which annually 
recognizes achievements and dis¬ 
appointments in the travel indus¬ 
try for the LGBT community. 

Sandals operates several 
Caribbean vacation properties that 
cater primarily to newlyweds, en¬ 
forcing a “couples only” policy and 
until now, a “no same-sex couples” 
policy. In addition to Out & 
About’s 11-year disparagement, 
Sandals has received criticism 
from several U.K.-based advocacy 
groups. Last year the company’s 
advertisements were pulled from 
public transit stations in London 
following Mayor Ken Livingstone’s 
prohibition on ads placed by com¬ 
panies with homophobic policies. 

The news on Sandals lifting its 
antigay policy was first reported in 
USA Today October 14. 


According to corporate 
spokesman Mike Hicks, the 
Miami-based business officially 
reversed its discriminatory policy 
in August, and the decision was 
not based on Livingstone’s cam¬ 
paign. Yet curiously, no mention 
of the policy shift has turned up in 
Sandals’ marketing materials, and 
in a recent memo sent to partner¬ 
ing travel agencies, Mandy 
Chomat, senior vice president of 
sales, affirmed the company’s 
commitment to “market exclu¬ 
sively to conventional male/female 
couples in love.” 

Salvato believes that if Sandals 
was serious about attracting gay 
and lesbian travelers, it would take 
steps to welcome and market to 
the LGBT community. He com¬ 
mends the resort chain for a bet- 
ter-late-than-never policy change, 
but characterized the shift as ap¬ 
pearing to adhere to the “letter” of 
the law but not the “spirit.” 

“If [Sandals] really cared about 
the gay market, they wouldn’t have 
sent that memo,” said Salvato. 

Tom Roth of San Francisco’s 
Community Marketing, a firm 
that specializes in helping compa¬ 
nies reach out to the LGBT com¬ 
munity, agrees. According to Roth, 
the publication Travel Weekly re¬ 
ceived several letters from travel 
agents this week expressing disap¬ 
pointment in Sandals’ policy shift 
because before “it was a safe place 
they could send straight couples 


where they wouldn’t have to be 
around gay people.” 

Roth won’t recommend San¬ 
dals yet, because the resort chain 
is apparently still attracting a less 
than friendly clientele. “The real 
reason people should be traveling 
is to experience new and different 
things, not homogenized same- 
old, same-old,” said Roth. 

Despite Sandals’ resistance to 
actively courting gay and lesbian 
couples, experts say it makes smart 
business sense to try and tap into 
what Salvato calls a $54.1 billion 
LGBT travel market. According to 
Community Marketing, 97 per¬ 
cent of gay and lesbian households 
took vacations in the last 12 
months, compared to 64 percent 
of the American public at large. 

Travel companies looking to 
draw LGBT vacationers are in¬ 
creasing in numbers each year, and 
Roth said queer-friendly vacation 
options have become diverse and 
global. Next Thursday, October 28, 
Community Marketing will host 
its 12*“ International Gay and Les¬ 
bian World Travel Expo at San 
Francisco’s Hyatt Regency Hotel, 
featuring 130 gay-welcoming des¬ 
tinations and services. 

“This year’s world travel expo 
offers a great mix, including pio¬ 
neers like Quebec - one of the first 
cities to market to the gay com¬ 
munity-newcomers like Portugal 
and Portland, Oregon, as well as 
diverse adventures from Patagonia

Most recently, Stiles 
served as the interim executive di¬ 
rector of Operation Access, a non¬ 
profit providing free outpatient 
surgeries to uninsured people in 
six Bay Area counties. 

“We are excited to have attract¬ 
ed such a highly experienced, pas¬ 
sionate advocate with 19 years of 
involvement in HIV/AIDS is¬ 
sues,” Thomas Bruein, Stop AIDS 
board president, said in a state¬ 
ment. “His mix of skills matched 
with his commitment to 
HIV/AIDS work makes him a fan¬ 
tastic fit for us as we launch new 
initiatives and look toward the fu¬ 
ture.” 

In 1987, Stiles founded the Na¬ 
tional Leadership Coalition on 
AIDS and led it for 10 years as 
president and CEO. In 1996 he 
managed a successful merger with 
the National AIDS Fund, which 
has raised and distributed more 
than $100 million for communi¬ 
ties across the nation severely af¬ 
fected by HIV/AIDS. 

Stiles is a former board mem¬ 
ber of the Names Project, a cur¬ 
rent board member of the Acade¬ 
my of Friends, and advised on a 
recently completed film about the 
global impact of HIV/AIDS enti¬ 
tled, A Closer Walk. 

Prior to working on HIV/AIDS 
issues, Stiles held leadership posi¬ 
tions at the Urban Institute, the 
Robert F. Kennedy Memorial, the 
Council on Foundations, and the 
National Endowment of the Hu¬ 
manities. Stiles lives in San Fran¬ 
cisco with his partner of 21 years, 
and has two daughters and three 
grandchildren. 

Executive search firm Compass 
Point, which is helping Stop AIDS 
in its national search, contacted 
Stiles two weeks ago about taking 
on the interim position. After 
speaking with board members as 
well as community members 
about the agency, Stiles said he de¬ 
cided to accept the offer. 

“I believe it is not in crisis and 
believe it is moving forward real¬ 
istically in getting ready for the 
coming year,” said Stiles as to why 
he accepted the offer. “The current

staff and I, as interim executive di¬ 
rector, have to deal pragmatically 
with the funding situation. The 
records I have seen and conversa¬ 
tions I had about dealing with 
longer term needs, I found that 
there is no cash flow problem and 
the current contracts are being 
served effectively.” 

Stop AIDS, one of the nation’s 
most prominent HIV prevention 
agencies, has been roiled this year 
by funding cuts, staff layoffs, and 
complaints by some former staff 
members about Weide’s leader¬ 
ship. After successfully fighting off 
several federal audits and attacks 
by conservative lawmakers that its 
workshops and programs were 
not science-based, the agency 
nonetheless learned this spring it 
would no longer receive funding 
under the Ryan White CARE Act. 
Since the beginning of 2004 the 
agency has doubled its efforts to 
raise private funds and has relied 
on funding from city health offi¬ 
cials to continue its programs. 

With a budget this year of $1.4 
million, the agency has been able 
to hire back several staffers and is 
currently looking for a new pro¬ 
gram director. It has also launched 
new programs in recent weeks: an 
HIV prevention campaign geared 
toward men 40 years old and over 
entitled “Change;” producing an 
informational brochure for newly 
diagnosed HIV-positive men to be 
distributed at clinics and doctors’ 
offices; and has helped revive 
LEAG (Leather Events Action 
Group) for novices and other 
members of the leather commu- 
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New campaign 

The agency has also been 
pressed by some in the communi¬ 
ty to expand its scope beyond HIV 
prevention by tackling crystal 
methamphetamine use and de¬ 
pression among gay men. This 
month it launcheda new ongoing 
multiphase campaign on crystal 
use aimed at recreational users 
dubbed “Are You Up to Speed?” to 
educate the community about the 
facts of crystal use and its close re¬ 
lationship to new HIV infections. 

“In my opinion, HIV preven¬ 
tion work has to be more inclusive 
of behavioral health and sub¬ 
stance abuse issues,” said District 
8 Supervisor Bevan Dufty, who 
has pushed both local and nation¬ 
al organizations, as well as the gay 
media, to tackle the issue of crys¬ 
tal use since being elected in 2002. 
“I have been talking to board 
members saying we had gotten 
signals in the past year Stop AIDS 
is not interested in going after 
substance abuse dollars at the state 
and federal levels. They have indi¬ 
cated to me this is something that 
is a priority for them, so I am glad 
to see this new crystal campaign.” 

Stop AIDS spokesman Jason 
Riggs said that while the agency is 
open to pursuing new initiatives, 
at the same time it does not want 
to duplicate what other groups are 
already doing in the community. 
In setting up the new crystal cam¬ 
paign, Riggs said the agency delib¬ 
erately chose not to focus on 
heavy drug users and instead 
reach out to recreational users of 
the drug or men who have never 
tried it. 

“Crystal and poppers are the 
two drugs most associated with 
people seroconverting. From our 
perspective as an HIV prevention 
organization, it is clear we have to 
do education around crystal use 
and its association with HIV sero¬ 
conversion,” said Riggs. “That is 
our slice of the pie right now. 
There are already groups working 
on substance abuse rehab and we 
will be referring people to those 
groups. To duplicate doing what 
they are doing at this point moves 
us away from the specific focus of 
this campaign. In six months that 
view might change.” 

The board has scheduled a fall 
retreat for next weekend where it 
will discuss what new directions, 
if any, it wants to see the agency 
take. Stiles said he is pleased that 
the timing of the retreat coincides 
with his coming on board. 

“What I will bring to that dis¬ 
cussion is an open-mindedness if 
there is a need out there that is ap¬ 
propriate for the skill match and 
resources of Stop AIDS. The nat¬ 
ural question is why wouldn’t we 
consider expanding our programs 
if there are resources and it is not 
going to compromise the tradi¬ 
tional strong work of the organi¬ 
zation,” said Stiles. 

Though he added, “I don’t 
have an opinion on expansion. It 
seems to me what I have experi¬ 
enced is that Stop AIDS is, in a 
very thoughtful manner, evaluat¬ 
ing the options and considering 
going into this.” 

Much will depend on who is 
leading the agency. Within 30 days 
the agency expects to name a new 
program director, said Stiles. As 
for himself, Stiles believes he will 
only stay on until early 2005 when 
he expects the agency will name a 
permanent executive director. His 
contract is open-ended, and he 
has agreed to stay on until the new 
person is able to take on the posi¬ 
tion. ▼

talk to Dick Cheney’s daughter, 
who is a lesbian, she would tell 
you that she’s being who she was. 
She’s being who she was born as. I 
think if you talk to anybody, it’s 
not a choice. 

“I’ve met people who struggled 
with this for years, people who 
were in a marriage, because they 
were living a sort of convention, 
and they struggled with it,” Kerry 
continued. “And I’ve met wives 
who are supportive of their hus¬ 
bands or vice versa when they fi¬ 
nally sort of-broke out and allowed 
themselves to live who they were, 
who they felt God had made them. 
I think we have to respect that.” 

Kerry restated his belief “that 
marriage is between a man and a 
woman” and that he favors “part¬ 
nership rights and so forth” that 
would allow hospital visitation and 
property transfer for gay couples. 

He defended his vote against 
DOMA, not on the substance of 
gay marriage, which he opposes, 
but because “the states have always 
been able to manage those laws.” 

Hurricane Mary 

The substance of both candi¬ 
dates’ remarks was not new; they 
had been stated many times be¬ 
fore. The single new element was 
Kerry’s personalizing it with a ref¬ 
erence to “Dick Cheney’s daugh¬ 
ter, who is a lesbian.” 

Those few words became a 
kind of Rorschach inkblot into 
which people read a wide variety 
of meanings as the spin whirled 
up to hurricane force over the 
next several days. 

First to comment was Lynne 
Cheney, wife of the vice president 
and mother of Mary. “Of course, I 
am speaking as a mom, and a 
pretty indignant mom. This is not 
a good man. What a cheap and 
tawdry political trick,” she said at a 
rally shortly after the debate. 

Some called Lynne Cheney’s 
outrage selective, noting that she 
never defended her daughter from 
defamatory comments by funda¬ 
mentalists, such as the one label¬ 
ing her a “selfish hedonist” by 
Alan Keyes, the Republican sena¬ 
torial candidate in Illinois. 

Thom Lynch, executive direc¬ 
tor of San Francisco’s LGBT Com¬ 
munity Center, was critical of 
Lynne Cheney’s comments. 

“Lynne Cheney made some of 
the most publicly homophobic 
comments I’ve heard in a long 
time,” Lynch told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter in an e-mail last week. “The 
Cheneys parade Mary out from 
time to time to demonstrate their 
tolerance of her life in blatantly 
political settings. Their outrage 
that John Kerry called their les¬ 
bian daughter a lesbian is a cheap 
ploy. Does Lynne Cheney really 
believe that acknowledging a les¬ 
bian daughter is ‘tawdry’”? 

Elizabeth Edwards, wife of De¬ 
mocratic running mate Senator 
John Edwards, said Lynne Ch¬ 
eney’s response “indicates a cer¬ 
tain degree of shame with respect 
to her daughter’s sexual prefer¬ 
ences. ... It makes me really sad.” 

Kerry himself maintained that 
his comments were made “con¬ 
structively and respectfully.” His 
spokesman, Joe Lockhart, said, 
“There was no goal and there was 
no strategy beyond, I think, com¬ 
plementing the Cheneys for being 
good parents.” 

To date, Mary Cheney has de¬ 
clined to comment on the matter. 
She is running her father’s re-elec¬ 
tion campaign. She and her part¬ 
ner, Heather Poe, were on the 
stage with the Cheney family fol¬ 
lowing the vice presidential debate 
in Cleveland October 5. Mary Ch¬ 
eney and Poe also attended the 


Republican convention in New 
York City but did not go on stage 
after the Vice president’s and Pres¬ 
ident Bush’s acceptance speeches. 

Before her father was vice pres¬ 
ident, Mary Cheney did outreach 
in the LGBT community for the 
Coors Brewing Company. She was 
also involved with the Republican 
Unity Coalition until leaving the 
group before the start of the pres¬ 
idential election race. 

NGLTF’s Foreman criticized 
the Cheney family’s response. 

“Can we talk about something 
real, not the patently bogus hurt 
and anger of Dick and Lynne Ch¬ 
eney? After all, for the last 18 
months, these folks have supported 
using gay people and our families 
as a wedge to divide the electorate.” 

Conservative columnist 
William Safire, meanwhile, fumed 
that both Senators Edwards and 
Kerry deliberately raised Mary’s 
sexual orientation in their de¬ 
bates. He said, “One purpose was 
to drive a wedge between the Re¬ 
publican running mates.” 

Edwards made a remark simi¬ 
lar to Kerry’s during the vice pres¬ 
idential debate and Dick Cheney 
pointedly thanked him for his 
“kind words” about his family. 

“The sleazier purpose ... is to 
confuse and dismay Bush support¬ 
ers who believe that same-sex

marriage is wrong, to suggest that 
Bush is as ‘soft on same-sex’ as 
Kerry is, and thereby reduce a 
Bush core constituency’s eagerness 
to go to the polls,” Safire wrote. 

Others pointed to Kerry’s 
rhetorical emphasis on swing 
states and suggested that he could 
have cited Democratic Represen¬ 
tative Dick Gephardt’s (D-Mis- 
souri) lesbian daughter Chrissy, or 
Wisconsin’s lesbian Representative 
Tammy Baldwin (D). Kerry’s use 
of Mary strengthened the case 
that it was a calculated reference. 

Log Cabin Republicans Execu¬ 
tive Director Patrick Guerriero 
told CNN that Kerry’s comments 
were “not wise.” But he took 
greater umbrage at members of 


his own party “who have been 
outrageous themselves.” 

He listed the Federal Marriage 
Amendment, state variations of 
that amendment, and mailings to 
voters in Arkansas and West Vir¬ 
ginia, paid for by the Republican 
National Committee, alleging that 
the Bible would be banned and 
same-sex marriage allowed if 
Kerry was elected. 

“The reality is the type of out¬ 
rage that is being expressed by 
some Republicans should be ex¬ 
pressed at themselves,” Guerriero 
said. 

Attorney and gay activist 
William Rubenstein said in a col¬ 
umn in the New York Times, “It’s 
hard to believe that Mr. Kerry and 
Mr. Edwards are trying to paint 
the Republicans as ‘the gay party,’ 
though it’s worth noting that if 
the tables were turned - with Mr. 
Cheney and President Bush refer¬ 
ring to the gay daughter of 
Richard Gephardt - the Democ¬ 
rats would cry foul. 

“The best spin for the Democ¬ 
rats is that they’re using Mary Ch¬ 
eney to paint their opponents as 
hypocrites: Republicans feign ac¬ 
ceptance of all people, trot their 
own daughters out to demon¬ 
strate their fairness, then propose 
that the Constitution be amended 
to deny equal rights to same-sex 


couples. They want to have it both 
ways,” Rubenstein wrote. 

“This is a valid point - but nei¬ 
ther Mr. Kerry nor Mr. Edwards 
made it. ...True, they oppose a 
constitutional amendment ban¬ 
ning same-sex marriage and sup¬ 
port federal nondiscrimination 
laws and state domestic partner¬ 
ship systems. Yet they are not will¬ 
ing to proclaim their positions too 
loudly,” he added. 

An ABC News tracking poll 
showed that 57 percent of likely 
voters agreed with Kerry that ho¬ 
mosexuality is biological in nature 
and not chosen. But by 2 to 1 they 
thought it inappropriate for him 
to have inserted Cheney’s daugh¬ 
ter into the debate. 

The Washington Post tracking 
poll said that 64 percent of likely 
voters found the comment “inap¬ 
propriate.” That included four in 
10 of Kerry supporters and half of 
all swing voters. 

As the New York Daily News 
concluded in an editorial, “It was 
notably crummy of Kerry and Ed¬ 
wards to presume to use Mary 
Cheney as just one of their cam¬ 
paign props. At the same time, the 
outraged sputtering of Ma and Pa 
Cheney were plainly forced and 
calculated.... Enough with Mary- 
gate. Let’s get back to the real 
world.” T

agrees with the Saucedo camp that 
the trolley never came to a stop 
outside the office, but drove by. 

Bustos said that the entire inci¬ 
dent lasted about 90 seconds. 

2002 rally incident 

Despite Saucedo’s antigay edu¬ 
cation efforts, the 24™ Street inci¬ 
dent bears an uncanny resem¬ 
blance to an incident two years 
ago. 

On September 9, 2002, Sauce¬ 
do organized a group of day la¬ 
borers from around the western 
U.S. who were in town for a con¬ 
vention to attend a rally at City 
Hall. The group allegedly chanted 
an epithet in Spanish at Canjura, 
who is gay, when he tried to ad¬ 
dress the crowd of approximately 
80 men on the steps of City Hall 
during the rally. 

They chanted the word 
“culero” variously translated as 
“corrupt government official” or 
“faggot.” 

Motives for the 2002 rally vary, 
with La Raza Executive Director 
Annamaria Loya claiming anger at 
the mayor and Canjura, his liai¬ 
son, for police harassment and va¬ 
grancy ticketing of day laborers on 
Cesar Chavez Boulevard. Canjura 
claims their anger stemmed from 
Brown’s sending the day labor 
program out to bid instead of 
contracting with La Raza, which 
he believes Saucedo considers ex¬ 
clusively her project. 

Saucedo maintains the 
marchers resented Canjura and 
the mayor for favoring a day la¬ 
borer hiring hall on Bayshore 
Boulevard, as opposed to La 
Raza’s goal of operating from the 
Inner Mission. 

Saucedo filed a still-pending 
First Amendment lawsuit against 
the city and Canjura after she was 
allegedly told that La Raza’s 
protests threatened its chance of 
winning the contract. 

Saucedo stressed that political 
differences with the city and the 
homophobic language in the pop¬ 
ulation she serves are mutually ex¬ 
clusive. 

“If someone makes a homo- 
phobic remark, they use it to make 
my organization look bad,” she 
said. 

“They targeted me because I 
was not intimidated,” said Canju¬ 
ra. “They tried to tell me they have 
to get the contract.” 

La Raza’s day labor program is 
competing with just one other or¬ 
ganization, Oakland-based Volun¬ 


teers of America. Saucedo and day 
laborers have protested outside 
that group’s offices. 

At the urging of Human Rights 
Commission Executive Director 
Virginia Harmon and HRC staff 
member Larry Brinkin, La Raza 
staff took part in mediation with 
Sergio at the HRC offices and 
committed to conduct sensitivity 
training with staff and day labor 
program clients following the 
2002 incident. 

“We basically sat down and 
talked about what happened,” said 
Loya of the HRC mediation meet¬ 
ing that followed. “I told him 
[Canjura] I was completely sorry. 

“At the HRC meeting we talked 
about how we struggle with this 
issue all the time, to assure Sergio 
we weren’t in denial. They day la¬ 
borers aren’t perfect. This goes on 
and this is how we deal with it,” 
Loya added. 

In a December 10, 2002 letter 
to Saucedo, however, Canjura was 
still upset. 

“Your approach and tone re¬ 
garding our mediation meeting at 
the Human Rights Commission 
has changed from acknowledging 
and apologizing for this incident 
... to an indifferent arrogance and 
disregard for the homophobic at¬ 
tack of which I was the victim of 
on September 9,” Canjura’s letter 
stated. 

“Sergio was concerned that 
neither Renee [Saucedo] nor An¬ 
namaria Loya stopped the antigay 
stuff from being shouted,” said 
Brinkin. “Had she stopped it, it 
may not have been an issue as 
much.” 

Canjura, who received tele¬ 
phone death threats at the time, 
currently works with homeless 
clients setting them up with hous¬ 
ing under Mayor Gavin Newsom’s 
Care Not Cash program. 

La Raza conducts legal clinics, 
and community education and 
outreach. 

“We have an organization of 
people who deserve services to 
empower themselves, set their 
own agenda, and speak for them¬ 
selves,” said Saucedo. 

“They thought Sergio should 
have known better,” Loya said of 
the day laborers who attended the 
2002 rally. “How could he side 
with the mayor, turning on the 
community?” 

The day laborers planned to 
present a petition, letter or docu¬ 
ment to the mayor, saying, “You’re 
violating our rights,” Loya re¬ 
called. 

“In Mexico it means asshole or, 
corrupt government official,” said 
Loya of the word “culero.” “That’s 


why I always thought they used it 
against [Governor] Schwarzeneg¬ 
ger and [former Governor] Pete 
Wilson. It’s chanted in song form. 
I hear it at every antiwar march.” 

An October 3,2002 letter from 
HRC to Loya states,“[Canjura] al¬ 
leges further that the executive di¬ 
rector of La Raza Centro Legal 
was asked why she did not inter¬ 
vene, and she responded by deny¬ 
ing that a homophobic attack had 
occurred. ... Though certainly 
protesters are free to speak as they 
choose, we are dismayed at the 
thought that a community group, 
especially a city contractor, would 
have no understanding regarding 
the harm that such behavior elic¬ 
its. The use of epithets ... espe¬ 
cially shouted in a public rally, is 
not only harmful to the victim, 
but can be a precursor to vio¬ 
lence.” 

Loya said her group asked 
Community United Against Vio¬ 
lence to implement Spanish-lan- 
guage sensitivity training for staff 
and the mostly transient popula¬ 
tion of day laborers following 
their meeting with HRC. 

Unrelated to the 2002 rally in¬ 
cident, a lesbian Guatemalan who 
is seeking asylum spoke to the La 
Raza Women’s Collective during 
Pride Month in June 2004 and 
talked about her oppression in 
that country. 

“We want it to be a safe space 
for people, to understand ramifi¬ 
cations of what they do, that im¬ 
mature behavior can actually be 
dangerous,” Loya said of La Raza’s 
program. 

“I have a vivid recollection of a 
workshop discussion at our pro¬ 
gram where we talked about how 
the word had different interpreta¬ 
tions and the fact that it was said 
at one of our rallies,” said Sauce¬ 
do. 

Loya hopes the regaining days 
of the campaign can be more pos¬ 
itive. 

“We didn’t want Renee run¬ 
ning in a race as a way of Latinos 
to use homophobia or for Tom 
[Ammiano] to be accused of 
being anti-immigrant or anti- 
Latino. How can we do this in a 
healthy way and not vilify each 
other? That would be so. un¬ 
healthy,” Loya said. 

Canjura remains critical of 
Saucedo. 

“This so-called lawyer of free¬ 
dom of speech, how ironic, how 
hypocritical,” said Canjura. “Using 
poor people for political gain. 
Now justifying, instead of apolo¬ 
gizing and making amends. I’m 
just appalled that an agency with 
next page ► 
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ernments to sign a historic agree¬ 
ment with the Morongo Tribe to 
construct their large Perrier bot¬ 
tling plant from recycled material. 

At Caltrans, he created and al¬ 
located $7 million to the depart¬ 
ment’s civil rights office to create 
diversity in employment and pro¬ 
mote equal opportunity in hiring 
and promotions, 

Medina believes the city’s 
parks are unsafe, underutilized, 
garbage-strewn, depress nearby 
property values, and too much 
area for the city’s four park patrol 
officers to cover. He wants the 
park patrol restored, and believes 
cleaner parks result in using them 
for more public events, thus 
bringing in more money for the 
general fund. 

“Park patrols are a rare sight in 
this city,” he said, adding that Dis¬ 
trict ll’s heavily used Crocker 
Amazon Park needs a patrol to 
deter overindulging sports fans, 
heated tempers, and uneasy com¬ 


munication between youth groups. 

Fighting for merchants 

Candidate Myrna Lim, who 
left the banking world for proper¬ 
ty management 10 years ago, feels 
the most sympathy for District 11 
business owners. 

“If it takes six months to a year 
to get a permit, that’s eight months 
of rent with no money coming in,” 
she said. “You’re dead in water be¬ 
fore you take a dime in.” 

Lim opposes Propositions J 
and K, the sales tax increase and 
gross receipts tax, believing they 
will hurt job creation. 

“Proposition J is regressive,” 
she said. “To revitalize cities, most 
economists will say you need to 
increase consumer confidence. 
When you increase taxes, people 
go somewhere else. So business 
owners throw their hands up in 
air and say this is just too hard. 

“Walk down Mission Street,” 
she said. “It’s filthy, grimy with va¬ 
cancies and blight. Then you dou¬ 
ble taxes on those barely making 
it, stick them with increased sales 
tax, so customers won’t patronize 


them.” 

She believes the incumbent Su¬ 
pervisor Sandoval is soft on crime 
from his public defender experi¬ 
ence offering as proof his opposi¬ 
tion to then-Supervisor Newsom’s 
attempts to increase the bail bond 
rate. 

“He’s used to defending crimi¬ 
nals,” said Lim, whose sister was 
killed outside Mission Street’s old 
Granada Theater. “These issues 
are not academic for me. I am the 
embodiment of the challenges of 
the people of District 11.” 

She criticized Sandoval’s sup¬ 
port for Proposition H that would 
prohibit the selling of naming 
rights to Candlestick Park, saying 
the city needs the $3 million it 
would bring in. 

She also took issue with San¬ 
doval’s hesitance to vote on the 
transgender health benefits three 
years ago, by locking himself in his 
office after promising colleagues 
he would vote yes. 

“He has no guts,” she said. “You 
have to have leadership, even 
though people may disagree with 
you.” T

All his life, in 
one way or another, 
Billy stood out. 
When he was born 
in Cleveland, Ohio 
he didn’t arrive 
alone.

When we met in 
1974, his marriage 
was ending because 
he was a homosexual (a word he pre¬ 
ferred over gay). When his son Jared 
died in a car accident at 17, Billy chose 
to honor him by changing his middle 
name to Jared. In his wheelchair, while 
in the Castro, he’d say, “Let’s wheelie.” So 
I’d push him tilted way back for a 
smoother ride. 

Billy grew up in Whittier, California, 
and received his BA in psychology and 
art from Cal. State Los Angeles. In his 
career, as a hair stylist, in Beverly Hills 
and Long Beach, people were first drawn 
into his orbit by his startling blue eyes 
and dazzling smile. Then, they would 
stay for his intelligence and wit that was 
one step beyond the Far Side. People 
wanted to be around Billy because he 
didn’t filter or calculate anything. He 
was authentic, which inspired us around 
him to be at our best. 

He loved to talk about his year in 
New York, his friend Ilona, his dentist 
Pauline, his work with Head Start, his 
son Jared, and “us,” Rick and Billy, as 
“best friends, then lovers.” 

On October 14, 2003 at 2 a.m. he 
smiled at his caregivers at Laguna 
Honda, kissed his wedding band with 
our names engraved and with his phone 
tucked along side, so he could call me, 
and settled back to sleep. Within the 
hour his heart quietly stopped. 

Some people say the first six years of 
life are the most important. For Billy it 
was the last six years. He received what 
he had always given: unconditional love. 
Sometimes I would look at him and say, 
“You know what I’m doing?” and he’d 


say, “You’re adoring me.” I’d laugh. He’d 
smile. We adored each other. That’s how 
it will always be.

George was a 
bon vivant who 
spread a bon mot 
to his friends regu¬ 
larly to the delight 
of everyone. He 
passed away peace¬ 
fully, in the pres¬

such a rich history is using these 
tactics to intimidate based on sex¬ 
ual identity. 

“She was right there in front, 
and she stated the same thing - 
‘we did not hear, we did not do it,’ 
and then later apologized and 
then changed their mind,” Canju- 
ra said of Saucedo, referring to the 
2002 rally incident. 

Moving on 

For his part, Bustos is forging 
ahead as the campaign enters the 
last stretch. 

“You have to lead by example,” 
said Bustos. “We all have volun¬ 
teers that are zealous but we have 
to set the standard. When some¬ 
one mentions anything like that, I 
nip it in the bud. When we have 
meetings with volunteers we tell 
them we’re not going to go nega¬ 
tive.” 


“We all know that these types 
of things happen and are especial¬ 
ly prevalent in the Latino commu¬ 
nity. There needs to be massive 
education, especially if it’s coming 
from the younger generation,” 
Kramer, Saucedo’s campaign 
manager, said, referring to the 
teenager allegedly responsible for 
the incident earlier this month. 

Saucedo also rebutted Bustos’s 
comments in last week’s B.A.R. 
story concerning her immediate 
response to the recent incident 
and responded to charges of her 
supporters using bullying tactics 
and removing Bustos campaign 
signs from windows of local mer¬ 
chants. 

“I want to make clear that 
when I first heard of the [recent] 
incident I reached out and called 
Miguel’s campaign office immedi¬ 
ately,” she said. “I personally hung 
up most of my signs in stores. I go 
inside, introduce myself, tell them 
I’m running for office, give them 
my literature, and say, ‘mind if I 


put up a sign.’ I’ve never intimi¬ 
dated anyone. 

“Some say yes and tear it down 
later,” Saucedo said, laughing. 
“Some say Bustos supporters tear 
down signs. It’s election-time 
stuff.” ▼

Out of the pool

H ere are some Florida results that won’t be disputed: San Fran¬ 
cisco is third - in swimming, that is. 

San Francisco Tsunami swimmers’ collective efforts at the 
International Gay & Lesbian Aquatics 2004 annual meet in Fort 
Lauderdale, Florida, won them third place overall. “A phenomenal 
showing against tough competition,” said team coach Lisa Cong- 
den. 

Fifty-nine Tsunami swimmers competed in a weekend full of 
aquatic events. “This year was most certainly the year of the 
woman,” said Congden. “Tsunami sent its largest contingent of 
women to the IGLA championship in over 10 years. The nine 
Tsunami women scored a total of 365 of the Tsunami’s 1,387 
points, nearly one quarter of our total points.” 

Top point scorer Lauren Williams won five gold medals in in¬ 
dividual events (that’s 55 points total - the highest number possi¬ 
ble) and three gold medals in the all-women’s relays. Williams 
broke the IGLA record in the 4001M by six seconds. 

Carrie Smith scored 49 points for the team with two gold 
medals and three silvers. Alissa Perrucci won four individual golds 
(44 individual points) and broke the IGLA record in the 200 breast¬ 
stroke by 10 seconds. Perrucci also helped to bring the three gold 
medals to the all-women’s relay team. That all-women’s relay team 
(Suzanne Baker, Congdon, Williams, and Perrucci) also smashed 
the 6-year-old IGLA record in the 4x100 free by 10 seconds. Baker 
brought the team another 40 points, with gold medal performances 
in the 100 freestyle and 50 and 100 backstroke. 

High scorers among the men included Brad Hise, Scott Robin¬ 
son, Dave Froehlich, Waifa Chau, Steve Martel, Dean Achitson, 
Steven Czekala, and Eric Yen. The men’s 100+, 120+ and 160+ relay 
teams swept gold in the 4x200 free relays. ▼

issues will “continue on to do 
everything he started,” then she 
burst into tears. 

Russian River Resort owner 
Jeff Bridges said the business and 
social climate of the river are bet¬ 
ter because of Fogle. 

“He changed the chamber, he 
built many bridges within the 
community, he worked with the 
environmentalists - something 
that is unheard of with the cham¬ 
ber.

Russian River chamber 
moves forward 

by Cynthia Laird 


I n the aftermath of the suicide of Russian River Chamber of 
Commerce Executive Director Steve Fogle, the chamber has 
started to move forward, officials told the Bay Area Reporter. 
Fogle, 42, was found dead in a Ukiah motel room on October 7, 
just days after authorities seized computers and other possible ev¬ 
idence from the chamber offices in connection with an embezzle¬ 
ment investigation. 

Nina Laramore, chamber spokeswoman, told the B.A.R. Friday, 
October 15 that the chamber’s own investigation is almost com¬ 
pleted. The chamber looked at its books and determined between 
$25,000 and $28,000 is missing, Laramore said. 

“We’ve put safeguards in place to ensure nothing like this hap¬ 
pens again,” she said, adding that the chamber will file an insur¬ 
ance claim to recoup the missing funds. 

“Our contract with Sonoma County will continue,” Laramore 
added. The chamber gets about $90,000 of its $231,772 budget 
from the county. 

Former Sonoma County Supervisor Ernie Carpenter has been 
hired as the interim director, Laramore said, and he will work there 
for the next several months. 

On the law enforcement side, Sergeant Chris Spallino of the 
Sonoma County Sheriff’s Department said the department’s in¬ 
vestigation should be over in about a week. 

Supervisor Mike Reilly said county auditors have already found 
about $23,000 in missing chamber funds, and there might be more. 

It is unclear how the missing funds went undetected or when 
the money started disappearing. Reilly told the B.A.R. last week that 
the investigation was initiated after authorities received a call urg¬ 
ing them to check the chamber’s books for irregularities. The call 
was made a week before the office was searched on Tuesday, Octo¬ 
ber 5. 

Fogle was in the office at the time of the search, but did not ap¬ 
pear to be concerned about the investigation and worked the rest 
of the day. The next day, however, he did not show up for work. He 
was reported missing when he failed to show up at the office on 
Thursday, October 7, and his body was found later that day in the 
motel room. T

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shooting ‘Testosterone’

n the opening frames of Testosterone, we see the love 
life of the movie’s hero, Dean Seagrave (David Sut¬ 
cliffe), depicted in the panels of his latest comic 
book (oops! graphic novel) as if the surfing dudes 
from The Endless Summer had woken up on some 
sandy beach in each other’s arms. As the balloons 
over the heads of Dean and Pablo proclaim, life for 
► these loverboys is “like a cheesy chick-flick mon¬ 
tage.” Alas, we soon discover that Pablo has flown their 
love nest to get respectably married in his native Ar¬ 
gentina. 

Director David Moreton, remembered for his sensa¬ 
tional debut film Edge of Seventeen, perhaps the best 
American film ever made about the pitfalls of coming 
out for an adolescent male, returns with a trickier chal¬ 
lenge: getting the audience to identify with the plight of 
an adult male who behaves like a petulant teenager 
when his heart is broken. Moreton’s solution (crafted 
with the assistance of Dennis Hensley, from James 
Robert Baker’s novel) is to move the bulk of the story to 
Buenos Aires, where the now-jet-lagged Dean’s pleas, 
“I’m not really an asshole, just lovesick,” can be accept¬ 
ed with the suspension of disbelief needed to tolerate 
the Miss Manners-free-zone of a comic-book hero. 

Moreton survived growing up Mormon in Utah. 
Ironically, his family’s affection for him increased when 
he came out and renounced the chtfrch. He believes that 
a strong sense of place has helped ground his first two 
stories. With Edge of Seventeen, whenever he encoun¬ 
tered problems with the twists and turns of young Eric’s 
plight, he reminded himself, “This is 1984 in Sandusky, 
Ohio.” Voila! Eric’s struggles to achieve a cool look, to 
not fit in and yet not get beaten to a pulp, resulted in a 
hilarious fashion-victim look (with every possible sexy 
bad haircut) complemented by a soundtrack where the 
gay anthem of Bronski Beat had to duke it out with 
mid-’80s Top 40. 

Quality people 

In Testosterone the book, Dean runs amok within 
well-known LA zip codes. Moreton discovered to his de¬ 
light that switching the action to Buenos Aires resulted 
not only in achieving a top-flight supporting cast (Ar¬ 
gentine hottie Antonio Sabato, Jr. as Pablo, and Brazil¬ 
ian veteran Sonia Braga as Pablo’s terror of a mother) at 
budget rates, but seemed to give the story a dizzying off- 
kilter feeling for Dean and the audience. “Argentina be¬ 
comes a character in the movie. I really liked playing 
out aspects of that culture, the people around him: 
Sofia, Marcos, and the other characters. I love seeing

Double play 

Rotating solo turns at Exit on Taylor

ames Brown wears the title of 
“the hardest-working man in 
show business.” For the next 
few weeks, Mollena Williams can 
lay claim to the distaff equivalent. 

Williams is performing on al¬ 
ternate nights two revealing solo 
shows that are emotionally and 
physically demanding. No Good 
Deed, playing Saturdays at Exit on 
Taylor, recounts with humor and 
horror her experience of being 
charged with sexual harassment by 
a colleague at Wells Fargo. 69Sto- 
ries: One Pervert's Tale, playing Fri¬ 
days, traces her journey from tam¬ 
bourine player in a Salvation Army 
band to submissive masochist in 
the San Francisco BDSM scene. 

For opening night, Williams 
performed the two pieces in suc¬ 
cession, so critics could see both 
in a single outing. Too bad other 
audiences won’t get that chance. 
Performing the 60-minute No 
Good Deed as a first act and par¬ 
ing the two-act 69Stories back to 
an hour for a second act would 
provide a solid night at the the¬ 
ater. But as stand-alone shows, No 
Good Deed is a little thin and 
69Stories a little over stretched. 

Williams first performed 
69Stories as part of the 2001 SF 
Fringe Festival, where it ran just 
under an hour. Picked up by 
Crowded Fire and directed by its 
artistic director Rebecca Novick, it 
is now a meandering, sporadically 
engrossing piece that spends too 
much time on family matters and 
not enough exploring the reasons 
and ramifications of Williams’ 
discovery of painful pleasures. 

After all, here is a bright, opin¬ 
ionated, forceful and talented 
black woman who chooses to be 
shackled and whipped by men 
who are usually white. She does 
make a humorous feint in that di¬ 
rection, saying that after her first 
BDSM experience, she decided 
she wanted to “grow up to be a 
slave. I have a genetic advantage.” 

Williams often punctures the 
play’s most intense moments, like 
her agonizing screams while being 
whipped at the Power Exchange, 
with a joke or comic situation. She 
sings “My Favorite Things,” but 
that list-song now references ob¬ 
jects of torture rather than 
whiskers on kittens and schnitzel 
with noodles. We laugh, but we 
don’t learn. 

This is the premiere for No

Good Deed, which recounts 
Williams’ move from Los Angeles 
to the Bay Area to work for Wells 
Fargo. Though billed as a prequel 
to 69Stories, much of the story 
takes place after her discovery of 
her submissive sexual interests but 
makes no references to them de¬ 
spite the piece’s sexually explicit 
discussions. 

Even so, No Good Deed, direct¬ 
ed by Amy Mueller, is the better 
written and performed piece. 
Again, there is a mix of laughs and 
pain, though in this case, the pain 
is of the unwanted kind. Thinking 
that she has bonded with a female 
coworker, Williams offers her tips 
on masturbation, recommends 
she explore sex with women, and 
playfully tweaks her new friend’s 
nipples during a hard-drinking 
night on the town. 

The coworker reports all this to 
her bosses, and Williams is sent 
home while the charges are inves¬ 
tigated. She slumps into a depres¬ 
sion, mixing Coke and vodka for 
her morning pick-me-up before 
finding evidence that could help 
explain her actions. It’s a scary tale 
of workplace rules gone wrong. ▼

turning on a dime, he sang a bash¬ 
ful “Manhattan” or a dreamily 
passionate “So In Love.” His wist¬ 
ful treatment of “The Man I Love” 
(no gender revisions for Caetano) 
stopped the show for me, but it 
was his electrifying rendition of 
“Cucurrucucu Paloma,” from his 
Spanish album, that brought the 
house down. 

In one of many charming 
asides, he confessed his native 
Portuguese remains a lovely mys¬ 
tery to most of the world, and that 
singing in Spanish has brought 
him closer to millions, but that 
English is the language of power. 

He was only half-joking. There 
is also no doubt it will make him 
understandable to many millions 
more, and his sensuous accent 
goes a long way in softening the 
harder edges. 

The most important thing, as 
he sang in a mystical “Nature 
Boy,” “is to love and be loved in re¬ 
turn.” When he encored with a 
gorgeous “Manha De Carnival,” 
Caetano Veloso set the seal on a 
universal sentiment. ▼ 


R.E.M.

F resh off the rallying Vote for 
Change tour of swing states 
earlier this month, veteran 
alternative rockers R.E.M. took 
UC Berkeley’s Greek Theatre by 
storm last Friday night. The night 
was chilly in the outdoor venue, 
with ski-caps onstage and off, but 
R.E.M. kept the crowd warm with 
a blistering, inspiring two-hour 
set that urged political action. 

As soon as R.E.M. took the 
stage with their ’86 ode to political 
activism “Begin the Begin,” it was 
clear that their show’s theme 
would be the current political cli¬ 
mate and how to change it. For a 
band whose originally guitar- 
based sound has grown mellower 
over the years, it was a surprise to 
hear only a few slow songs and 
only one song that featured a lead 
piano, the Hollywood fantasy 
“Electrolite.” The band’s thunder¬ 
ous set drew heavily from their 
catalog of mid-’80s political rock¬ 
ers, from the presently apt “Wel- 
cbme to the Occupation” to the 
anthemic “Cuyahoga,” in which 
singer Michael Stipe urged, “Let’s 
put our heads together and start a 
new country up.” During “Drive” 
from their 1992 masterpiece Auto¬ 
matic for the People, the first line’s 
mention of being “bush¬ 
whacked” drew zealous cheers. 

The older, raucous songs com¬ 
bined well with newer ones like 
“Bad Day,” a reprimand of main¬ 
stream media, and the hip-hop- 
driven “Outsiders,” from new 
album Around the Sun. The gor¬ 
geous ballad “I Wanted to be 
Wrong,” which Stipe dedicated to

his father, a retired Army officer, 
articulated the confusion that 
many have felt these past few 
years. In his introduction to the 
song, performed amid red, white, 
and blue lights, Stipe expressed his 
anger at questions of his antiwar 
views. “As someone who was 
raised on a military base, I’m 
someone who’s walked the walk.” 

The band mostly let their 
songs do the political ranting. 
Dressed in a gray suit, Stipe 
bounced around the stage like a 
butterfly, dancing and slithering 
though each uptempo number. 
The once-aloof performer re¬ 
minded us why he’s become one 
of the greatest rock frontmen. 

R.E.M .’s appearance at the rela¬ 
tively small Greek Theatre, last 
played by them in ’85 during their 
underground status heyday, was 


evidence of their steadily declining 
record sales. Today, R.E.M. is a 
large cult band. But they appeared 
to feel right at home in the mid¬ 
sized venue, celebrating their most 
successful songs. Performing their 
first hit single “The One I Love,” 
Stipe extended his arm in dedica¬ 
tion to each corner of the audience. 

The show’s most direct state¬ 
ment of the band’s political views 
came during the encore when 
Stipe unveiled the Kerry T-shirt 
underneath his buttoned shirt, 
which was met by cheers. Before 
urging the crowd to vote on No¬ 
vember 2 no matter what their 
political leanings, he clarified for 
those who couldn’t see his attire in 
the back sections of the am¬ 
phitheater, “My shirt says one 
word: Kerry,” drawing the loudest 
applause of the night. ▼ 


Brazilian showstopper 

Caetano Veloso graces SF Jazz Fest

T he audience for singer- 
songwriter Caetano Veloso’s 
SF Jazz concert at Masonic 
Auditorium last Saturday said it 
all. They said it with their hands 
and their shouts of approval. They 
said it with their rapt attention 
and, ultimately, they said it with 
their feet and their swaying bodies. 
Whatever language “Brazil’s unof¬ 
ficial poet laureate” sings in, his 
artistry transcends borders. 


He also puts on one hell of a 
show. With a minimum of stage 
gimmickry and only six sidemen, 
the 62-year-old cultural icon mes¬ 
merized a sellout crowd for an un¬ 
interrupted two hours. 

With a career spanning four 
decades, one might expect Veloso 
to be resting on his laurels, but the 
A Foreign Sound tour (after the re¬ 
cently released CD) indicates a 
phenomenal second wind. He has 
already taken Miami and Los An¬ 
geles by storm, and he will finish 
the Stateside leg of the visit in his 
belovecj Nova York. It isn’t sur¬ 
prising to fans and critics who 
have compared him, over the 
years, to Bob Dylan, John Lennon 
and even Miles Davis. 

The new album is his first in 
English, an eclectic mix of mostly 
American composers ranging 
from Cole Porter to Kurt Cobain 
and Stevie Wonder. It is part 
homage and part apologia. Veloso 
grew up on these songs and, for 
better or worse, they shaped his 
philosophy and world view. 

They also informed his writ¬ 
ing. Ever since he scandalized the 
Brazilian rightist regime in the 
late 1960s with his overtly politi¬ 
cal protest music (resulting in jail 
time and a self-imposed exile to 
England), Veloso has been rest¬ 
lessly evolving. 

In his memoir Tropical Truth, 
he explains the growth of the 
“Tropicalia” movement as an an¬ 
swer to North American domi¬ 
nance sustained by the military 
junta. His time in London only 
fanned the flames of dissension. 


Psychedelic rock and the Beatles 
exerted a strong influence. 

What a long strange trip it’s 
been for the handsome youth with 
a flexible sexuality who grossed 
out a conservative crowd at a Sao 
Paulo music festival by skipping 
the customary tuxedo and ap¬ 
pearing with a rock band. When 
they booed and literally turned 
their backs on him, he responded 
by finishing the set with his back 
turned to them. 

Last Saturday night’s concert 
was performed face front, some¬ 
times standing in a pool of light or 
rushing kinetically about the 
stage, but more often sitting 
down, with or without his guitar. 

Veloso’s voice has always been 
liquid and expressive, but it has 
acquired a burnished gleam with 
a feathery top that can also widen 
with stunning power. His loose- 
limbed body language is an as¬ 
sortment of conscious and natur¬ 
al gestures that run the gamut 
from sexy suggestiveness to good- 
natured goofiness. 

Angry love 

The playlist was every bit as 
varied, some numbers working 
better than others. A few failed be¬ 
cause of their theatrical preten¬ 
sions — notably, an angry “Love 
for. Sale” — but taken as cabaret, 
they could be newly viewed as art 
songs. The arrangements and 
backup also ran hot and cold, 
though some of the solos were ex¬ 
citing. 

Veloso thrilled the crowd with 
a few of his own sambas. Then,

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The thin lady sings 

San Francisco Opera's tepid ' Tosca'

an Francisco Opera’s in¬ 
creasingly bipolar program 
books, smutty or silly cover 
photos matched with bizarrely 
academic essays on politics and 
psychology, and too many typo¬ 
graphical and factual errors, hit a 
new low with Tosca. Granted, the 
opera’s infamous “shabby little 
shocker” epithet came originally 
from UC Berkeley’s Joseph Ker¬ 
man, but that doesn’t excuse 
retelling the apocryphal story of 
the very fat soprano who, jumping 
from the parapet of the Castel St. 
Angelo in the third act, bounces so 
high off the mattress placed for 
her protection that she reappears 
in sight of the audience. 

Well, har-de-har. The fattest 
sopranos I ever heard sing Tosca in 
San Francisco were Regine 
Crespin (70) and Monsterrat Ca¬ 
balle (78) and neither, to my 
knowledge, bounced. They didn’t 
sing it particularly well, however. 
The two finest SFO Toscas I’ve 
heard since I first encountered the 
work with Renata Tebaldi in 1956 
were the slender glam divas 
Dorothy Kirsten (’60, ’65,72) and 
Gwyneth Jones (in 78, the single 
best Tosca I’ve ever heard or seen 
anywhere). Fat had nothing to do 
with it. 

Nor did it last Wednesday 
when SFO trotted out the Lotfi 
Mansouri-Thierry Bosquet pro¬ 
duction mounted to re-open the 


War Memorial after the traumatic 
seismic retrofit of ’96-’97. The 
diva was Carol Vaness, locally a 
beloved figure, but one who 
should not be hired to sing dra¬ 
matic roles like this any longer — 
if she ever should have. A smart, 
musical lyric soprano, she gets 
through the part with guile and 
experience. She hits all the notes, 
even that ghastly high C on “Io 
quella lama” in Act III, as she ex¬ 
plains to Cavaradossi how she 
plunged the knife into Scarpia’s 
heart, but her voice currently has 
no personality, sounding thin and 
pinched when it should be ripe 
and voluptuous. 

As restaged by Sandra Bern- 
hard, Tosca also stabs Scarpia in 
the back, a bit of visceral realism 
that helped elevate the second act 
to the kind of throbbing excite¬ 
ment missing in the rest of the 
production. The audience was ap¬ 
preciative at the end, though bare¬ 
ly applauding the arias. A good 
thing if you like continuous 
drama; a bad thing if you consid¬ 
er that the singing wasn’t thrilling 
enough to warrant applause. 
Bernhard (or Vaness) also re¬ 
tained one of my favorite mo¬ 
ments — the exact place where 
Tosca drops the knife. You can 
hear it in the music, but, to my 
knowledge, only Mansouri ever 
stages it correctly. 

Looking respectable 

As my opera-seasoned com¬ 
panion said, “It’s impossible to ruin 


the ending of Tosca’s second act.” 
He’s right, and this cast did noth¬ 
ing to prove him wrong. The char¬ 
acters looked realistic, conscien¬ 
tiously did exactly what the libret¬ 
to told them to do, and generated 
almost no heat. In other words, this 
was a respectable performance of 
not exactly a respectable opera, 
and, except for the end of the sec¬ 
ond act, not a thrilling, moving or 
very Italian one. 

Most disappointing was Mark 
Delavan’s Scarpia. He looked like 
a well-fed insurance salesman, 
certainly not like the sardonic, 
sex-mad police chief whom for 
years I have been fantasizing chas¬ 
ing me around the furniture in the 
Palazzo Farnese. Menace is not 
Delavan’s strong suit, and the role 
is not congenial to his mellow 
baritone. The only time it rang 
out with authority was when he 
came all the way down to the 
sweet spot and roared “Bramo!” in 
Act II. Otherwise, his singing was 
neat and musical, but without any 
edge or sexuality. Which is odd, 
because his Dutchman at San 
Francisco Symphony two years 
ago had all that and more. Wagn¬ 
er, however, is not Puccini, as one 
remembers sadly from James 
Morris’jejune attempts at Scarpia. 

His antagonist was worse. 
Debutant Miroslav Dvorsky lists 
The Bartered Bride among his 
credits. My companion, a tenor 
freak, suggested even less kindly, 
The Student Prince. In addition to 
I a pleasantly tenorish sound which 


doesn’t cut it as Cavaradossi, 
Dvorsky wears a beard. Sorry, pos¬ 
sums, but no aristo in 1800 wore a 
beard, and it frankly looks awful 
with the period costumes. 

If Delavan and Dvorsky were 
disappointing, Donald Runnicles 
in the pit was heroic. After a series 
of really bad Italian conductors 
here, Runnicles, in his first-ever 
SFO Tosca, applied both emetic 
and cattle prod, resulting in a 
freely flowing, thoroughly alive 
performance that clearly regis¬ 


tered Puccini’s amazing scoring 
devices. And all without a hint of 
British condescension. 

Make no mistake, this “shabby 
little shocker” is a brilliant piece of 
music theater, but it is music first 
of all. The clarinet solo that intro¬ 
duces “E lucevan le stelle” was so 
wonderfully phrased that I wished 
it, instead of the tenor, had fin¬ 
ished the aria. T

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Meet the master cinematographer 

Films of James Wong Howe play the Castro Theatre 


by Tavo Amador 


H ames Wong Howe (1899- 
/' 1976) was one of classic Hol- 
w lywood’s most prolific and 
gifted cinematographers. At home 
on studio sets or on location, 
comfortable with black-and-white 
or color, he subordinated his style 
to the film’s requirements, not 
making cinematography an end in 
itself. Born in China, he arrived in 
America at age five. Despite ram¬ 
pant racism, he was among the 
few Asians succeeding in Tinsel¬ 
town. The Castro Theatre’s Octo¬ 
ber 22-28 retrospective of some of 
his movies affords an opportunity 
to assess his work. 


Victor Fleming’s Mantrap (’26) 
is a silent comedy starring leg¬ 
endary “It Girl” Clara Bow as a 
manicurist who marries a back¬ 
woodsman. In John Franken- 
heimer’s chilling Seconds (’66), 
Rock Hudson plays a man so 
eager to escape his life that he un¬ 
dergoes transforming plastic 
surgery. Howe’s camerawork em¬ 
phasizes the character’s paranoia.

Paul Newman is his sexy, arro¬ 
gant best as Hud (’63), Martin 
Ritt’s iconic study of an amoral 
egotist. Patricia Neal’s Oscar-win¬ 
ning Alma, the woman whom 
Hud fails to bed (“All you had to 
do was ask,”) is memorable.

Picnic (’55) is based on gay play¬ 
wright William Inge’s stage suc¬ 
cess. Inge, a proteg6 and briefly 
lover of Tennessee Williams, knew 
how stultifying small-town life 
could be. Beautiful Kim Novak is 
engaged to wealthy Cliff Robert¬ 
son, but the arrival of his college 
buddy (a hot William Holden) ig¬ 
nites her passions.

Sexual response 

Williams wrote The Rose Tattoo 
(’55) for Anna Magnani, but her 
lack of English resulted in Mau¬ 
reen Stapleton creating Serafma 
on Broadway. Magnani played her 
in the movie and won an Oscar as 
a widow grieving for her hus¬ 
band’s sexual prowess. Burt Lan¬ 
caster is the dimwit determined to 
give her the pleasure she misses. 
Censorship minimized the sexual 
comedy while focusing on the 
melodrama, but the volcanic 
Magnani is often very funny. 
Lovely Marisa Pavan is the daugh¬ 
ter whose sexual awakenings ter¬ 
rify Serafina, and trigger a hyster¬ 
ical response that borders on 
comic lunacy. Howe’s Academy 
Award-winning images show a 
Florida coastal village as seen 
through the eyes of immigrant Si¬ 
cilians. Daniel Mann directed. 
Inge had his first hit with Come 
Back Little Sheba (’52), starring 
Broadway legend Shirley Booth. 
Booth, who would later entrance 
Baby Boomers as television’s 
Hazel, got the movie part over 
Bette Davis, and won the Best Ac¬ 
tress Oscar as Lola, the slovenly 
housewife longing for the return 
of her small dog, Sheba. She is 
amazing. Lancaster plays her alco¬ 
holic husband, Doc, and Terry 
Moore is the student boarder who 
reignites his lust. Hunky Richard 
Jaekel is her boyfriend. Mann also 
directed. Howe’s camerawork cap¬ 
tures the tender bleakness of Lola 
and Doc’s lives. (10/24) 

Ronald Coleman is The Prison¬ 
er of Zenda (’37), one of Holly¬ 
wood’s best swashbucklers. Sexy 
villain Douglas Fairbanks, Jr. 
looks great in tights and steals the 
film. Howe’s camerawork allowed 
Coleman to play lookalikes — 
they even shake hands. With 
Madeleine Carroll, one of the era’s

great beauties, Mary Astor, and 
David Niven. John Cromwell, fa¬ 
ther of actor James Cromwell, di¬ 
rected. Although remembered for 
musicals, Busby Berkeley deliv¬ 
ered the melodrama in They Made 
Me a Criminal (’39). Sexy, ple¬ 
beian John Garfield is a boxer un¬ 
justly suspected of murder. 
Howe’s camera enhances the ring¬ 
side scenes. (10/25) 

As Nick and Nora Charles, 
William Powell and Myrna Loy 
drink and quip their way to solv¬ 
ing murder in The Thin Man 
(’34). Woody “One Take” Van 
Dyke shot the picture, based on 
Dashiell Hammett’s novel, in 18 
days. Howe’s lighting is suitably 
atmospheric. Powell and Clark 
Gable face Manhattan Melodrama 
(’34), playing boyhood pals whose 
adult paths diverge, with Loy as 
the woman they love. Howe sug¬ 
gests the Big Apple, even though it 
was shot in MGM’s back lot.

Robert Mitchum is Pursued 
(’47), a Western about a man re¬ 
constructing his family history.

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Beyond the kitchen sink 

Mike Leigh makes a masterpiece with ' Vera Drake'

n the opening scenes of Vera 
Drake, Vera, played by Imelda 
Staunton as a cross between a 
human Cabbage Patch Doll and a 
kindly old maiden aunt, is scurry¬ 
ing about her daily rounds, dis¬ 
pensing a bit of kindness here, fix¬ 
ing a cup of tea there. At first, Vera 
seems like the dowdy heroine in 
The Killing of Sister George, who 
tended to her flock of aging pen¬ 
sioners and hapless unwed school¬ 
girls who were “in the family way” 
Only gradually do we realize that 
Vera dispenses a service that is a 
tad more potent and controversial 
than tea, although a service that 
too begins with a kettle of hot 
water. 

In his latest work and very pos¬ 
sibly his career masterpiece, 
British filmmaker Mike Leigh 
(Life Is Sweet, High Hopes, Naked) 
goes beyond his almost-docu- 
mentary portraits of English 
working-class characters, present¬ 
ing a minutely observed collection 
of parallel stories whose only 
common connection is Vera 
Drake. 

A woman who makes her liv¬ 
ing dusting rich people’s furni¬ 
ture, Vera is, on the side, helping 
women through the simple steps 
of inducing a miscarriage at 
home, an illegal abortion that 
won’t require a trip to a nosy doc¬ 
tor or expensive hospital. 

As with all of Leigh’s films, we 


come to know Vera through her 
family and the intricate matrix of 
people she touches on her rounds. 
Her husband owns a garage, her 
grown son gets on as a tailor, and 
a daughter is dating a shy guy. 
When Vera’s life comes crashing 
down, these people will feel her 
absence most. 

Heightened drama 

In town with his leading lady 
Staunton to present Vera Drake at 
the Mill Valley Film Festival, Mike 
Leigh jokes that although he traf¬ 
fics in reality on screen and got his 
start making his kitchen-sink- 
style dramas for British television 
in the 70s, he certainly wouldn’t 
call them reality shows. 

“It has got as much to do with 
that as it has with space travel. All 
movies effect to be something real 
going on when you see them. The 
truth is, most movies aren’t. You’re 
aware of some kind of fake thing 
going on in front of the camera. I 
like to make films where we ap¬ 
proach it in such a way as to make 
what happens in front of the cam¬ 
era be totally real, almost as 
though it was a documentary. But 
they’re not documentaries, or re¬ 
ality shows. They’re heightened, 
distilled, thematic, dramatic, cine¬ 
matic movies, and that’s vastly dif¬ 
ferent from a reality show or doc¬ 
umentary, or indeed your regular 
Hollywood picture.” 

Leigh’s trademark is the in¬ 
tense rehearsal time, often up to 
six months, that he spends with 


his cast, where he and they create 
their characters’ back-stories from 
birth. Imelda Staunton says that 
since this was her first time work¬ 
ing with Leigh, she wasn’t sure 
what to expect. 

“Creating a character from the 
moment they’re born is extremely 
unusual, and it makes it quite 
hard to read a script for the next 
job. It was so layered, but it was six 
months of rehearsing, meaning 
creating the characters, living with 
that family day after day, and real¬ 
ly inhabiting their lives. So it was 
then extremely easy to film it, be¬ 
cause you were those people. That 
surprised me, because I didn’t 
know how he worked, and I 
thought, ‘Improvising, oh that 
means be funny, or just do it now.’ 
By the time you come to film, you 
could have done anything with 
that woman.” 

One of the benefits of Leigh’s 
system is that, even when con¬ 
structed around extremely sensi¬ 
tive issues, his films don’t come off 
as political tracts. Also, there are 
practically no heroes or villains. 
'When the police finally come to 
call, arresting Vera on Christmas 
Eve, we sense that they are just 
doing their job. 

“Of course, there were bad 
cops then just as there were good 
cops. For bad cops to show up and 
give her a hard time: we’d learn 
nothing from that at all. These are 
guys carrying out their duty be¬ 
cause it’s illegal, and it seerqed far 
more illuminating for them to be 


the sympathetic characters that we 
created.” 

Leigh notes that the era he de¬ 
picts, ’50s London, was a time 
when abortion still existed in a 
gray zone. It was available at a 
price for the middle-class — in a 
one scene, a doctor asks a troubled 
young woman for £150 but later 
agrees to do it for £100 — but the 
young, the poor and foreign-born, 
the women that Vera sees, have no 
other options. Leigh says that 
while access to abortions is politi¬ 
cally secure in Britain, he’s aware 
that in the US and elsewhere, the 
right exists on an extremely slip¬ 
pery slope. 

“If you remember, the doctor 
says to the mother of the girl 
[whose abortion results in infec¬ 
tion], ‘We see cases like this every 
weekend!’ One of the things you 
may go away from this film with 
is whether Vera might have done 
one previously that might have 
gone wrong. She wouldn’t know 
about it, and it wouldn’t have 
been traced. It did go wrong very 
often, and that’s a very important 
point, because there are people 
who want to take the law back to 
where it used to be: outlawing 
abortion. There is no question if 
that happens, this is what will 
happen.” 

Staunton says one of her most 
challenging scenes was to depict 
Vera’s reaction as she stands 
awestruck before a judge, who, in 
the British custom, is referred to 
as “Your Worship” or “Your Lord-

ship.” “I think intimidation is the 
word that would be used, and 
here’s a woman thrown into this 
virtually other planet. She doesn’t 
understand anything that they’re 
saying. She is utterly mortified 
and embarrassed. All those things 
are being talked about in front of 
a lot of people. She has no voice, 
because she’s literally struck dumb 
emotionally.” 

Leigh adds that his courtroom 
scenes don’t unfold in the Holly¬ 
wood manner of films like To Kill 
a Mockingbird, “one of the great 
movies. But there are different 
ways of moving an audience, in¬ 
stead of taking an audience on a 
journey that arrives at an emo¬ 
tionally and moral finite conclu¬ 
sion. I prefer to stimulate, in an 
audience, a sense of how things 
should be. In the context of Vera 
Drake: Is she a criminal? Or is so¬ 
ciety at fault? I don’t consider it’s 
my job to create the cathartic, fi¬ 
nite conclusion.” Opens Friday. ▼

Seven hunky brothers

A sk what’s the gayest movie 
musical, and you’re liable to 
be told some funny person 
thing with Babs, or that Liza-in- 
Berlin number. But I’ve always 
been brought to an upright posi¬ 
tion by Seven Brides for Seven 
Brothers (1954). It’s just been re¬ 
issued in a souped-up double- 
DVD edition, along with a couple 
of classics making their DVD de¬ 
buts — all three parts of the ulti¬ 
mate celebration of movie musi¬ 
cals, That’s Entertainment!, and 
that major oddity, Damn Yankees. 



A classic from the day it pre¬ 
miered, Seven Brides has delight¬ 
ful songs, a perky story, and those 
seven bachelor brothers. They’re 
butch, they’re blazing redheads 
every one of ’em, they live all to¬ 
gether in a backwoods 
bunkhouse, and they dance up a 
storm. Actually, they dance up the 
side of a barn, in one of filmdom’s 
most famous sequences, “The 
Barn Raising.” Even better, 
though, is the rousingly masculine 
“Competition Dance” that pro¬ 
ceeds it, as they show off for those 
titular Brides. 

Not merely excellent dancers, 
these brothers are fabulous fanta¬ 
sy fodder. NY City Ballet’s Jacques 
d’Amboise was the shiniest at a 
mere 17. He’s just bustin’ out. 
Cute acrobat Russ Tamblyn was 
20. Musical film vets Tommy Rail 
and Matt Mattox were 25 and 33; 
the eldest brother was Marc Platt, 
a Ballet Russe dancer who’d been 
Broadway’s original “Dream 
Curlie” in Oklahoma! These guys 
were so good that a complex 
number like “Lonesome Polecat” 
was shot in a continuous take. The 
only brother who wasn’t a dancer 
is the biggest andl>utchest. Hand¬ 
some hunk Jeff Richards had been 


a pro baseball player before going 
into acting. What a dreamboat! 

This isn’t the first time Seven 
Brides has made it to DVD. What’s 
this reissue got? Picture quality 
and especially the sound have 
been improved. The making-of 
documentary has been expanded. 
Director Stanley Donen provides 
a commentary tract, but doesn’t 
say much. The most curious addi¬ 
tion is a second version of the 
movie. Since few theatres were 
equipped to show the Cinemas¬ 
cope original, the studio ordered 
a second, standard-screen-sized 
version be made simultaneously. 
Never seen before, it’s on a second 
disc in this set, and it’s fun to com¬ 
pare the differences — each scene 
had to be shot twice! 

Making this alternate version 
cost so much that location shoot¬ 
ing was vetoed, and Seven Broth¬ 
ers was confined to sound stages. 
Although the creators lament it, 
I’ve enjoyed the way this styliza¬ 
tion boosts the movie’s theatrical 
effect, actually aiding suspension 
of disbelief. 



Dead show walking 

If Seven Brides is a movie mu¬ 
sical liberated by its stage sets, 
Damn Yankees (’58) is a stage mu¬ 
sical made earthbound by its stage 
sets. Although it’s the rare film 
version that stars the entire origi¬ 
nal Broadway cast, except for Tab 
Hunter in the male lead, it also has 
the Broadway production’s un- 
filmic sets, a play-for-the balcony 
style that’s uncomfortable on film, 
and a lax hand that waits for 
hoary jokes to land. Director Stan¬ 
ley Donen was sleepwalking 
through this one. It’s so old-fash¬ 
ioned it’s liable to make viewers 
impatient. 

Too bad. Because what makes 
Damn Yankees a treasure is Gwen 
Verdon in her original role, the 


comic temptress Lola. And in a 
truly historic moment, she’s part¬ 
nered for one number by choreo¬ 
grapher Bob Fosse, in their only 
on-screen appearance together. 
Those who know the latter-day 
Fosse may be surprised by the 
shallowness of Yankees’ hootchie 
and kootchie. It’s all routines. 
Character-based choreography 
came late to Fosse (if at all), and 
the Damn Yankees dances don’t 
even have the snap of the preced¬ 
ing year’s Pajama Game. Still, 
Gwen gets to cut loose near the 
end of the movie, and for five 
minutes, there’s major hallelujah. 



And that’s what That’s Enter¬ 
tainment is all about. I couldn’t 
watch all of it before writing this 
report, the box set has nearly nine 
hours of material! This glorious 
celebration of the MGM musical 
(Part Two has sections devoted to 
non-musicals) is the perfect rainy- 
day delight: plug into it anywhere, 
and enjoy the bounty. The movies 
are available separately, but only 
with the box set do you get the 
Bonus disc. Here are even more 
documentaries, and also an hour 
of “Treasures from the Vault.” 
Over a dozen numbers left on the 
cutting-room floor. These include 
a clutch of Judy Garland clips. 
There’s “Mr. Monotony,” in com¬ 
plete form (in the movie, it’s se¬ 
verely though artfully edited.) It’s 
a strange hoot. Almost complete¬ 
ly unstaged, it leaves Judy demon¬ 
strating the complete gamut of 
drag-queen poses. And I adored a 
clip of young Yvonne de Carlo ser¬ 
enading bare-chested Vittorio 
Gassman. But one of the movie’s 
directors says they found 135 un¬ 
used numbers. So why aren’t there 
more on this disc? Somebody’s 
holding out on us. But don’t let 
that hold you back from relishing 
this set. T

foreplay between Dean and Mar¬ 
cos, from a cute meet over Dean’s 
graphic novel to a pants-dropping 
hint of sexual fireworks, gives us a 
glimpse of director Moreton’s tal¬ 
ent for delivering a hot sex scene 
between characters who are on 
very different pages as to what the 
sex means, or where it might lead. 
As Marcos says, “It’s just sex, 
honey! Don’t, as you Americans 
say, get your panties all in a knot!” 

“Both Testosterone and Edge of 
Seventeen deal with sexuality as 
one of the primary motivations of 
the characters,” Moreton told me. 
“It was important to have sex 
scenes that felt real. In the casting 
of both movies, I was very clear 
with the actors as to what would 
be required of them. In auditions, 
I had them do scenes where they 
needed to kiss the other men. You 
can tell really quickly if the actor 


is up for the challenge. 

“In Edge of Seventeen, because 
the character was having his first 
sexual experiences, it was really 
easy to manage the actor. He was 
in bed with another man for the 
first time, he literally was, on film. 
When I film those scenes, I sit 
down with the actors and am re¬ 
ally clear about where the camera 
is going to be, what the other actor 
is going to be doing, are they 
going to be asked to expose their 
butt. Then it becomes like a job. 

“The other thing I tell the ac¬ 
tors is why the sex is important in 
the movie. In Edge of Seventeen, 
there’s a scene where Eric has in¬ 
tercourse for the first time? what is 
that like for a gay man. That scene 
is close to being rape! I don’t think 
he’s totally on-board with it, but 
he goes through with it because 
that’s what the guy he thinks he’s 
in love with wants. 

“With Testosterone, it was more 
challenging, because these charac¬ 
ters were supposed to be 30some- 


thing gay men who’d had a lot of 
sex. Luckily, some of the actors 
were gay, some were straight, an 
interesting mix. Antonio Sabato, 
Jr. (Pablo) was really interested in 
pushing the envelope, in being 
seen and believed as a gay man. In 
Argentina, his image is of this 
hunky poster boy. This time, he 
wanted to be seen as something 
totally different. 

“There’s a scene where he’s 
with a eater-waiter, at a party. 
They go into this back room, and 
Antonio turns the guy around and 
bends him over the pool table! I 
yelled, ‘Cut!’ I said, ‘I’m glad you’re 
excited, but most gay men don’t 
go right to that.’ In the end, it’s a 
really hot scene.” 

Moreton adds that this sense of 
adventure probably explains why 
so many gay parts go to straight 
actors “who are willing to just go 
for it, and are not worried that 
wild sex onscreen will type them 
as gay.” Opens Friday at the Lu- 
miere. JT

Final days & October surprises 


by Victoria A. Brownworth 

arring any 2000-style vote- 
, count surprises, the election 

will soon be over. Until 
then, the stumping, which looks 
more like stomping, continues fe¬ 
rociously. At presstime, the right¬ 
wing-owned, Bush-supporting 
Sinclair Broadcasting Corporation 
[SBC], which owns 63 TV stations 
nationwide, had its own October 
surprise planned. SBC has ordered 
its affiliates to pre-empt prime¬ 
time programming to run a fea¬ 
ture-length version of the Swift 
Boat ads trashing John Kerry’s 
service in Vietnam. SBC previous¬ 
ly refused to allow its affiliates to 
air the Nightline episode “The 
Fallen,” Ted Koppel’s reading of 
the names of the war dead as their 
pictures were shown. 

Even the utterly-bought-by- 
Bush-and-Ashcroft FCC is con¬ 
cerned, and issued a letter to SBC 
last week, but the programming 
was still scheduled at presstime. 
Whether or not the film runs, the 
media attention it is getting has 
raised the entire Swift Boat con¬ 
troversy yet again. On October 14, 
Nightline ran its own controversial 
segment. ABC sent reporters back 
to the scene of the firefight in 
which Kerry won his Silver Star, 
and interviewed Vietnamese who 
were there at the time. 

The Swift Boat Veterans for 
Truth [SBVT], largely debunked as 
tools of Karl Rove and the Bush re- 
election campaign, continue to have 
teeth. Their ads and the attention 
they received were responsible for 
Kerry’s drop in the polls in August 
and September. Which explains 
why they are back in October. 

The Nightline piece filmed in 
Vietnam included interviews with 
the Vietnamese who witnessed the 
intense firefight that decimated 
their village and nearly killed sev¬ 
eral of them. In the final segment, 
Ted Koppel interviewed SBVT 
leader John O’Neill. O’Neill was 
first recruited to destroy Kerry 
back in 71, when Richard Nixon 
needed a veteran to counter Kerry’s 
antiwar testimony to Congress. 
O’Neill is the author of the right- 
wing Regerny Press publication 
Unfit for Command, more than 200 
pages of angry anti-Kerry rhetoric 
coupled with SBVT assaults on 
Kerry Vietnam service. O’Neill’s 
version of events has already been 
debunked by tapes between Nixon 
and him in the 70s, but O’Neill 
continues to tell his false tale. 

The normally cool Koppel was 
nearly apoplectic as he tried to get 
O’Neill to give a straight answer 
about the ABC report, particularly 
on the point that an unnamed SBVT 
had come to interview the same 
Vietnamese villagers, and when no 
anti-Kerry answers came, left. 

Instead of responding, O’Neill 
waved highlighted pages of his 
and other books around as 
“proof” the ABC report was false, 
and held up a picture of Kerry 
that allegedly hangs in the Hanoi 
War Museum. 

Koppel said that ABC had not 
known how their report would 
turn out, whose version of events 
it would support. But, said Kop¬ 
pel, “not reporting something you 
know can be as important as re¬ 
porting it. We’re in the business of 
reporting what we learn, not con¬ 
cealing it.” That final line was a 
slam at CBS for withdrawing their 
60 Minutes report on WMDs until 
after the election. 

Veteran report 

If Kerry is still being forced to 
answer for his Vietnam service, 


the Bush Administration has its 
own war questions to answer. Last 
week, ABC’s Prime Time Live aired 
a stunning report on the treat¬ 
ment of veterans of the war on 
Iraq. (Transcripts of both Night- 
line and PTL can be accessed at 
ABCnews.com.) One veter¬ 
an, whose Army medical 
records indicate he 
was not expected to 
survive his massive 
injuries from an ex¬ 
plosion, is currently 
living in his car be¬ 
cause he has not re¬ 
ceived benefits 
and is being 
dunned by the 
Pentagon for a 
$2,700 signing bonus he received. 
(Since he can no longer serve due 
to the injuries that have left him 
permanently disabled, the military 
wants their money back.) He has 
also not received his well-earned 
Purple Heart. 

Another veteran profiled in 
Brian Ross’ stellar report had both 
arms torn off in an explosion. 
Prior to his stint in Iraq (he was a 


reservist called up in the back¬ 
door draft), he was an electrician. 
He can no longer do that job, he 
explained, “Because I have no 
hands.” Like the other vets profiled 
in the piece, he has not received 
disability benefits. 

In the final debate, when Kerry 
asserted that veterans were 
not being cared for 
properly, Bush de¬ 
clared that Kerry was 
wrong. Alas, as ABC’s 
report showed all too 
shockingly, once again 
the President was mis¬ 
informed. 

TV ads in 
these final days 
have also been 
intense. One particularly haunting 
ad put out by MoveOn PAC shows 
a tearful mother whose son was 
killed in Iraq. She talks about her 
pain, her son’s bravery and hon¬ 
esty, then queries, “Mr. President, 
how do you think we felt when we 
heard the Senate report that there 
was no link between Iraq and 
9/11?” 

Another political issue with 


huge ramifications was raised in 
the final debate, but never effec¬ 
tively addressed by Bush: the flu 
vaccine. For a President intent on 
keeping drugs in the hands of big 
American pharmaceutical compa¬ 
nies, it’s contradictory at best that 
most of America’s flu vaccine was 
manufactured in Britain. When 
the news broke three weeks ago 
that the single company handling 
the vaccine was forced to recall 
more than half its stock due to 
contamination and the US was left 
with less than half its required vac¬ 
cine, TV was abuzz with flu panic. 

Each evening news report de¬ 
tails the perils: The elderly are lit¬ 
erally dying while waiting in long 
lines for the life-saving vaccine. 
Three women died in California 
last week alone. 

Local and national TV news 
reports claim those with serious 
illnesses like AIDS are not receiv¬ 
ing the vaccine at all. Kerry should 
be capitalizing on this national 
disgrace wholly the fault of the 
Bush Administration, which 
threatens the US with a pandemic 
in the coming months. 


No news outlet has investigat¬ 
ed why the flu vaccine was out¬ 
sourced, or why the Administra¬ 
tion has done nothing to com¬ 
mandeer the existing supplies of 
the vaccine for those who most 
need it, as was suggested on NBC 
by leading bioethicist Arthur Ka¬ 
plan. NBC revealed available vac¬ 
cine is being sold at black-market 
prices, even being stolen and re¬ 
sold. Bush declared he was not 
getting a shot because he’s healthy, 
yet it would seem essential that 
the Commander-in-Chief be pro¬ 
tected from a potential epidemic. 


Mary on the line 

Many assert Kerry crossed an 
exploitative line invoking Mary 
Cheney’s name during the final 
debate. Lynn & Dick Cheney have 
gone ballistic, although the same 
thing happened during the Vice 
Presidential debate; it’s just that 
John Edwards did it much more 
smoothly, so that Cheney could 
only thank him for his kind words 
about his family.

Queer recording

O penly queer Michael Stipe 
is one-third of the long¬ 
standing, groundbreaking 
modern rock band R.E.M., whose 
album Around the Sun (Warner 
Brothers) was recently released. 
Stipe and co. have struggled to 
capitalize on the artistic achieve¬ 
ments and merits of the back-to- 
back masterworks Automatic for 
the People (’92) and Monster (’94), 
but Around the Sun doesn’t do 
much for the cause. A seriously 
low-key effort, there are a few 
minor bursts of energy, such as on 
the synth-beats of “Electron Blue” 
and the tasteful funk of “The Out¬ 
sider,” although it took three lis¬ 
tens for Q-Tip’s rap on that track 
not to sound like an afterthought.

“Make It All Okay” feels like a 
musical response to religious fun¬ 
damentalists, with the line, “Well, 
Jesus loves me fine/And your 
words fall flat this time.” “Final 
Straw” is one of R.E.M.’s most po¬ 
litical statements, a restrained rage 
against the Bush/Cheney Admin¬ 
istration. Stipe sounds the most 
invested on “Wanderlust,” and 
when sings, “I want it to be bril- 
liant/I want it to be sweet,” it is 
momentarily brilliant and sweet. 
Sadly, too much sameness threat¬ 
ens to sink the whole affair, not

making it “The Worst Joke Ever,” 
but far from the best that R.E.M. 
has to offer. 

Reyna Larson made a name for 
herself as the frontperson for the 
band Mabel Mabel, and many 
were disappointed when the band 
called it quits a couple of years 
ago. As leader of the band, Larson 
was the most visible, recognizable 
component, which ought to make 
her transition into being a solo 
artist a smooth one. The bucking 
bronco on the cover of Some Folks 
Need a Name (Clayhead) and the 
inside photo of Larson in a cow¬ 
boy hat are an indication of what’s 
inside, a collection of insurgent 
Country-colored tunes, complete 
with a lap-steel guitar, mandolin, 
dobro, and banjo. Larson fills 
these songs, most originals, with 
her powerful alto growl, making 
them as comfortable a fit as a pair 
of snug, well-worn Wranglers. 
Standouts include the tearjerker 
“Say My Name,” the bluesy stomp 
of “54321,” the sexy strut of “Me 
Slowly,” the infectious swing of 
“Streets of New Orleans,” and the 
Gospel plea of “Good Lord 
Above.” 

Continuing in the jazzy vein of 
their last few albums, Irish lesbian 
duo Zrazy (Maria Walsh and Car¬ 
ole Nelson), who accompany 
themselves on flute, sax, and other 
instruments, have returned with 
the verdant Dream On (Alfl). 
Backed by a quintet, Zrazy’s songs 
have a dreamy, seductive quality, 
embodied in songs such as “I 
Know When You Are Near” and 
“Keep It Real,” and the nine- 
minute “Drive” contains a sexy 
jam. 

Universal world 

The words lesbian and 
singer/songwriter just sound right 
together. Lesbian singer/song¬ 
writer Steff Mahan embodies that 
spirit on her new album 42.50 
(steffrnahan.com). More Nashville 
(that’s where she’s based) than in¬ 
surgent, Mahan’s songs sound like 
they were meant to be sung along 
to on cross-country trips. Songs 
about escape (“Leavin’ Money”), 
the things we get used to (“Rock 
in my Shoe”) and having a good 
laugh in spite of everything 
(“Laughin’”) have a universal ap¬ 
peal. 

A definite shift has occurred in 


the music and style of The Atari 
Star. The band’s first two full- 
length albums were dazzling in 
their beauty, made even more so 
considering the band members’ 
punk rock roots. On Prayer + Pre¬ 
tend (Johann’s Face), the trio re¬ 
embraces its hard-rocking origins, 
and burns through a series of blis¬ 
tering tunes, including “Always If 
Only,” “Night Striped Assassins,” 
“The Assimilationist” and “Mos¬ 
quito Heart Serenade.” Still, traces 
of The Atari Star of old can be 
heard on the album’s centerpiece, 
“Asphalt Everest,” which includes 
a lovely trumpet part by Jamal 
Ayoub. 

An audible stylistic shift has 
also occurred with June Panic. 
The born-again queer we first 
heard on 2002’s Baby's Breadth is 
still rocking his unique brand of 
experimental music on Hope You 
Fail Better (Secretly Canadian). 

Experimentation is also the 
forte of gay poet and songwriter 
Jim e Sparkle Pants on his new 
self-titled CD (sparklepants.org). 
Love, sexuality and celebration of 
the body abound in songs such as 
“Fuck Me Lovingly,” “I Love My 
Armpits,” and “Sweet Warm 
Lover.” 

Gay Bay Area singer/song¬ 
writer John Ashfield won me over 
with his tasty Harmony Bunny 
disc a few years ago. In his latest 
incarnation, as a member of The 
Bobbleheads, he has even includ¬ 
ed some of his previously released 
tunes, such as “Crush” and “Why 
Not Smile” (a song about Joni 
Mitchell). The remaining songs 
are bright, sunny power-pop 
tunes that have the ability to light 
up a room. 

“Hyperdelic acidhouse innova¬ 
tors” Psychic TV, led by transgen¬ 
der artist/performer Genesis Brey- 
er P-Orridge (a founding member 
of industrial music pioneers 
Throbbing Gristle), have created a 
trippy musical tribute to the late 
Brian Jones (of the Rolling 
Stones) on the double-disc set 
Godstar: Thee Director’s Cut By 
Psychic TV (Voiceprint). Separat¬ 
ed into “Reel One” and “Reel Two” 
discs sure to leave the listener reel¬ 
ing, the set includes numerous 
Psychic TV originals (emphasis on 
originality), as well as covers of 
songs by the Stones, the Beach 
Boys, and Serge Gainsbourg. ▼

ranz Schubert survived only 
- one winter between com¬ 
pleting the first version of 
his song cycle Die Winterreise (A 
Winter’s Journey) and dying in 
November 1828, at age 31. If the 
cycle’s virtually unrelenting gloom 
and despair mirror the realities of 
his slow, painful decline from the 
syphilis he contracted as a homo¬ 
sexual teenager, its profundity has 
led to its ascendancy as one of the 
great expressive vehicles for voice. 

In early 1827, Franz von 
Schober drew Schubert’s attention 
to a cycle of 12 poems by Wilhelm 
Muller entitled Die Winterreise. 
Schubert immediately began set¬ 
ting them to music, completing 
his work in February. It was only 
in autumn 1827, after their publi¬ 
cation, that Schubert discovered 
that Muller had subsequently 
published an additional 12 Win¬ 
terreise poems. He promptly 
began setting these 12 poems, cre¬ 
ating a cycle of 24 songs. He was 
still correcting proofs of the com¬ 
plete edition on his deathbed. 

Muller, who dedicated his 
Winterreise poems to composer 
Carl Maria von Weber, once stated 
that his poems led only a half-life 
“until music infuses them with the 
breath of life.” Their discovery by 
his contemporary Schubert thus 
served as an ultimate wish fulfill¬ 
ment. Sharing the composer’s 
karma, he, too, died young, at age 
33, probably unaware that Schu¬ 
bert had set his songs to music. 

A number of contemporary 
accounts of Schubert’s creation of 
Winterreise survive. According to 
his friend Josef von Spaun, “For a 
time, Schubert was in a melan¬ 
choly mood and seemed to be 
rather ill. When I asked him what 
the matter was, he simply replied, 
‘Well, you will soon hear and un¬ 
derstand what it is all about.’” 

Soon thereafter, Schubert in¬ 
vited von Spaun to Schober’s 
house to hear the “frightful” songs 
that “have made me suffer more 
than my other songs.” After he 
sang the entire cycle in trembling 
voice, both listeners were taken 
aback by their gloom.

Winterreise performance is so 
closely associated with a legacy of 
baritone recordings that extends 
from Gerhard Husch through 
Hans Hotter, Dietrich Fischer- 
Dieskau, and Matthias Goerne 
that it’s easy to overlook that the 
cycle was originally set for tenor. 
The actual range designation 
seems not to have been crucial in 
Schubert’s mind. He had down¬ 
wardly transposed three of Win- 
terreise’s songs for either baritone 
or contralto at the time of his 
death. What Schubert considered 
primary was the energy singer and 
pianist brought to his songs. 

Performing the cycle is no easy 
task. Besides the vitality and focus 
necessary to sustain a perfor¬ 
mance that can last over 80 min¬ 
utes, the ability to imbue Schu¬ 
bert’s frequent strophic repeti¬ 
tions with interest demands artis¬ 
tic integrity of the highest order. 

Tenor Ian Bostridge and pianist 
Leif Ove Andsnes have just record¬ 
ed the songs (EMI). Bostridge pos¬ 
sesses a most beautiful voice. 
Guided by great intelligence, his 
instrument retains the freshness 
and ease of youth. When, as in the 
last verse of the first song, he soft¬ 
ens his instrument to emit caress¬ 
ingly sweet sounds, his singing 
possesses a pathetic fragility that 
goes straight to the heart. 

Elsewhere, however, the ten¬ 
dency to underscore words with 
pregnant emphasis seems more 
precious than genuine. Especially 
when Bostridge veers over the top 
with emotion, spoiling songs such 
as “Der greise Kopf” (“The Hoary 
Head”) with a near-hysteria that 
seems far more appropriate for 
Salome than Schubert, I find my¬ 
self parting company. 

No one knows exactly what 
tempos Schubert wished for the 
songs. Bostridge and Andsnes play 
it safe. Tempi are pretty even.

I t was just like old times in San Francisco last Thursday over at 
The Center as “Hot Stuff” Harry Britt,“Y.M.C.A”Tom Ammi- 
ano, “Boogie Oogie Oogie” Anne Kronenberg and “Too Hot Ta 
Trot” Daniel Nicoletta turned out among other disco-era celebs to 
toast the late, great Harvey Milk and raise funds for a bust in his 
honor, to be placed (hopefully) in the City Hall Rotunda. With 
them to whip up the celebrity-studded crowd were hosts “More 
Than A Woman” Donna Sachet, “Do Ya Wanna Funk” Gary Vir¬ 
ginia, and “Got To Be Real” Tita Aida, all veterans of the fundrais¬ 
ing circuit and gifted at keeping the ball rolling.

It’s a trick to entice you to check out 
Get Down Tonight: The Disco Explosion, the new three-CD set from 
Shout Factory ($49.98; www.shoutfactory.com ), due out in mid-No¬ 
vember. The music could serve as a backdrop to gay life in the 70s. 
The set is a companion to an upcoming PBS special on the disco 
era, and contains hits from Donna Summer, Gloria Gaynor, Diana 
Ross, KC and The Sunshine Band, the Village People, Sylvester, 
Bonnie Pointer, Earth, Wind & Fire and all the other ususal sus¬ 
pects. It’s stuff you’ve heard and maybe even danced to the first 
time around ... but it’s a must-have collection for disco queens. 

Glamour queens turned out in force last Monday night at the 
Great American Music Hall, but it wasn’t for disco — it was for a 
night of huge musical diversity and wild drag outfits as Juanita 
More! and Glamamore put on a bravura show that entertained 
magnificently and helped raise funds for the Tenderloin AIDS Re¬ 
source Center ( www.TARCsf.org ). In one of the most amazing drag 
shows I’ve seen, Juanita and Glamamore switched elaborate cos¬ 
tumes faster than you could pull love beads out of an orifice.

n 1987,1 published an article 

on Anna May Wong for the 
1 now-defunct LA-based maga¬ 
zine AsiAm. I’d long been a fan of* 
Wong’s and had acquired an im¬ 
pressive collection of stills from a 
hardened punk rocker who had a 
movie-memorabilia store on Mar¬ 
ket Street under the old Central 
Freeway. I’d been re-introduced to 
her by a former Chinese-Singa- 
porean boyfriend after he took me 
to a screening of Daughter of 
Shanghai (’37) — with the beauti¬ 
ful, if “might-have-been-gay” Ko¬ 
rean-American actor Philip Ahn 
— at the Pacific Film Archives in 
Berkeley. Several years later, I was 
invited to speak before the South¬ 
ern California Chinese Historical 
Society, which subsequently pub¬ 
lished an abbreviated version of 
the piece in their newsletter, the 
Gum Saan Journal. 


“She was the Art Deco figurine 
who slinked her way across the 
screen in the Douglas Fairbanks’ 
silent classic The Thief of Baghdad 
(’24) as the treacherous ‘Mongol 
slave girl’ and the mysterious cig¬ 
arette-smoking heroine playing 
opposite Marlene Dietrich in Josef 
von Steinberg’s Shanghai Express 
(’32). She was a woman of delicate 
beauty and intelligence who 
sought to resist Hollywood’s racial 
masquerade of the ’20s and ’30s 
that relegated her career to the far 
corners of film history.” 

In the last few years, two bi¬ 
ographies have appeared about 
the Los Angeles-born Chinese- 
American actress along with two 
film retrospectives, the 22nd San 
Francisco International Asian 
American Film Festival and 
UCLA’s Anna May Wong series 
funded, curiously enough, by 
Playboy publisher Hugh Hefner. 
More than 40 years after her 
death, all of this notoriety has cre¬ 
ated an almost cult-like figure — 
which probably would have 
amused the very private Wong. 

Unfortunately, Anthony B. 
Chan’s Perpetually Cool is a 
pedantic, often tedious account of 
the film actress’ life and career. He 
pays homage to his ideological 
mentors such as Edward Said, An¬ 
tonio Gramsci, and many others. 
Typical of his theoretical point-of- 
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view, Chan obsesses about Wong’s 
“personal agency,” and his “textu¬ 
al analysis” of her films is a bit 
much. While I appreciated his 
commitment, his title seems 
disingenuous, offering up to his 
readers a Wong who was fashion¬ 
ably “chic,” “hip,” the lone Chinese 
“flapper.” 

Chan goes on to support — 
despite the censorship of several 
of her movies — China’s Nation¬ 
alist government’s New Life 
movement (headed by the late, 
notorious Madame Chiang Kai- 
shek) as a way to “rejuvenate the 
moral fiber of the nation in hopes 
of galvanizing a spiritual awaken¬ 
ing.” The New Life movement was 
an essentially quasi-Fascist move¬ 
ment modeled after many ’20s Eu¬ 
ropean social movements. Wong’s 
“super-national image angered 
Nationalist Chinese leaders, who 
regarded her as a stooge for Hol¬ 
lywood,” despite the fact that she 
traveled to China in 1936 and 
spent the war years raising money 
for various Chinese relief efforts. 

Chan’s observations of Wong’s 
sexual preferences are even more 
annoying. “Wong’s close relation¬ 
ship with Dietrich off the set of 
Shanghai Express was accentuated 
by her sizzling erotic portrayal of 
Hui Fei, which exploded in all of 
her scenes with Dietrich. Whether 
there was any sexual relationship 
between Wong and Dietrich has 
always been a matter of conjec¬ 
ture.” 

I suspect his whole thesis on 
Wong’s sexuality might be a mat¬ 
ter of conjecture, for he fails to 
confirm or deny such rumors, de¬ 
spite the fact that one journalist 
reported that actress “Dolores del 
Rio numbered among her lovers 
Henry Fonda, Orson Welles, and 
Anna May Wong.” 

He goes on to state conde¬ 
scendingly, “Whether Wong was 
truly a lesbian, bisexual, or pre¬ 
tended to be for the Hollywood 
gossip mill, she was genuinely a 
convincing performer who had 
the ability,to counterfeit various 
emotions not her own.” 

Index fingers 

Graham Russell Gao Hodge’s 
biography is more interesting, and 
provides more evocative moments 
in the life and times of Anna May 
Wong. And he has an index that 
includes “lesbians,” unlike Chan’s. 



Wong courageously crossed boundaries in both her life and her career. 


Of the now-infamous photo of 
Wong, Dietrich, and Leni Riefen- 
stahl at the 1928 Berlin Press Ball, 
Hodge writes, “There is no defi¬ 
nite proof that Dietrich and 
Wong, or for that [matter], 
Riefenstahl, were ever lovers. 

“If Marlene/Wong had an af¬ 
fair, it would offer yet another ex¬ 
ample of Anna May’s courage in 
crossing boundaries, in blurring 
the lives that divided human be¬ 
havior.” 

Strangely enough, he goes on 
to remark, “During her life and 
memory, an underground audi¬ 
ence of gay people regarded her as 
one of their own, even if her pub¬ 
lic image was that of a woman 
doomed never to marry.” 

The various tributes over the 
past year to Wong are long over¬ 
due. In an era when Hollywood 
used Caucasian actresses such as 


Myrna Loy, Luise Rainer, Dorothy 
Lamour, Loretta Young, and even 
Katharine Hepburn in starring 
“Asian” roles, Wong must have 
been anathema to studio produc¬ 
ers’ Oriental fantasies. Sadly 
enough, only about half of Wong’s 
films still exist. Neither biography 
is authoritative or comprehensive. 
They seem more concerned with 
re-appropriating Wong, with the 
coming 100th anniversary of her 
birth. 

Disappointingly, in both 
books, the nature of Wong’s sexu¬ 
ality is skirted, with all the preci¬ 
sion of a biographer and publish¬ 
er trying to avoid a controversial 
subject. Since most of her con¬ 
temporaries are now dead, the 
search for Anna May Wong may 
well be over. Her life and legacy 
are now very much about a histo¬ 
ry lost. ▼

(lop-IN-uh-veer/rit-ON-uh-veer) 

Read this leaflet carefully before you start taking KALETRA. Also, read 
it each time you get your KALETRA prescription refilled, in case some¬ 
thing has changed. This information does not take the place of talking 
with your doctor when you start this medicine and at check ups. Ask your 
doctor if you have any questions about KALETRA. 

Before taking your medicine, make sure you have received the correct 
medicine. Compare the name above with the name on your bottle and the 
appearance of your medicine with the description provided below. 
Contact your pharmacist immediately if you believe a dispensing error 
has occurred. 

What is KALETRA and how does it work? 

KALETRA is a combination of two medicines. They are lopinavir and ritonavir. 
KALETRA is a type of medicine called an HIV (human immunodeficiency 
virus) protease (PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. KALETRA is always used in combina¬ 
tion with other anti-HIV medicines to treat people with human immunodefi¬ 
ciency virus (HIV) infection. KALETRA is for adults and for children age 6 
months and older. 

HIV infection destroys CD 4 (T) cells, which are important to the immune 
system. After a large number of T cells are destroyed, acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome (AIDS) develops. 

KALETRA blocks HIV protease, a chemical which is needed for HIV to 
multiply. KALETRA reduces the amount of HTV in your blood and 
increases the number of T cells. Reducing the amount of HIV in the 
blood reduces the chance of death or infections that happen when your 
immune system is weak (opportunistic infections). 

Does KALETRA cure HIV or AIDS? 

KALETRA does not cure HIV infection or AIDS. The long-term 
effects of KALETRA are not known at this time. People taking 
KALETRA may still get opportunistic infections or other conditions 
that happen with HIV infection. Some of these conditions are pneu¬ 
monia, herpes virus infections, and Mycobacterium avium complex 
(MAC) infections. 

Does KALETRA reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

KALETRA docs not reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through 
sexual contact or blood contamination. Continue to practice safe sex and 
do not use or share dirty needles. 

How should I take KALETRA? 

• You should stay under a doctor’s care when taking KALETRA. Do not 
change your treatment or stop treatment without first talking with your 
doctor. 

• You must take KALETRA every day exactly as your doctor prescribed 
it. The dose of KALETRA may be different for you than for other 
patients. Follow the directions from your doctor, exactly as written on 
the label. 

• Dosing in adults (including children 12 years of age and older): The 
usual dose for adults is 3 capsules (400/100 mg) or 5.0 mL of the oral 
solution twice a day (morning and night), in combination with other 
anti-HIV medicines. 

• Dosing in children from 6 months to 12 years of age: Children from 6 
months to 12 years of age can also take KALETRA. The child’s doc¬ 
tor will decide the right dose based on the child’s weight. 

• Take KALETRA with food to help it work better. 

• Do not change your dose or stop taking KALETRA without first talk¬ 
ing with your doctor. 

• When your KALETRA supply starts to run low, get more from your 
doctor or pharmacy. This is very important because the amount of virus 
in your blood may increase if the medicine is stopped for even a short 
time. The virus may develop resistance to KALETRA and become 
harder to treat. 

• Be sure to set up a schedule and follow it carefully. 

• Only lake medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. Do 
not give KALETRA to others or take medicine prescribed for someone 
else. 

What should I do if I miss a dose of KALETRA? 

It is important that you do not miss any doses. If you miss a dose of 
KALETRA, take it as soon as possible and then take your next scheduled 
dose at its regular time. If it is almost time for your next dose, do not lake 
the missed dose. Wait and take the next dose at the regular time. Do not 
double the next dose. 

What happens if I take too much KALETRA? 

If you suspect that you took more than the prescribed dose of this medi¬ 
cine, contact your local poison control center or emergency room imme¬ 
diately. 


As with all prescription medicines, KALETRA should be kept out of the 
reach of young children. KALETRA liquid contains a large amount of 
alcohol. If a toddler or young child accidentally drinks more than the rec¬ 
ommended dose of KALETRA, it could make him/her sick from too 
much alcohol. Contact your local poison control center or emergency 
room immediately if this happens. 

Who should not take KALETRA? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether KALETRA is 
right for you. 

• Do not take KALETRA if you are taking certain medicines. These 
could cause serious side effects that could cause death. Before you take 
KALETRA, you must tell your doctor about all the medicines you are 
taking or are planning to take. These include other prescription and 
non-prescription medicines and herbal supplements. 

For more information about medicines you should not take with KALE¬ 
TRA, please read the section titled “MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT 
TAKE WITH KALETRA.” 

• Do not take KALETRA if you have an allergy to KALETRA or any of 
its ingredients, including ritonavir or lopinavir. 

Can I take KALETRA with other medications?* 

KALETRA may interact with other medicines, including those you take 
without a prescription. You must tell your doctor about all the medicines 
you are taking or planning to take before you take KALETRA. 
MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH KALETRA: 

• Do not take the following medicines with KALETR A because they can 
cause serious problems or death if taken with KALETRA. 

- Dihydroergotamine, ergonovine, ergotamine and methylcrgonovine 
such as Cafergot®, Mtgranal®, D.H.E. 45®, Ergotrate Maleate, 
Methergine, and others 

- Halcion® (triazolam) 

- Hismanal® (astemizole) 

- Orap® (pimozide) 

- Propulsid® (cisapride) 

- Scldane® (terfenadine) 

- Versed® (midazolam) 

• Do not take KALETRA with rifampin, also known as Rimactane®, 
Rifadin®, Rifater®, or Rifamate®. Rifampin may lower the amount of 
KALETRA in your blood and make it less effective. 

• Do not take KALETRA with St. John’s wort (hypericum perforatum), 
an herbal product sold as a dietary supplement, or products containing 
St. John’s wort. Talk with your doctor if you are taking or planning to 
take St. John’s wort. Taking St. John’s wort may decrease KALETRA 
levels and lead to increased viral load and possible resistance to 
KALETRA or cross-resistance to other anti-HIV medicines. 

• Do not take KALETRA with the cholesterol-lowering medicines 
Mevacor® (Jovastatin) or Zocor® (simvastatin) because of possible 
serious reactions. There is also an increased risk of drug interactions 
between KALETRA and Lipitoi® (atorvastatin); talk to your doctor 
before you take any of these cholesterol-reducing medicines with 
KALETRA. 

Medicines that require dosage adjustments: 

It is possible that your doctor may need to increase or decrease the dose of other 
medicines when you are also taking KALETRA. Remember to tell your doctor 
all medicines you are taking or plan to take. 

Before you take Viagra® (sildenafil) with KALETRA, talk to your 
doctor about problems these two medicines can cause when taken 
together. You may get increased side effects of VIAGRA, such as low 
blood pressure, vision changes, and penis erection lasting more than 
4 hours. If an erection lasts longer than 4 hours, get medical help 
right away to avoid permanent damage to your penis. Your doctor 
can explain these symptoms to you. 

• If you are taking oral contraceptives (“the pill”) to prevent pregnancy, 
you should use an additional or different type of contraception since 
KALETRA may reduce the effectiveness of oral contraceptives. 

• Efavirenz (Sustiva™), nevirapine (Viramune®), Agenerase (ampre- 
navir) and Viracept (nelfinavir) may lower the amount of KALETR A 
in your blood. Your doctor may increase your dose of KALETRA if 
you are also taking efavirenz, nevirapine, amprenavir or nelfinavir. 

• If you are taking Mycobutin® (rifabutin), your doctor will lower the 
dose of Mycobutin. 

• A change in therapy should be considered if you are taking KALE¬ 
TRA with: 

Phenobarbital 

Phenytoin (Dilantin® and others) 

Carbamazepine (Tegretol® and others) 

These medicines may lower the amount of KALETRA in your blood 
and make it less effective. 

• Other Special Considerations: 

KALETRA oral solution contains alcohol. Talk with your doctor if you 
are taking or planning to take metronidazole or disulfiram. Severe nau¬ 
sea and vomiting can occur. 

• If you are taking both didanosine (Videx®) and KALETRA: 

Didanosine (Videx®) should be taken one 'hour before or two hours 
after KALETRA. 

What are the possible side effects of KALETRA? 

• This list of side effects is not complete. If you have questions about 
side effects, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. You should report 
any new or continuing symptoms to your doctor right away. Your doc¬ 
tor may be able to help you manage these side effects. 

• The most commonly reported side effects of moderate severity that are 
thought to be drug related are: abdominal pain, abnormal stools (bowel 
movements), diarrhea, feeling weak/tired, headache, and nausea. 
Children taking KALETRA may sometimes get a skin rash. 

• Blood tests in patients taking KALETRA may show possible liver 


problems. People with liver disease such as Hepatitis B and Hepatitis 
C who take KALETRA may have worsening liver disease. Liver prob¬ 
lems including death have occurred in patients taking KALETRA. In 
studies, it is unclear if KALETRA caused these liver problems because 
some patients had other illnesses or were taking other medicines. 

• Some patients taking KALETRA can develop serious problems with 
their pancreas (pancreatitis), which may cause death. You have a high¬ 
er chance of having pancreatitis if you have had it before. Tell your 
doctor if you have nausea, vomiting, or abdominal pain. These may be 
signs of pancreatitis. 

• Some patients have large increases in triglycerides and cholcstefol. 
The long-term chance of getting complications such as heart attacks or 
stroke due to increases in triglycerides and cholesterol caused by pro¬ 
tease inhibitors is not known at this time. 

• Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) occur in patients tak¬ 
ing protease inhibitors such as KALETRA. Some patients had diabetes 
before starting protease inhibitors, others did not. Some patients need 
changes in their diabetes medicine. Others heeded new diabetes medi¬ 
cine. 

• Changes in body fat have been seen in some patients taking antiretro¬ 
viral therapy. These changes may include increased amount of fat in 
the upper back and neck (“buffalo hump”), breast, and around the 
trunk. Loss of fat from the legs, arms and face may also happen. The 
cause and long term health effects of these conditions are not known at 
this time. 

• Some patients with hemophilia have increased bleeding with protease 
inhibitors. 

• There have been other side effects in patients taking KALETRA. 
However, these side effects may have been due to other medicines that 
patients were taking or to the illness itself. Some of these side effects 
can be serious. 

What should I tell my doctor before taking KALETRA? 

• If you are pregnant or planning to become pregnant: The effects of 
KALETRA on pregnant women or their unborn babies are not known. 

• If you are breast-feeding: Do not breast-feed if you are taking KALE¬ 
TRA. You should not breast-feed if you have HIV. If you are a woman 
who has or will have a baby, talk with your doctor about the best way 
to feed your baby. You should be aware that if your baby does not 
already have HIV, there is a chance that HIV can be transmitted 
through breast-feeding. 

• If you have liver problems: If you have liver problems or are infected 
with Hepatitis B or Hepatitis C, you should tell your doctor before tak¬ 
ing KALETRA. 

• If you have diabetes: Some people taking protease inhibitors develop new or 
more serious diabetes or high blood sugar. Tell your doctor if you have dia¬ 
betes or an increase in thirst or frequent urination. 

• If you have hemophilia: Patients taking KALETRA may have 
increased bleeding. 

How do I store KALETRA? 

• Keep KALETRA and all other medicines out of the reach of children. 

• Refrigerated KALETRA capsules and oral solution remain stable until 
the expiration date printed on the label. If stored at room temperature 
up to 77°F (25°C), KALETRA capsules and oral solution should be 
used within 2 months. 

• Avoid exposure to excessive heat. 

Do not keep medicine that is out of date or that you no longer need. Be 
sure that if you throw any medicine away, it is out of the reach of chil¬ 
dren. 

General advice about prescription medicines: 

Talk to your doctor or other health care provider if you have any ques¬ 
tions about this medicine or your condition. Medicines are sometimes 
prescribed for purposes other than those listed in a Patient Information 
Leaflet. If you have any concerns about this medicine, ask your doctor. 
Your doctor or pharmacist can give you information about this medicine 
that was written for health care professionals. Do not use this medicine 
for a condition for which it was not prescribed. Do not share this medi¬ 
cine with other people.

Dietrich stars in Hitchcock's 'Stage Fright'

W hen Alfred Hitchcock’s 
Stage Fright (’50), starring 
Marlene Dietrich, 
opened, critics dismissed it, often 
quite harshly. Half a century later 
and with its recent release on 
DVD, it’s ripe for reappraisal. In 
fact, it’s one of the director’s most 
entertaining, if not always plausi¬ 
ble, movies, deftly blending sus¬ 
pense with a more traditional 
murder mystery. 

The first scene is a grabber: Eve 
Gill (a top-billed Jane Wyman) is 
driving Jonathan Cooper 
(Richard Greene) out of London 
as he explains why he has begged 
her to help him flee the city. In 
lengthy flashbacks, we learn that 
his married mistress, musical star 
Charlotte Inwood (Dietrich), had 
arrived at his flat, wearing a 
blood-stained dress. She had 
quarreled with her husband, 
killing him in self-defense. “He 
was an abominable man,” she says, 
adding, “Why do women marry 
abominable men?” 

The murder took place at 
Charlotte’s city house. She and her 
husband were alone, their servants 
in the country. Determined to 
help Charlotte, Jonathan went to 
her house, got her another dress, 
then persuaded her to go onstage 
that night, as though nothing hap¬ 
pened. While at the crime scene, 
Jonathan made it appear someone 
had broken in to commit robbery, 
but he was surprised by Char¬ 
lotte’s maid, Nellie Good (Kay 
Walsh). He raced home, uncertain 
if she had recognized him. While 
he packed to leave London, two 
policemen rang his bell. Stuffing 
the incriminating dress under his 
sweater and blazer, he acted calm 
when letting the police in, but es¬ 
caped. He telephoned Eve, and her 
mother (Dame Sybil Thorndike) 
told him that she was rehearsing 
at the Royal Academy of Dramat¬ 
ic Arts, where she is a student. 


Eve drives Jonathan to her fa¬ 
ther’s lakeside cottage. Mr. Gill 
(Alistair Sim) is skeptical, but, re¬ 
alizing she’s in love, agrees to hide 
him. Eve is convinced that Char¬ 
lotte has framed Jonathan, and 
when she tells him so, he angrily 
defends her, stupidly throwing the 
blood-stained dress into the fire, 
destroying critical evidence. 

Eve is determined to prove 
Jonathan’s innocence. She meets 
the charming Inspector Smith 
(Michael Wilding, two years be¬ 
fore becoming Elizabeth Taylor’s 
second husband) and tries to 
learn what the police think about 
the murder. She bribes Nellie into 
saying she’s ill, and replaces her as 
Charlotte’s maid/dresser. Eventu¬ 
ally, the truth comes out, with sur¬ 
prising results.

Toast by Nigel Slater; Gotham 
Books, $25 

T he ability to flambe a banana 
with panache does not nec¬ 
essarily qualify one to write 
a book about cooking, or any¬ 
thing else. But dozens, if not hun¬ 
dreds, of men and woman have 
made the leap from oven racks to 
Barnes and Noble with such ap¬ 
parent ease, a serious writer might 
do well to master the souffle be¬ 
fore moving on to similes and 
metaphors. But British author 
Nigel Slater breaks the mold of 
brain-dead waffle-wankers with 
his delightful memoir, Toast. 

A columnist for the London 
Observer, Slater is also the author 
of several cookbooks. With Toast, 
Slater takes his culinary skills and 
lifelong love of food, and uses 


eyed devotion and lively intelli¬ 
gence. Her lack of an English ac¬ 
cent is explained by saying she had 
been sent to school in America, 
which allows her to use a British 
accent (effectively) when dis¬ 
guised as Doris, Charlotte’s tem¬ 
porary dresser. Greene is convinc¬ 
ing as a man mesmerized by a 
femme fatale, and slow to appreci¬ 
ate Eve’s charms. Wilding is au¬ 
thoritative as the inspector who 
finds himself attracted to Eve. 
Sim’s Mr. Gill is warm, wise, and 
witty, and Thorndike is splendid 
as Eve’s slightly dotty mother. 
Walsh’s greedy Nellie is quite re¬ 
pellent, and Joyce Grenfell has an 
hilarious bit as a shooting-gallery 
attendant. Patricia Hitchcock, the 
director’s daughter, has a small 
part as one of Eve’s friends, and 
the master himself makes a char- 


them as the entree for a highly 
personal memoir about his child¬ 
hood. The youngest son of a mid¬ 
dle-class family, Slater was some¬ 
thing of an afterthought for his 
parents, the kind of child who 
might be described as an “acci¬ 
dent” in adult whispers uttered 
behind closed doors. Fifteen years 
separate young Nigel from his 
next oldest brother, and the result 
is a solitary childhood. His moth¬ 
er is a disastrous cook who consis¬ 
tently burns the morning toast, 
and his father is a rather stern fac¬ 
tory manager. Nigel, at a very early 
age, decides he must be a chef — 
an occupation that might seem 
appropriate for a skinny nancy- 
boy, but one his father considers 
unmanly. 

The structure of Toast begins 
with literal recollections of spe¬ 
cific childhood foods and the 
memories associated with them.

It’s Dietrich, however, who 
dominates the movie. Her Char¬ 
lotte is self-involved, caustic, 
charming, supremely confident, 
and often sympathetic. She is su¬ 
perbly gowned by Dior and memo¬ 
rably sings Cole Porter’s “The Lazi¬ 
est Gal in Town,” which he wrote 
for her, as well as “La Vie En Rose” 
Both would become staples of her 
highly acclaimed and hugely lucra- 



But as the book expands and the 
author’s world grows larger, food 
serving, preparation, and con¬ 
sumption parallel his maturation 
process instead of leading it. At 
the age of nine, Slater’s mother 
dies. A few years later, his father 
takes a new wife — an excellent 
cook, but something of a lower- 
class golddigger as well. When his 
father dies, the teenage Slater 


tive nightclub act. At 49, she was 
slim. By taking charge of how she 
was photographed, she looks as¬ 
tonishingly youthful. Her timing is 
flawless, and her delivery of barbed 
lines hilarious. When Wyman, as 
Doris, asks if she fears the murder¬ 
er is in the theater, Dietrich replies 
that killers return to the scene of 
the crime, adding, “The only mur¬ 
derer here is the orchestra leader.” 

Neither Wyman, who had won 
an Oscar two years earlier for 
Johnny Belinda, nor Dietrich 
could carry the film to box office 
success, especially after the bad re¬ 
views. While Stage Fright isn’t in 
the same class as Hitchcock’s Re¬ 
becca, Notorious, Strangers on a 
Train, North By Northwest, or Psy¬ 
cho, it’s lots of fun and a wonder¬ 
ful showcase for Dietrich’s time¬ 
less charisma. T 


must choose between life with his 
stepmother in the Midlands, or 
hanging out in London’s Piccadil¬ 
ly Circus hoping to snag the offer 
of a bed for the night, as he em¬ 
barks on a career in the food in¬ 
dustry. 

It is difficult to encapsulate the 
extraordinary charm of Slater’s 
prose, or the artful way he weaves 
his narrative around a succession 
of culinary delights and horrors. 
Along the way, the author touches 
on issues of social class and sexu¬ 
ality. Slater treats the latter subject 
with remarkable British restraint 
and a complete lack of judgment, 
whether he’s getting a quick kiss 
on the mouth from an employer’s 
son, or shagging a waitress in the 
back of an automobile. Toast is a 
remarkable and original work, de¬ 
licious, sweet, and as fresh as a cup 
of steamed mussels from a seaside 
stall in Brighton. T 
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historical romance titled Sisters 
two decades ago (a portion was 
read salaciously on Jimmy Kimmel 
Live on Oct. 15), has been most 
angered by Kerry.

We find the 
Cheneys’ hypocrisy extreme. Eliz¬ 
abeth Edwards is, sadly, right. The 
Cheneys are ashamed of their 
daughter’s lesbianism. 

We were thinking, as we 
watched ER last week, which fea¬ 
tured several men brutally gay- 
bashed (one died), how the Bush- 
Cheney rhetoric on gay rights in¬ 
flames hate. As one of the ER sur¬ 
vivors lamented, “I didn’t think 
you could get killed for kissing!” 
When the President proposes a 
Constitutional amendment codi¬
